Paris, Feb. 18.—Emile Loubet is President 


of France and the threats of the revolution- 
ists have been expended in the feeble shout- 
ings. of a few radical followers of Deroulede 


was among the first to vote, then came | 


Deroulede, who was hailed with a frantic 
burst of applause from the small but ob- 
streperous group of Nationalists. 

Deroulede stood in the tribune and de- 
manded the privilege of addressing the as- 
sembly. 

This M. Loubet, as Speaker, refused. 

Deroulede then turned toward M. Loubet, 
called his a ‘‘ Panamaist,”’ Dreyfusard,” 
and ‘‘ conspirator.”’ 

M. Loubet rose, rang his huge Speaker’s 
bell, shook his large yellow paper cutter at 


Deroulede, calling him to order amid a per-. 


fect babble of confusion. 

Deroulede refused to quit the tribune and 
stood gesticulating and pointing at Loubet 
in a most derisive and insulting manner, to 
the consternation of the venerable Senators 
and to the amazement of the Ambassadors, 
who, with their wives and friends, were en- 
joying the strange parliamentary spectacle 
from their spacious box. 


At the same time a hand-to-hand fight oc- 


curred in the press galery between M. Se- 
bastian Faure, the Socialist leader. and M. 
Papillaux, who was expelled by the ushers. 

Meanwhile Deroulede was pushed down 
from the tribune by the ushers with large 
silver chains around their necks. When on 
the floor of the House he put his hand into 
his pocket as if to draw a revolver and said: 
*“*I will blow the brains out of the first man 
who touches me.”’ 

‘M. Deschanel, the next voter after Derou- 
lede, was greeted with cheers in apprecia- 
tion of his firm withdrawal of his own can- 
didacy, which, if pr , would have caused 
a serious split in the Republican ranks. 


Drumont Another Firebrand. 

After Deroulede, Drumont was the most 
dangerous firebrand among the D’s. The 
anti-Semitic leader, when acclaimed by the 
Nationalists, shook his long, black head and 
glared in anger through his large specta- 
cles at M. Loubet and uttered wild shouts 
of disdain, which sounded like the roar of 
a lion; but his exact words it was impossible 
to distinguish amid the uproar of the ex- 
cited assembly. 

It looked as if the meeting was about to 
degenerate into a free fight, when sudden- 
ly a humorous incident, as is often the case 
with the Parisian public, saved the situa- 
tion.

It Is Intended to Have Investigation 
Conclusive—Miles and Many Other 

Omcers to Supply Facts The Trib- 
une’s” Analysis and General Data 


to Be Used—Open Meeting» Begin 
Tomorrow—Pre parations for Com- 


ing to Chicago. 


Waghington, D. C., Feb. 18,—[Special. ]— 
Everything indicates that at last the proper 
machinery has been set in motion to se- 
cure an investigation of the beef question 
which will settle once for all the stories 
which have been current for months. 

The army of inquiry has begun its 
work in a way which entirely puts to shame 
the efforts of the investigating commission 
and which gives promise of a thorough and 
satisfactory investigation. 

An executive session was held today for 
the purpose of going over the ground a 
getting up.a list of army men to call as wit- 
nesses. The basis of this list was obtained 
from the former reports made to General 
Miles in response to his general order of 
Sept. 20. Most, if not all, of these reports 
were submitted to the civitan commission, 
but were absolutely ignored. At today’s 
session the court of inquiry overhauled be- 
tween fifty and a hundred of these reportsin 
a rapid fashion and made notes of those 
which seemed to contain proper matter for 
investigation. J 

Open Meeting Tomorrow. 

The Colonels and brigade commanders 
who made: the reports have been summoned 
before the board, and some of them are al- 
ready in Washington. An open meeting will 
be held in the same rooms where the investi- 
gating commission conducted its farce, be- 
ginning on Monday next. As many regular 
army officers as have already made reports 
and can be brought to Washington will be 
examined in the most thorough manner. 

Among the officers who are to testify are: 
Colonel Powell and Major Jesse M. Lee of 
the Ninth Infantry, Captain Duncan of the

The decision of the court of inquiry to hold 
open sessions when testimony is taken, and 
also to make personal investigation of the 
methods of beef packing, gives general sat- 
isfaction In the army, including people rep- 
resenting both of the cliques which have 
grown up in the War department. 

It is to be taken for granted that if the 
packers resorted to chemicals to preserve 
their beef they will see to it that no such 
processes are visible in the packing-houses 

now; but the members of the court feel cer- 


tain that by examining employés quietly 


they can discover whether such processes 
were in use during the war. 

The inquiry is almost certain to develop 
the fact that canned beef is an uncertain 
commodity in tropical climates, and, fur- 
thermore, that in warm weather like that 
experienced by the troops in Cuba and Porto 
Rico refrigerated beef cannot be success- 
fully used, unless there is an abundance of 
ice at hand to preserve it, which, of course, 
is nearly impossible during the confusion of 
an active campaign. 

From the plans already outlined by the 


| court it seems evident the investigation will 


be a long one and may run into several 
months before it is finished; although army 
courts, not being hampered by the tradi- 
tions of civil law, are usually expeditious 
and waste but little time in technicalities. 
Whatever may be the result, the findings of 
the court of inquiry will be accepted by the 
War department as disposing of the ques- 
tion once and for all.

He was received with bouquets of 
flowers and acclamations. Despite his dra- 
matic appeal to the Assembly, however, 
Meline was defeated.

Scenes at the General Assembly When 
M. Loubet Was Chosen Pres- 
ident of France.

Versailles, Feb. 18.—Today’s Presidential 

election was attended by exciting incidents. 
M. Loubet, as President of the Senate, pre- 
Sided, wearing full evening dress. IHle 
seemed in excellent spirits as he examined 
notes and papers through his silver double 
eyeglasses. His complexion is fresh and 
florid, contrasting with his white beard and 
iron gray hair. He has an essentially Paris- 
fan nose, and his glance is quick, bright, 
and decisive. 


The balloting began with the letter D, each - 


Senator and Deputy mounting the tribune 
in alphabetical order and dropping his vote 
in a white envelope into a Serves porcelain 
urn, and a control check, consisting of a 
little wooden ball, into a second urn. 

The hall in which the election took place 
is furnished with 881 arm chair, with giit 
frames, crimson silk seats and backs. These 
face a rostrum: and the elevated seats and 
desks for the presiding officer. The walls 
oh two sides are paneled with Gobelin 
tapestries, representing the royal French 
residences, and on the third side is Gouder’s 
enormous painting of the “Tiers Etat, 
holding thé famous revolutionary sitting in 
the tennis court where the State's General 
first met. On the fourth side, facing the 
chair of the President, is a colonnade repre- 
senting the entrance of a Greek temple and

Loubet’s Election Announced. 

At 3 o’clock the Assembly adjourned to 
enable the officials to count the votes. The 
session was resumed at 3:45 o’ciock under 
the Presidency of M. Frank Chauveau; one 
of the Vice Presidents of the Senate, who 
announccd: that M. Loubet was elected at 
the first balloting by 483wotes. There were 
altogether 817 votes, out of 883 members of 
the Assembly. 

The announcement was received with long 
and enthusiastic applause by all the Repub- 
licans, even including the 270 of their num- 
ber who voted for Meline. This shows that 
Loubet will be vigorously supported by the 
Republicans of every shade of opinion. 

The Kepublican demonstration completely 
drowned the frantic yells of derision uitered 
by the Nationalists, headed by Deroulede 
and Drumont. 


Animated Scenes in Paris. 

The beautiful spring day with bright sun- 
shine has infused Parisians with unusual 
animation. Men, women, and boys have 
thronged the streets as if it were a public 
holiday. Thousands of students and clerks 
have been out on bicycles, and the rvad to 
Versailles has been filled with a continuous 
procession of cycles and motor carriages of 
every description. 

M. Quesnay de Beaurepaire Drumont, Paul 
Deroulede, Rochefort, and Clemenceau 
brought their batteries into action and it 
was apparent that all the venom and pas- 
sion of the Dreyfus affair would center about 
the Presidential election. 

M. Quesnay de Beaurepaire accused M. 
Loubet of criminal culpability and falsehood 
in spppressing the truth in regard to the 
Panama scandal when he was Prime Min- 
inster in October and November of.1892, at 
which time M. Beaurepaire was Procureur 
General. 

M. Jules Lemaitre also denounced M. Lou- 
bet, asa “‘ Panamaist ’’ anda “ Dreyfusard.” 

The League of Patriots, with Paul Derou- 
féde at their head, surrounded by such vig- 
orous lieutenants as MM. Millevoye, Georges 
Thiebaud, Leherisse, Marcel, Habert, and 
General Jacquey, were resolved either to 
acclaim or to hiss, according % circum- 
stances, the newly elected President on his 
atrivalin Paris. The air was thus once more 
full of electricity and excitement. 

The Hero de Paris, the organ of. the 
aimy, appeared with a huge cartoon drawn 
by Forain, representing France as a cham- 
bermaid, holding im her hand a feather 
duster, the handle of which is broken. The 
chambermaid'says: ‘I hope that instead of 
this broken feather duster they will give 
me’a hard, stiff broom.” 

The Patriotic league adopted Forain’s car- 
toon as an emblem and pasted it on their 
hats and shouted: 

“ Give us a broom! Give usa broom! We 
mean to sweep away all this Dreyfusard

gave his reasons for making M. Loubet a 
candidate, and said:

Aided by “‘ The Tribune.”’

He says he assumes 
no more responsibility for the charges than 
his interest in the welfare of the army de- 
mands. He is perfectly willing the charges 
should be proved or disproved, providing it 
is done by such a body as an army court of 
inquiry, in which he has every confidence. 
He will be sworn to the facts which came 
under his own-knowledge and will furnish 
the court, as he furnished the commission, 
with a vast ‘amount of information. He 
takes the ground that he is not responsible 
for the accuracy of this information, as it 
came to him through official channels, and 
it was simply his duty to see that it was 
properly investigated. Acting upon this 
theory, General Miles does not consider it 
necessary for him to employ counsel to pro- 


tect himself in any way. : 


Packers to Attack General. 


It is believed, however, that as the inquiry 
proceeds an-attack will be made on him by 
the packers and their agents, who consider 
him the author of charges which have ma- 
terially ‘injured their business.

EMERSON IN FAVOR OF GUNS, 


President of Cicero Town Board Ex- 
presses Conditional Desire tc Have 
Police Shoot Water Works Qwners. 


“Instead of arresting those fellows I am 
in favor of the police shooting them,” said 
President Emerson of the Town board of 
Cicero at the regular meeting yesterday 
afternoon, speaking conditionally of the 
owners of the Cicero Water, Gas, and Elec- 
tric Light company. 

The statement was made during the discus- 
sion of a request to the ple of Cicero 
not to pay to the compar a higher rate 
of water tax than that provided for in the 
ordinance of 1898, which the company re- 
fused to recognize or accept. President Em- 
erson, after the request was put into form, 
said he would promise the people police pro- 
tection and order the department to act, if 
the water company should endeavor to shut 
off the supply in case the patrons refused 
to pay the company’s rate. 

The ordinance of 1898 cut down the rates 
one-third, fixing the rate at .20 cents per 
thousand gallons, with a rebate of 10 per 
cent on cash payments. The company re- 
fused to accept the ordinance. Other cases 
similar were pending and the Cicero board 
determined to await the outcome. Friday 
the Supreme Court decided two similar cases 
in favor of the towns and the board deter- 
mined to enforce the ordinance. 

Trustee MacDonald introduced an ordi- 
nance, which was passed, lowering the water 
rates of Clyde from 20 cents per 1,000 gallons 
to 15 cents per 1,000. But here a problem 
faces the board. The waterworks on the 
south side of Cicero is located in the Town 
of Berwyn. If the separation is confirmed 
the Town of Berwyn will have control of the 
water supply of Clyde. 

Believing the segregated portions of Cicero 
are not yet organized territory, the board 
annexed a portion of the Town of,Grant. A 
petition is also in the hands of Trustee 
Peter MacDonald of Clyde for annexing a 
large strif of land south of Ogden avenue 
and west of Ridgeland avenue, situated in 
the Town of Berwyn, to the Town of Cicero.

But as you have asked me to speak 
and entertained me in the kind way you 
have it would not be courteous for me to

“May I say that as far as I am concerned 
‘I am totally unofficial? I have nothing what- 
ever to do with the government. Some- 
times, being an Irishman, I rather found 
fault with the government. [Laughter.] I 
am merely here to do the best I can for 
British trade and commerce for the Asso- 
ciated Ohambers at home.

Therefore, China is certain to be opened up 
in the near future by means of these rail- 
ways. Even though China is an empire 4,000

and commerce that we have had during this 
century or any century preceding it. 

“The danger in regard to China is that 
China herself, from her effete government, 
may break up, dwinhg to disturbances all over 
that country. What will happen then? 
Those countries that have properties in 
China, and have investments thére, and have 
trade and commerce there, will naturally 
do their best to protect that trade and com- 
merce. I myself saw signe of internal dis- 
turbances, but I could not rest there. I went 
and asked the Viceroys. I have seen every 
one of the important men in China, barring 
two. 

“I have seen six of the eight Viceroys 
who rule over sixty million to seventy mil- 
lion, and numbers of people of that sort, 
and these Viceroys have told me that they 
are afraid of disturbances. 1 said the history 
of China is one long story of rebellions and 
tremendous crushings of those rebellions. 

““*@ yes, they said, ‘but we have never 
been in the position that we are now. It is 
now a financial question. The whole of our 


interest on foreign Joans. The consequence 
is that we have got no money to carry on the 
provincial government. The result is that 
we are obliged to discharge a large number 
of our troops and we are obliged to underpay 
a iarge number that remains. _ That is why 
we ure afraid of disturbances. 

“When 1 was in China the Province of 
Sze Chuen was the scene of one of the dix 
turbances. The British Consul himself 
wrote me a letter in which he said there 
were 6,000,000 tael of property that belonged 
to Roman Catholic missions that had been 
destroyed by one of the rebels in Sze Chuen. 
Since I came to your country I have read in 
the papers that those disturbances are be- 
ing fomented all over the empire. There- 
fore it is not a question of what foreign pow- 
ers are doing. It is China herself that will 
cause the breaking up. 

Peaceful Opening of China. 

“ How is China to be opened up in a peace- 
ful manner with regard to the claims and 
the wishes of all nations? I have 4 sug- 
gestion to make with regard to this. First 
and foremost, it is necessary for commerce 
and enterprise and industries and invest- 
merts that China should hold the open door 
all through their empire. 

‘‘ What is the open door? It is merely that 
the treaties as they stand and exist now at 
this moment should be held to and not 
altered. What are the existing treaties? 
They are treates that no country is to ex- 
tend its territory. No country is to have 
sovereign rights in China. The open door 
means, as you know, a fair field and no fa- 
vor to all nations. It is well expressed by 


one of our leading statesmen at home, Mr. 


‘An equal trade for trad- 
ers of all nations.” That has always been 
the policy of Great Britain. We hold tothat 
policy because we know it is better for us, 
and .it is a policy that is not inimicable to 
the interest of any other nation, and the 
traders of all nations can go and derive 
great advantages jn any country where we 
— domination or where we have colo- 
nies. 

“Such a policy as the open door must 
be for the general good of the whole world, 
and naturally it is for the general good first.

dividual industries in different instances 
may possibly suffer. But that is not our 
business. Our business is the volume of 
trade, and it is to the advantage of our 


Americans go to those colonies and carry 
out their business under the laws of those 
colonies. That increases the volume of 
British trade. It is the volume of British 
trade we have to look to and not the in- 
dividual industry. 

“Once or twice in my visits to China I 
found some British merchants complaining 
about their industry. I said: ‘ My dear man, 
I canot help you. We have made our great 
riches by thé open door, and we must not 
change if your industry is hurt. I am sorry 
for it, but you must go and trade somewhere 
else, or trade on the same lines as the man 
who is cutting you out.’ We, as Britishers, 
cannot in any way interfere with the hig, 
bold, frée policy of the open door whérever 
wei have dominion or wherever we have any 
power. [Applausé.} As the result of that 
policy not: one of our colonies cost the Brit- 
ish taxpayer oné single shilling. 


Conimercial Alliance Suggested. 
“The great question is, the practical 
point is, how are we to keep this open door. 
I went carefully into all the trade statistics. 
I did not only take the opinion of my own 
countrymen, but I went to the Americans, 
and I shall ever be grateful for the way 
the American merchants received me in 
China. I went to the Germans. I ehall be 
equally gratefui to the Germans. I went 
to the Japanese, and I came to this conclu- 
sion that all the great trade interests in 
China are certainly centered in those four 
countries—America, Germany, Japan, and 
Great Britain. My eer was that 
there should be some sort of commercial 
alliance or commercial understanding be- 
tween those countries that own the trade 
with regard to the future development of 
that trade. Ruusia and France have only 
import trade. That is the reason that I 
have suggested those four countries in the 
nature of an alliance. 

“The two countries, Russia and France, 
will naturally say that they have trade. So 
they have, they have got an import trade. 
Russia has a large amount of tea, and 
France has a large amount of silk, but both 
of those commodities are carried in British 
bottoms. 

“My point is that the four countries that 
I have mentioned should do something in 
order to keep the door open with regard to 
the future. Those four countries also do 
not want or wish to have any territory 
whatever. What they want is simply com- 
mercial freedom with regard to France and 
Russia. I do not say anything disrespect- 
ful to France and Russia, but in the past 
history has shown us that they are coun- 
tries that seek territory. If France and 
Russia want to get territory, there is no 
doubt they do it with the idea that they 
will benefit that country, but the point is that 
the four countries I have named do not 
want territory. They want commercial 
freedom. Therefore in my humble opinion 
they are the four countries to argue, to 
talk out what is best, with regard to keep- 
ing the door open in China. 

*“ The first éssential to the open door would 
naturally be to keep China in its integrity, 
and the next essential must be that essential} 
upon which every country exists at the pres- 
ent moment, which is an efficient military 
and police. It is not worth while putting 
out propositions of reforming the finances, 
of reforming the government, and doing all 
that sort of thing, unless you have the first 
essential in anything of that sort, and an 
efficient military and police. 

en as Soldiers. 

“ Now as to the point of the Chinese being 
good soldiers. I do not think there are any 
people in the world in whom the charac- 
teristics of the good soldier are better de- 
veloped than in the Chinese. We must not 
judge at all by the last war. They were re- 
ported then to have run away. I do not 
know what the gentlemen in this room would 
have done if they had found themselves in 
the same position as the members of the 
Chinese army. 

“*I saw the men themselves. There were 
thousands of them who had never seen a 
rife. They were given a rifie and were 
helped to the ammunition out of barrels 
by the handful. You would hardly believe 
it in such days as these, but the ammunition 
was of thirteen different sorts, and a man 
who didn’t know what a rifle was was given 
pistol unition for a breech-loading rifle. 
I tell you what I should have done. I should 
have made tracks to the rear as fast as ever 
I could when I found the Japanese firing 
at me and I had a breech-loading rifle with 
pistol ammunition. [Laughter.] 

“In our old war we had oduka hundreds of 
coolies. I wasn’t up there myself, but many 
of my brother officers were. Those coolies 
were shot down by hundreds, but not one of 
them wavered. Why? Because we paid 
them loyally, according to our contract, and 
fed and clothed them according to our con- 
tract, which they never got from their own 
people.

“TIT heve geen remarks in some of your 

press to the effect that my proposal is to put 
China under the tutelage or dominion of the 
four countries I have. naimed. It is nothing 
of the sort. It is merely that we should fur- 
nish them officers and men to put this army 
in order for the bemefit of the Chinese na-~- 
tion.and the security of the trade of those 
countries that at present trade with China, 
and help the future development of.trade 
with those countries that now trade with 
China. 
. “There have been some as 
to this.qyestion of an alliance. must con- 
fess that the word alliance is likely to be 
misunderstood. I have never said, or wished 
-to say, @r thought of saying, that America 
and Great Britain should have an alliance 
for offense and defense. It would be a most 
stupid thing to say. If Great Britain had 
some bother in Europe, what business is 
that of the Americans? You don’t suppose 
that your people would think of going to 
war about such a question as that? 

‘**‘ What I meant was a sort of commercial 
understanding. That is a better way. An 
understanding with regard to China alone 
and with regard to the trade and commeree 
in China alone in order that we should keep 
the open door and in order that we should 
help China itself, and help in helping her. 
That is all. The question of the clattering 
of fleets and or armies and all that sort of 
question, and making remarks tbat might 
be held as irritating to the two other great 
powers, is far from my wish, and I never 
said anything of the sort. I am merely 
speaking of trade and commerce in China, 
how best we can keep the open door, how 
my proposal or suggestion is calculated for 
peace, and in no way irritating to other 
countries, and I mention the four countries 
because those four countries are the coun- 
tries that hold the trade now. 

“Take our two countries. If China Is 
open to the world, as I hope she will be, 
why, with our energy, our enterprise, beyond 
all our capital, we must be the dominant 
power in the trade of China, although all 
nations have the same privileges as our- 
selves. I hope that it is understood now 
what I meant by an alliance of those four 
countries. The question of what you may 
call the crisis in the breaking up of China 
is only postponed, in my opinion. It is cer- 
iain to come sooner or later, and isn't it 
the business of us who have trade in China 
to look the question in the face and devise 
some means by which we can protect our 
trade and commerce in the future, some 
means that will not be offensive to other 
countries, and some means that will be for 
the benefit of ourselves in the way of trade 


and commerce? 
Sphere of Influence Policy. 
‘“* Now, let us take the other policy. I can- 


colonies if any number of Germans and ( 


not conceive anything that is more mystify- 
ing, that is more unconclusive, or more irri- 
tating than what is called the * sphere of in- 
fluence’ policy. It is a policy of grab andof 
irritation. You have seen it lately in Africa. 
Everybody wants more than he has got; 
everybody wants something that somebody 
else has. The sphere of influence policy, in 
my opinion, is certain to drift into war. 
‘‘One of your papers said: ‘It is all very 
well, but American trade is good now; it is 
getting on capitally. Why do we want to 
interfere with this thing at all?’ That is 
true. American trade is growing by leaps 
and bounds. But isn’t that talk rather like 
the man who says: ‘ I have lived in this beau- 
tiful house all my life, full of pictures and 
valuables, and so did my grandfather before 
me, and I am not going to have a fire service 
in it: it has lasted so well.’ And he endeavors 
probably to put the fire service in the house 
after the house is alight. Itis better to have 
the fire service in before, and then the house 
is protected. 

‘*T was warned against American report- 
er=. Since L-have been in this country I 
don’t know how many of them I have seen, 
but I have found them most courteous and 
civil, and they have reported accurately 
what I have said with one or two excep- 
tions. There is one particular which I must 
correct. In was an inadvertent mistake of 
the reporter. He said I had come to this 
country to get resolutions from your Cham- 
bers of Commerce. First, I should say that 
I did not suggest such a thing; second, if 
you were kind enough to give me the resolu- 
tion I should respectfully decline it. If your 
commercial classes are going to think over 
those things there is a proper line of commu- 
nication between the governments of coun- 
tries. I have spoken on this question, as you 
have asked me to speak, for the, benefit of 
trade of America and Great Britain. But 
never such a thing as a resolution has en- 
tetred my head, and I take this opportunity 
of denying it.

His Entrance Stills Uproar. 

When Lord Charles came trading was at 
its height for Saturday morning. With 
Special Polieeman *‘ Dick” Eustice in ad- 
vance to clear the way, Lord Charles, hat 
in hand, came on the floor with President 
Lyon and Secretary Stone. With them were 
Cc. L. Raymond, Frank G. Logan, W. H. 
Harper, William Dunn, John C. Hately, Ar- 
thur Orr, C. D. Hamill, and Cyrus H. Mc- 
Cormick, H. J. Macfarland, and M. E. Stone 
of the Commercial club. | 

There had been a reception a few minutes 
before in the directors’ room, and many of 
the older members of the board had met 
Lord Charles. The traders, who had been 
too busy to leave the pits, waited only long 
enough for a glimpse at the guest and the 
Reception committee. In an instant the 
usual noises of the pit turned into a cheer, 


Which lasted until the noted Britisher had 


crossed the floor to the gallery stairs. A few 
traders tried to make themselves heard at 
first in spite of the cheers, but they were 
hushed and business was stopped in the mid- 
die of a session. When President Lyon 
leaned over the gallery rail and motioned 
for silence, that he could introduce the guest 
of the board, the noise died out almost in- 
stantly. Mr. Lyon made only a brief intro- 
duction, saying: 

** We have here as our guest this morning 
a renowned sailor of England, a Rear Ad- 
miral of the British navy, the hero of the 
Condor, whose fellow-citizens have sent him 
on a mission in the interesis of commerce 
and the advancement of civilization. He is 
now on his way home with the result of that 
mission, and is your guest.”’ 

Mr. Lyon stepped back and instantly a 
young man in a torn coat threw up five 
fingers and began to yell at another man on 
the other side of the pit. More fingers went 
up, all in the moment that Mr. Lyon was 
stepping back. Then the trades suddenly 
stopped. Lord Charles stepped forward, and 
the cheers hushed the other noises. It was 
a brief speech, Lord Charles explaining that 
he was to make a formal address in the 


evening. 
Lord Charles Addresses Traders. 

‘“‘Mr. Lyon, and gentlemen,” he began, “I 
have to thank you most warmly for the un- 
usual compliment you have paid to me in al- 
lowing me to come here. It is not only a 
compliment to myself, but to the Associated 
Chambers of Great Britain. I am perfectly 
delighted with the interest I find here in 
the development of trade with China, and 
l am sure that no citizen of this great coun- 
try will be more beneficially interested than 
the citizens of Chicago. Chicago is the 
center of the United States and must be 
the distributing center of the East and West. 
I do believe that China must be opened up. 
The question is, how it must be opened up 
in the direction of trade and commerce for 
all nations.” 

When the speaker reached his last sen- 
tence a hand went up on the south side of the 
wheat pit. When he uttered the last word 
three hands were up, and as he stepped back 
again from the front of the gallery a voice 
in the center of the wheat pit shouted “I 
have to sell."’ The rest -was lost in the din 
of trading. 

A half hour later Lord Charles’ carflage 
was stopped ‘in front of the Hlinois Trust 
and Savings ‘Bank Building. The Recep- 
tion committee and their guest alighted and 
entered the bank. In five minutes te news 
had become rumored in La Salle street and 
two special police and three city bluecoats 
were trying to keep a crowd of 200 people 
from blocking the doors. Lord Charles and 
the committee were shown through the bank 
building by President’John J. Mitchell. 

When they came out a man in the crowd 
called for three cheers for Lord Charles 
Beresford, and the whole crowd joined in the 
shout. Finally the guests in carriages were 
driven to the Chicago club, where Lord 
Charles was the guest of Cyrus H. McCor- 
mick at luncheon. Im the afternoon he vis- 
ited the Postal Telegraph operating-room in 
the Stock Exchange Building, and went fora 
short drive with H. J. Macfariand. 

At the reception in the directors’ room of

‘The facts that led to Lord Charles Beres- 
ford’s going to China can easily be stated. 
Our association wished to get the most re- 
liable information with regard to trade pros- 
pects with that country. Lord Charles, for 
his part, was anxious to know as much as 
could be learned about that country, with 
which, as a politician, he may have to deal 
more and more as affairs develop. 

‘** He consented to be our special commis- 
sioner. He had no government mandate, 
but he has practically a ‘ blank check’ re- 
garding the scope.of his inquiries for our 
association. 3 

‘‘We have not yet received any report 
from him, although we have received letters 
of a private nature. I must decline to say 
whether the association is paying Lord 
Charles’ expenses."’ 

A prominent member of this association 
told me that it was proposed after hearing 
Beresford’s report, which he expected would 
be presented at the annual meeting in March, 
to move a resolution in favor of concerted 
action by America, England, and Japan for 
the development of trade with Cpina.

By Trade a Bookseller. 


Kensit is by trade a publisher and book. 
seller, principally of religious works. His 
shop is one of the many crowded, dirty, un- 
couth little pigeon holes in historic Pater- 
noster row. Itis a stuffy little place, witha 
door barely large enough to admit one under- 
sized person at a time, and with four per- 
sons inside the place is crowded. Every 
available inch of space on counter and 
shelves is covered by pamphlets and books 
on religious subjects, while requisition has 
been made upon nearly half of the meager 
floor space for the same purpose. 

To reach Kensit I was forced to climb a 
dark, dusty, tortuous set of stairs, creaking 
at every step. Then at the top, seatedina 
cubby hole, engulfed in a flood of letters, 
was the tradesman who has roused to open 
warfare the best of militant aristocracy in 
religious England. 

“Yes,” he said proudly, “ these are all 
on the church question, and all have come 
this morning. Some days I have doubje 
the number now before me. The coun- 
try, you see, is being fully aroused 
to its sense of duty. True, much 
of the present agitation is merely ex- 
citement and will pass off in time, yet lam 
convinced that the anti-ritaalists have 
gained a sure footing. What remains before 
us is to educate the people, convince them 
of our sincerity, and give them our reasons 
im no mistaken language for the active in- 
terference we are making. 


His First Protest. 

‘‘My first protest was made at the con- 
firmation of Dr. Creighton as Bishop of 
London. An old custom at the confirma- 
tion of Bishops provides for calling upon 
any one who has reason for objection to the 
confirmation to come forward. When this 
was done I stood up, but was immediately 
told that if I did not sit down a policeman 
would be called. I gave my protest, how- 
ever, and it was received with rounds of ap- 
plause. This incident served to direct pub- 
lic attention to the farce of calling upon ob- 
jectors and then refusing them a hearing. 

‘**T continued to make protests whenever 
the occasion offered, until people now ask 
why I choose to interfere with other peo- 
ple’s religious opinions. My reply is I have 
ne wish to, do so., I glory in the right,of 
freedom. of all men who worship God ac- 
cording to the dictates of their own con- 
sciences, but I do object to the church of 
which I am a member professing in its 
book of prayer to follow one creed of wor- 
ship and deliberately setting up another in 
practice. If these men want Popery let them 
go to Rome.”’ :

} 1853, and his early career was without in- 


terest or incident. Even now, despite the 
prominence attained in this fight, many of 
those who are opposed to him question his 
sincerity and call him a sensationalist. 


TRAIN WRECK NEAR BRUSSELS. 


Twenty-three Passengers Killed and 
One Hundred Injured in a Rear- 
End Collision. 


Brussels, Feb. 18.—An express tfain from 
Calais, having passengers from London on 
board, collided today with a stationary train 
at Foret, near this city. Twenty-three per- 
sons were killed outright and 100 were more 
or less injured. There were no Americans 
or English among the victims. 

The train left Tournay at 5:22 this morning 
and reached Foret at 8:14. Immediately 
afterwards the Mons express dashed at full 
epeed into the station and ran into the Tour- 
nay train, which was standing at the plat- 
form. 

It is said that, owing to.the fog, the en- 
gineer of the express train did not see the 
signals. 

The collision was appalling. The express 
locomotive mounted on top of the last car- 
riages of the Tournay train, which were 
filled with passengers. These cars were 
smashed to pieces. 

The scene of the wreck presents a terrible 
picture. When the locomotive of the ex- 
press train leaped on to the roofs of the 
three rearmost carriages of the train from 
Tournay it crashed through them. and 
ground the carriages and their otcupants 
into an almost inextricable mass of splin- 
tered wood, broken and twisted iron work, 
and mangled humanity. 

Six of the bodies of the victims were found 
intertwined in the wheels of the express 
locomotive. The terrible disfigurement of 
the dead passengers was appalling.

Fifth of the Householders Steal 
Water from Public Mains. 


Havana, Feb. 18.—Enormous frauds in the 
water distribution in Havana have been 
discovered, One-fifth of the householders 
in Havana have been stealing water with 
the connivance of the Alcaldes de Barrios 
and the Mayors of thirty-nine wards, who 
are also water inspectors in their respective 
‘districts, the city losing through this means 
between $60,000 and $80,000 a year. 

Upon entering 6,000 houses which were 
down on the books of the Spanish Bank as 
not using water, the officers found 2,000 of 
them secretly connected. 

The penalty prescribed for the frauds will 
probably be the payment of two years’ back 
taxes upon condition that the guilty persons 
be not prosecuted criminally.

St. Michael's, Azores Islands, Feb. 18.—The 
disabled Cunard line steamer Pavonia, which 
left Queenstown for Beston on Jan. 26, ar- 
rived here today in tow of the British steam- 
er Wolviston, Captain Snowden, from Balti- 
more on Jan. 31 for Copenhagen. 

London, Feb. 18.—A telegram from Cap- 
tain Atkins of the Pavonia, from  S8t. 
Michaels, was received at the offices of the 
Cunard steamship company here today.

WATSON FAVORS THE POLICY. 


Ian Maclaren Welcomes America as an 


Ally to England in Work of | 
Civilization. 


New Haven, Conn., Feb. 18.—[Special.]— 
The Rev. Dr. John Watson (lan Maclaren), 
who arfived in America yesterday, came 
here today, and will preach at Yale tomor- 
row. Dr. Watson expressed himself tonight 
in strong commendatory terms in speaking 
of America’s new foreign policy, saying: 

‘‘ As an Englishman, I welcome any share 
which your nation may take in the work 


of civilization and government, either in 


Cuba or the Philippines. We believe that 
the Anglo-Saxon race has a mission—that. 
of establishing peace, order, and civiliza- 
tion. ‘The burden. has. been great upon us 
and we welcome you in sharing it, not as 
rivals, but as brothers. | 
“Your new policy will make for com- 
merce; it will make for peace. Our entire 
sympathies were with you in the Spanish 
war, and I Have no doubt myself that had 
any European power or any combination 
of powers interefered we would have taken 
a share in the game. . 

“Two great differences your new policy 
will make will be that you must maintain 
a large standing army, and you must train 
up a governing class for your new posses- 
sions. Your political system does not al- 
low you to secure competent administrators 
from it for such a wide system as you will 
now have. We could not govern India in 
any such way. Unless your political sys- 
tem is changed in this manner, your ad- 
ministration will end in corruption and in- 
capacity. 

“If you give the training of the Philtp- 
pines into the hands of political jobbers it 
will be a terrible disaster. But as to the 
question whether your constitution allows 
you to take the Philippines, that is not for 
me to say.”’

IDENTIFIES DEAD BURGLAR. 


Frederick Fiske Says Man Killed by Of- 
ficer Murtaugh Was His Room- 
mate, Elmer Reed. 


The burglar killed by Officer Daniel Mur- 
taugh early yesterday morning after a duel 
in a hallway was partly identified last night 
as Elmer Reed, who had been living at 3626 
State street. . 

Sergeant Daniel Brown and Lieutenant 
Larkin of the Fiftieth street police were in- 
formed that the man lived on State street. 
At 3626 State street they found Frederick 
Fiske, who said he was a roommate ef Reed. 
Fiske was positiveReed was the man killed. 
Fiske said: “‘ Reed told me that he was well 
connected. His father, I understand, is Cap- 
tain Reed, who owns a farm near Elgin. 
Until a few months ago Reed lived with his 
father on Chestnut street.’’ 

The duel which resulted in the death of the 
burglar occurred at the door of the flat of 
John H. Holdon, at 827 Fiftieth street. 

Soon after 2 o’clock in the morning Officer 
Murtaugh noticed a man enter a court be- 
tween two flat buildings. Drawing his re- 
volver he went to investigate. He heard 
the burglar at work attempting to pry open 
a rear window, and he started up the back 
stains and came face to face with him on 
the second floor. Murtaugh ordered him 
to throw up his hands. The man drew his 
revolver and fired two shots at the officer. 
The bullets missed their mark and Mur- 
taugh closed with the robber and commenced 
firing. The man leaped over the railing to 
the ground and started torun. A short dis- 
tance away, under the elevated structure, 
he was found dying and before the patrol 
wagon had reached the police station he 
had expired. His body was taken to the 
morgue at 5050 State street. 

The only name found on the man’s cloth- 
ing was “‘ E. Reed’ on his collar, but it is 
thought his clothing has been stolen. The 
man was 35 years old and well dressed. He 
wore a brown double breasted coat and vest, 
a blue. and white checked shirt, striped 
trousers, and tan shoes. Lieutenant Lar- 
kin at once notified Chief Kipley of Mur- 
taugh’s work and later in the day the Chief 
called up the Lieutenant and said the officer 
would be taken care of. Murtaugh said 
he was sorry to have taken a life even in 
self-defense. 


POOR BOX THIEF IS CAUGHT. 


Rose Schneider, However, Tells a Story 
of Suffering That Secures Her 
a Pardon. 


With strips of fly paper Rose Schneider 
yesterday tried to rob the poor box at St. 
Mary’s Catholic Church, Evanston, but 
started the burglar alarm attached to the 
box. She was caught by the Rev. H. P. 
Smith, pastor of the church. 

At the police station she told such a story 
of suffering that the priest refused to make 
a charge against her. She said she had come 
to America a year. ago to marry her sweet- 
heart, who, however, failed to meet her. 
After many privations she reached Chicago 
and found employment. She became ill,

| CAPT. NEALL IN DEFAULT 


ACCOUNTS OF THE PRESIDIO 
TEEN ARE $5,000 SHORT. 


Popular Fourth Cavalry Officer, Re- 
cently Promoted for Meritorious 
Work, Disappears at San Francisco 
and Cash Intrusted te His Care Is 
Also Missing—Friends Believe He 
Has Committed Suicide, as Private 
Funds Are Left Behind. 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 18.—[Special. ]— 
Captain John M. Neall, Troop B, Fourth 
Cavalry, United States army, has been miss- 
ing from the Presidio since Wednesday, and 


The Captain was superintendent of the can- 
teen at the military reservation, and his ac- 
counts are $5,000 short. 

On Wednesday Captain Neall was notified 
by Major Field, acting as inspecting officer, 
that his books and accounts would be in- 
spected that afternoon. At 2 o'clock, the 
time appointed for the inspection, Neall 
failed to appear. A thorough search was at 
once instituted, but he could not be found, 
Then he was sought in this city, but with- 
out better result. 

Although the Captain is short $5,000 in 
his accounts he left $2,400 in cash behind 
him. This circumstance gives color to the 
worst fears of his friends, as they say that 
he would have taken the money had he not 
intended to commit suicide. : 


Held in High Esteem. _ 

The examination of Neall’s accounts, 
which reveated the shortage, was made 
Friday by Colorfel Charles E. Compton, 
Major Edward Field, and Post Adjutant 
Floyd W. Harris. Colonel Compton when 
seen was unwilling to discuss the matter. 

*‘Captain Neall may come back &t any 
moment and give a satisfactory explana- 
tion,”’ he said. ‘“* We all hope he will do so, 
for he is highly esteemed both as a gentle- 
man and as a soldier. His wife is almost 
distracted. He did not tell her where he was 
going or when he would return.” 

Though Neall’s friends are fearful that he 
has committed suicide, it is possible that he 
took passage on one of the vessels which 
sailed for foreign ports on Friday. 

Neall was made superintendent of the 
canteen but two months ago. He was also 
custodian of the funds of the officers’ club. 
The books of the club have been examined, 
and a shortage of $1,000 discovered. 

Colonel Compton has made a report to 
General Shafter, stating that a deficiency 
has been found in the exchange accounts 
of Captain Neall. The examination of the 
books will be completed in two or three 
days. 

Gains a Promotion. 

Captain Neall is a Californian and gradu- 
ated from West Point in 1883. He was as- 
signed to Troop B of the Fourth Cavalry 
and served with distinction on the frontier, 
In 1890 he was made First Lieutenant and 


When the troops assembled here last — 
spring, preparatory to their trip to Manila 
Neall was assigned the important duty of 
laying out a camp site. As engineering offi- 
cer he directed the establishment of Camp 
Merritt, and for his good work since that 
time he was promoted to the rank of Cap- 
tain. 

Captain Neall enjoyed the confidence of 
his superiors and all who knew him. He 
was a frequent visitor at the Bohemian and 
University clubs and, though he played at 
cards, his friends felt that he would not 
gamble beyond his means.

Anything more exquisitely beautiful 
than the manner in which she sings the sim- 
ple run that follows the trill at the begin- 
ning of the “ Jewel Song’”’ canno: be found 
in the world of music. And not only her 
singing but her treatment of the entire gar- 
den scene commands unqualified praise. 

So accustomed have opera-goers had to be- 
come to the senseless smirk and studied pose 
of prime donne in this scene that having a 
singer give the “ King of Thule”’ with the 
heedless happiness of a maiden whose 
thoughts are not of the song her lps are 
singing, but are the meeting of Faust on 
the public square, is a proceeding so novel 
that it causes a thrill of delight. 

Had she done nothing else Mme. Melba 
would reserve the thanks of the opera-going 
warid for having liberated Marguerite from 
her spinning wheel and for proving that 
naturalness and dramatic truth are possible 
in this scene. The stage “ business”’ she 
introduces here and during the “ Jewel 
Song” proves her possessed of no slight 
originality, and gives positive contradiction 
to the statement that she is not an actress. 

That her histrionic powers do not include 

the intensely dramatic was shown in the 
later acts of the opera, where, while in no 
wise offending, she did not exhaust the pos- 
sibilities of the scenes, but in the second act, 
as the innocent, trustful maiden, her acting 
commands unqualified praise. 
-M. Alvarez confirmed the deep impression 
made the night of his cébut. Faust does 
not afford him the scope for stirring dra- 
matic work as does Don José, and there 
were no exciting climaxes.

TRIES TO SELL BRASS AS GOLD. 


Nathan Lahtner Induces Lowenthal 
Bros. to Offer $17,000 for the Stuff 
.« .—Is a Prisoner Now. 


Nathan Lahtner, a prisoner at the Max- 
well Street Police Station, is charged with 
attenipting a gold dust swindle, which, had 
it proved successful, would have netted him 
17,000. 
. Lowenthal Bros., dealers in junk at 515 
South Canal street, were singled out as the 
victims. Lahtner recently made the ac- 
quaintance of Aaron New, who is employed 
by the Lowenthals, and, representing him- 
self as a Russian Jew, said he had arrived 
recently in Chicago from Siberia and had 
sacks of gold dust to sell. 
New introduced him to the Lowenthals 
and he made a proposition to sell them halfa 
dozen sacks of gold dust. Lahtner agreed to 
bring samples, and the following day ap- 
peared at the office with a quantity of gold 
dust, which an assayer reported was genu- 
ine. 
The transaction was completed,the Lowen- 
thals agreeing to pay him $17,000, but be- 
fore the money was paid over Lahtner prom- 
ised to bring the stuff to the office of the 
junk dealers and let them examineit. This 
he did. The deal would have been con- 
summated at that time, but the Lowenthals 
decided to make sure the gold had not been 
stolen. Lahtner, however, objected to any 
such arrangements and this made the 
Lowenthals suspicious. The deal was de-. 
clared off for the time being, but Lahtner 
promised to return. 
The Russian Consul was notified and later 
Captain Wheeler. An investigation resulted 
in the discovery that portions of the sup- 
posed gold were brass borings. After his ar- 
rest Lahtner confessed and said he had 
hoped to_realize a large amount of money. 
Captain Wheeler believes he will be able 
| to connect the prisoner with other swindling 
schemes of a similar character. One of 
these was successfully carried out several 
years ago, when a merchant in South Chi- 
cago gave $3,000 for half a dozen sacks of 
brass borings. Lahtner, it is said, told a 
friend that he made $15,000 by a similar 
scheme in Baltimore. This the prisoner 
denies. 
He is an intelligent man and at one time 
was wealthy. He formerly owned a dry 
goods store in San Antonio, Tex., but failed 
a vear ago. He came to Chicago three 
months d¢dgo with his wife, two sons, and a 
daughter. He lives at 17 Fisk street. 


LAUGHS AT ICE EXPORT TAX. 


President of Knickerbocker Company 
Ridicules Proposition of Wiscon- 
sin Senator to Charge Duty. 


“TI would advise the Wisconsin Senatof 
who is responsible for the bill to put a tax of 
15 cents a ton on ice shipped out of the 
Badger State to keep under cover.

campaign as unique in Chicago’s history. 
No convention to nominate candidates will 
be held in less than three weeks, yet the 
interest among the politicians of both parties 
is already intense. First interest, of course, 
centers upon the Mayoralty. Thus far only 
one point seems to have been definitely 
settled. t is the independent candidacy 
of John P. Altgeld. He is in the fight to 
stay, unless Carter H. Harrison draws out. 
It is generally believed that Mr. Harrison 
will be renominated by the Democratic 
machine, in spite of considerable opposition 
/to him in his party in addition to the ele- 
ment’supporting Mr. Altgeld. 

The opposition has developed such propor- 
tions that Mr. Harrison’s managers have 
found it necessary to inaugurate a stirring 
preconvention campaign. Numerous organ- 
izations, each with centra] and branch head- 
quarters, to boom him are being organized. 
The newest of these was formed yesterday. 
It will be known as the German-American 
Carter H. Harrison league, Ex-Congress- 
man Julius Goldzier was elected President 
and F. W. Blocki Secretary. It was an- 
nounced that C. H. Wacker, Henry Schurz, 
and Fritz Goetz would serve on the Execu- 
tive committee. Rooms have been engaged 
at the Briggs House, where Mr. Harrison 
will, after tomorrow, h daily receptions 
and meet his German friends. 


Both Urged to Withdraw. 

Those who want harmony have started 
the cry that both the Mayor and the former 
Governor should withdraw and give some 
other Democrat, who would unite the di- 
vided forces, an opportunity to step in. It 
is said Mr. Altgeld is ready to retire from 
the race if Mr. Harrison will do so. But at 
this time there are no prospects of such a 
compromise being reached. Harrison’s fol- 
lowers insist he will not quit the field. Con- 
sequently the Republicans declare the out- 
look is favorable to them. Just now they 
are handicapped to some extent by the 
maneuverings on street railway legislation 
at Springfield. Certain of the leaders ex- 
press themselves as confident the party will 
elect its nominee for Mayor whether a new 
law is enacted to take the place of the Allen 
bill before election or not. But the opposi- 
tion to this sentiment is so strong that every 
possible effort will be made to get some- 
thing definite done by the General Assem- 
bly within the next two weeks. Whether 
the old horse and dummy act is reinstated 
or an entirely new measure is passed makes 
little difference, according to many of the 
Republicans, so long as the people are con- 
vinced the Legislature has effectually killed 
the Allen law. If that is done before the 
nominations are made they say there will 
then be no question of victory at the polls 
on April 4. Cook County members declare 
they are working honestly for repeal. 
Several of the State Senators and Repre- 
sentatives had conferences with such of. 
the party managers as they could find yes- 
terday. There was a meeting at Senator 
Busse’s office in the Opera-House Block. 
They took an inventory of the situation both 
here and at Springfield. Henry L. Hertz 
was there, and told the lawmakers it was 
their duty to repeal the Allen law instanter. 
If the new Senate committee bill can be 
amended where it is weak Senators Camp- 
bell and Busse say they think it would set- 
tle the whole controversy and be just what 
the people want. But in the event it cannot 
be strengthened in such way as to meet 
public approval why either an altogether 
different bill will be prepared at once or 
the old horse and dummy act, modernized 
to cover the use of electric motive power, 
will be restored.

SPANISH GOLD HIDIN EVANSTON 


John T. Long Is So Informed, but He 
Doubts the Existence of the

Within a few yards of the house of John

Ferrando fled to this country a year ago 
after a career in Greece in which he killed 
several men, and, it is said, with his brother, 
Demetri, attempted to assassinate King 
George by shooting at him while he was rid- 
ing in a carriage. The news of his crimes 
had preceded him, and the Greek cclony 
here knew of the price that the government 
had placed on his’ head. 

Ferrando exercised the same terror over 
his countrymen in this city that he had over 
their brothers at home. . *threate he made 
them keep silent as to his whereabouts, and 
before long he had several of the Greek 
flower peddlers contributing to his support. 
His demands finally became so frequent and 
exorbitant that the peddlers decided to stop 
them. They had him arrested last Decem- 
ber. Their evidence was not considered suf- 
ficient by the magistrate, however, and Fer- 
rando was discharged. 

John Zeguara, a flower peddler living in 
the tenement-house, volunteered to do the 
work of assassination. He had contributed 
heavily to Ferrando’s support, and was only 
too glad of an opportunity to get even. 

He sent Ferrando a letter on Tuesday, 
telling him that he had been selected as a 
mediator to smooth matters out between 
him and the Greeks. If Ferrando would call 
on him today, he said, all would be well in 
the future. 

Suspecting nothing, Ferrando went to the 
tenement-house at 12 o’clock today. He 
went into Zeguara’s rooms on the ground 
floor. About a dozen other Greeks were 
there, and the party spent some time in 
drinking beer. 

Zeguara finally stepped into the rear room. 
There he got his revolver, and when Fer- 
rando turned his head to look out of the 
window he fired at him. The bullet entered 
the back of Ferrando’s head, killing him in- 
stantly. 

Not satisfied that he was dead, however, 
Zeguara walked up to the body and fired 
four more bullets into the skull. Zeguara.

He was elected President of the 
First National Bank of Spearfish in 1891 and 
was Past Master of the local Masonic lodge. 


George C. Favorite was born in Chicago 
and was 36 years ofage. He was educated 
in Chicago's public schools and later at- 
tended a military academy. Mr. Favorite 
took a great interest in military affairs and 
was one of the original members of Company 
C, First Infantry. He was later made a 
Major by Brigadied General Wheeler. 

In 1890 Mr. Favorite married Miss Anna 
Hamlin of Omaha. He and his wife came 
to Chicago two months ago and visited at 
the residence of his father. Two weeks ago 
Mr. and Mrs. Favorite went to Washington. 

‘When George left here he was in per- 
fect health,’’ said Mr. Favorite, “‘ and Iam 
amazed amd overcome at the suddenness of 
his death. He had never complained of 
heart trouble. No funeral arrangements 
have been made.”

WORK OF WOMEN’S COUNCILS. 


Both Meetings in Washington Discuss 
Seating of Roberts of Utah— 
Other Important Business. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—The feature 
of today’s session of the National Council 
of Women was a prolonged discussion over 
a series of resolutions against the seating 
of Representative Roberts of Utah in Con- 
gress. 

When the forenoon session opened Miss 
May Wright Sewall, the retiring President, 
presented her report, which embraced many 
recommendations. 

Then followed the report of the Resolu- 
tions committee recommending the abolish- 
ment of the canteen system in army and 
nayy; deprecating war; requesting the in- 
fluence of President McKinley to stop bull 
fighting in Cuba; against bird destruction 
for millinery purposes; in favor of physical 
and industrial general education, as well as 
mental; and the larger participation of wom- 
en in the work incident to our colonial ac- 
quisitions. 

With reference to Representative Roberts 
of Utah majority and minority resolutions 
were reported. 

The majority Roberts resolution follows: 

Resolved, That the Naticnal Council of Women of 
the United States stands fur the highest ideals of 
domestic and civic virtue, as well as for the ob- 
servance of law in all its departments, both State 
and national, therefore, 

Resolved, That no person should be allowed to 
hoki a place in any lawmaking body of the nation 
who is not a law-abiding citizen. 

The minority resolution was stronger, cit- 
ing the binding effect of the Edmunds law, 
and reciting: 

Resolved, That no person shall be allowed to hold 
a place in any lawmaking body of the nation who 
is not in this and in all other matters a law-abid- 
ing citizen. 

The National Congress of Mothers today 
unanimously adopted the following resolu- 
tion: 

Whereas, The election of a polygamist to Con- 
gress threatens the sacred institution of monoga- 
mous marriage, be it 

Resolved, That the third triennial national coun- 
cil of women requests the Congress of the United 
States to repudiate the result of the November 
election in Utah, either by refusing to allow Brig- 
ham H. Roberts of Utah to be placed on its roll or 
by expelling him from his seat. 

The resolution was framed by Mrs. E. H. 
Parsons, a delegate from the Mothers’ club 
of Utah. 

Other resolutions adopted indorsed the 
war policy of the administration, thanked 
Mrs. McKinley for “ her especial gracious- 
ness,’’ as shown in her reception to them 
and her love of the children, established a 
committee of five on household economy, 
and urged general proper train of girls 
in preparation for motherhood. 

Mrs. Borland of the Illinois State federation 
described the workings of the child’s study 


societies. 


Mrs. Hills of Iowa talked of the idea of 
furnishing teachers with information en- 
abling individual study of pupils and urged 
especial study and attention to the eyes of 
school children, 

Mrs. A. L. Barber of Washington pleaded 
for training the young to give ki treat- 
ment to dumb animals. 

Mrs. Lillie Devereux Blake of New York 
spoke for the “ little mothers ”’ of the fam- 
ily who assist in the care of their brothers 
and sisters, and Mrs. Terrill of Washington 
argued for the training of the young to 
avoid showing any distinction between the 
races.

by the further provision that any person | 


can vote who was entitled to vote on Jan. 1, 
1867, or any time prior thereto, or whose 
ancestors were so entitled to vote.

WARDS, 6231 LEXINGTON AVENUE. 


University Young Women and Depart- 
ment Store Clerks Participate in 
the Ceremonies—Dr. Henson and Dr. 

_ §. R. Lyons Speak—Institution Is In- 

_ temded to Provide Quarters for 
Those Earning Small Salaries— 
Plans for a Larger Structure. 


Young women from the University of Chi- 
cago and young women who work in the de- 
partment stores united in opening the Hotel 
Edwards last evening at 6231 and 6233 Lex- 
ington avenue. The university young wom- 
en sang college songs, and the young women 
who will make the hotel their home served 
refreshments to the 200 guests. 

Dr. P. 8. Henson ‘of the First Baptist 
Church delivered the address. He congrat- 
ulated the young women on having a co- 
operative home, but said he “ hoped each 
young woman present would lasso a laddie 
as soon as she could and make a home of her 
own.” Dr. 8. R. Lyons, President of Mon- 
mouth College, also made a speech. Music 
by the university mandolin club completed 
the program. 

The hotel is designed as a home for young 
women working for small salaries in the big 
down-town stores. It is the result of the 
labors of Miss Ina Law Robertson, who hae 
interested the managers of the big stores to 
the extent that they have become toa degree 
financially responsible for the hotel. The 
newly finished three-story building is fit- 
ted with every modern convenience,\iand the 
rooms are dainty and fresh. The floors are 
of hardwood, covered with rugs, the walls 
are tinted, and white lace curtains drape 
the windows. Each floor has a tile bath- 
room and porcelain tub. 

The prices charged are $2, $2.50, and $3 a 

week, and for lunch, if carried, three cents 
extra is charged. It consists of two sand- 
wiches, a piece of pie, and fruit. The laun- 
dry work is done in the house, and the price 
list ranges from half a cent to five cents a. 
garment. No young women are admitted 
whose salaries exceed $7 a week, and the 
limit may be fixed at $4.50 or $5 a week. At 
present there are thirty young women ac- 
commodated in the hotel, but plane are be- 
ing made for the erection of a larger build- 
ing in the spring. 
Mr. F. H. Cooper the 
strongest friends of the enterprise, and 
much of the furnishing of the house has 
been donated by him.

The management of the hotel is simple. 
The superintendent, Miss Robertaon, re- 
sides there, assisted only by a housekeeper 
and servants. 

At the house warming last evening the 
Reception committee comprised Miss 
Robertson, Miss Clemméns, and John 
Broekema of Siegel, Cooper & Co. Among 
the guests were Dr. P. 8. Henson, Professor

CENTRAL PACIFIC SETTLEMENT 


Notes for Nearly Fifty-nine Millions 
Turned Over to United States 
Treasurer. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—The settle- 
ment of the obligations of the Central Pa- 
cific railroad company to the government 


Treasurer Roberts was given the notes of 
the company for $58,812,715. The notes are 
twenty in number, payable semi-annually, 
and are each for $2,940,635, bearing interest 
at 8 per cent. Internal revenue stamps to 
the value of $11,762 were affixed to the notes. 

Treasurer Roberts said that he understood 
five of the notes would be taken up in a 
short time. 

The government holds as security for the 
payment of the obligations its own 6 per cent 
bonds, while were issued in behalf of the 
construction of the Central Pacific, and these 
will be replaced in a short time by a new 
series of bonds to bear 4 per cent interest, 
which will also be a lien on the road.

John P. Altgeld opened his campaign 
Mayoralty last evening with a 
at the People’s Institute, Van Buren and 
Leavitt streets. Both as regards size and 
‘character the meeting was a big surprise to 
the City Hall politicians, and demonstrated 
at the outset that the Altgeld movement is 
not a thing to be sneered at, and cannot be 
Jaughed out of court. 

The People’s Institute is the lar 
hall on the West Side, but it Ghesee tank 
for the crowd which wanted to getin. After 
every seat on the main floor, the baléony 
and the gallery had been filled, and there 
was no jonger standing room in the aisles, 
the doors had to -bé closed and admittance 
refused’ to the late comers.

“Why this determined effort to compel the 
city to pay more than three times as much 
to do this work as other men offered to doit 
for? Was it for friendship, or was it with 
the expectation of something more solid? 

*“T stated that they broke every large job 
up into small pieces so as not to be obliged 
to let it to the lowest bidder or advertise for 
it. For example: if a mile or two miles of 
sidewalks are to be built of the same ma- 
terial, you would say that is one job: you 
can get low bids on that and get the work 
done cheaply, but, instead of proceeding 
that way, they set one of their favorites to 
work, generally a member of the gang, who 
never before did any pyblic work in his life, 
and they tell him to do the first hundred feet. 
That wili bring it under $500. Then they 
give him a voucher for that. Then they tell 
him to do the next hundred feet, and gfva 
him a voucher for that, and so on, making 
the job cost more than double what it would 


rf¢ it had been Jet to the lowest bidder.”’

"Talking of’ the recently frozen hydrants, 
he blamed the Department of Public Works, 
and said the contracts for protecting the 
-hydrants had been given to people for polit- 
ical reasons.. 

** Reflect on this a moment,’’ he continued. 
**Here is an administration, some of the 
officers of which were Willing to take the 
‘chances not only of having our citizens sub- 
jected to great inconvenience through being 
unable to get water, but take the chances of 
a general conflagration on account of frozen 
| hydrants, and do all this for reasons that 
will not bear daylight... Had this work been 
Jet in the regular way, to the lowest bidder, 
it would*not have cost over half the sum 
that it did, and had it been properiy super- 
intended the city would not today be in the 
dangerous condition ‘that it is, and would 
not be obliged to pay out vast sums-of money 
for the purpose of digging in the streets and 
‘thawing out frozen hydrants. We would 
not have million dollar fires because there 
was no water, nor would whole families be 
burned because the hydrant was frozen.” 

He said Corporation Counsel Thornton 
admitted the city had been swindied out of 
$100,000 by defective work in the new water 
tunnel. After citing the excessive cost of 
street paving in Chicago in comparison w'th 
other large cities, Mr. Altgeld said: 

“This evil system did not originate un- 
der the present administration, but this ad- 
ministration has carried it farther than it 
has ever been carried before.”’ 


Street Cleaning Scandal. 


Mr. Altgeld took up the matter of the 
McCarthy street-cleaning contract, and 
talked at length, saying: 

‘The appropriation for 1897 for clean- 
ing streets was $737,873. Nearly three- 
quarters of a million of dollars spent, and 
yet, so far as the people of Chicago could 
see, there was nothing to show for this 
money. The appropriation for street patch- 
ing for that year was $370,000, This money 
was also spent, and so far as the people 
could see there was nothing to show for it, 
In 1898 the appropriation for street-clean- 
ing and street-patching was united in one, 
and amounted to $916,788. Neariy one 
million. This appropriation has long since 
been exhausted, and the city has practical- 
ly nothing to show for this money. Cer- 
tainly the streets never were worse in its 
whole history. 

“The records show that during the years 
1897 and 1898 the City of Chicago paid to 
John McCarthy for street patching or_re- 
pairing $334,000. You will say, ‘ Why, this 
is a large sum of money, and the work 
must have been let in large contracts.’ But, 
instead, my friends, of being let in large 
contracts, there was no advertising or no 
bidding about it, as the law clearly requires. 
Mr. McCarthy was set to work on a mere 
verbal direction, with the understanding 
that when he rendered his bills eactt would 
be for jess than $500, 80 as to circumvent 
the law, and, as the purpose of this was to 
escape low bids, and to be able to pay the 
highest price possible, Mr. McCarthy natu- 
rally charged just about double what the 
work would have cost had it been let to 
the lowest bidder. This was a clear vtola-

The English press is ordinarily less reason- 
able in discussing French affairs than in 
dealing with their other foreign relations, 
but its tone respecting the crisis caused by 
President Faure’s death has been remark- 
ably.temperate. There has been little talk of 
revolution, military dictatorship, or the 
downfall of the republic, and there has been 
a qjear recognition of the fact that the 
French constitution, fn providing a mechan- 
ism for the immediate meeting of the Na-— 
tional Assembly @nd the election of a new 
President is admirably adapted for sudden 
emergencies. M. Faure was regarded as a 
friend of England, and his death is sincerely 
regretted in governing circles here. One 
journal describes him roughly as a second- 
rate Lord Mayor at the head of a first-class 
state, but acrid criticism like this is the ex- 
ception. 

While he was elected as a safe man of 
colorless views who had no enemies, he grew 
steadily in stature under the sobering sense 
of hjs responsibility. Men of influence here 
believe that with the election of a man of 
similar. qualities of mind .as his successor 
there will be fewer signs in French public 
life of a morbid dread of the military party, 
which has been a principal source of weak- 
ness.

Rise in Spanish Securities. 


A curious sequel to the recent war is the 
rise of Spanish securities in Paris and Lon- 
don, which has been conspicuous this week. 
This improvement of credit is dye to the 
belief entertained in Paris that there will 
be neither a repudiation nor a fresh sett!e- 
ment with creditors, but that Spain will be 
able to pay 3 per cent on her foreign debt.

London, Feb. 18.—In my letter of Jan. 29, 
announcing and attempting partially to ex- 
plain a certain small but unmistakable fall- 
ing off in cordiality in official. English cir- 
cles toward the United States government, I 
remarked: 

“ Finally, English statesmen are growing 
rather impatient of the American charge 
that the English want the United States to 
help them fight their European battles.” 

In the Times of the next day I observed 
a letter from Andrew Carnegie confidently 
traversing this, as follows: 

‘“‘No wonder we receive this impression. 
Your cable dispatches this morning report 
Mr. Chamberlain telling the people at Bir- 
mingham that ‘We now see our cousins across 
the Atlantic entering the lists and sharing 
in a task which, under the circumstances, 
might have proved too heavy forus.’ I hope 
Mr. Norman will not think hard of the Amer- 
ican people for believing that Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s statement is at least founded on fact. 
Mr. Chamberlain is reported as generally 
knowing what he talks abdut.” 

I need not dwell upon my astonishment 
that Mr. Carnegie, who has at least a super- 
ficial acquaintance with English public men 
and affairs, should so completely have failed 
to understand Mr. Chamberlain as to give 
currency to this preposterous distortion of 
the latter’s meaning. I realized, in view of 
such miscenception, that it would be use- 
less for me to keep asseverating the obvious, 
I therefore forwarded to Mr. Chamberlain 
a copy of Mr. Carnegie’s letter, suggesting 
that possibly he might think it worth while 
to prevent his attitude from being again 


twisted into serving the ends of American 
partisan politics. 
Chamberlain to Carnegie. 

In reply he has favored me withpthe fol- 
lowing interesting and important letter: 

My Dear Sir: I have never concealed my satis- 
faction that the people of the United States are 
likely to take their part in the giant work of trop- 
ical civilization, which seems to me, in a special 
sense, the mission of the Anglo-Saxon race. It is, 
of course, a truism to say that Great Britaim 
alone could not undertake the wh of such @ 
task, but if Mr. Carnegie, in his end or to tle 
the United States down to that policy of 
- isolation and selfishness, which on this side we as- 
sociate with the name of ‘“ Little Englander,” 
means to imply that I seek the cojperation of the 
United States for some purely British interest, he is 
entirely mistaken. 

The old country and the colontes are perfectly 
able to take care of their direct interests without 
help from any quarter whatever, and I have not 
desired or spoken of codperation except In cases 
where I am convinced that the interests of other 
nations are at least as much involved as our own. 

If I hope that the United States will be equal to 
its opportunities it is because [I am a friend of the 
United States, and not because I am striving by 
underhand and insidious methods to draw them 
into our quarrels. J. CHAMBERLAIN, 


Together Against the/World. 

This letter expresses in a characteristically 
lucid manner the view of every intelligent 
Englishman. We have our own share of . 
fools, but not a man fool enough to believe 
that America could be dragged at our heels 
into a European quarrel which did not cone: 
cern her. Beyond what Mr. Chamberlainso 
well says we only hope and believe that if the 
British Empire were about to be crushed 
out of existence by an ph, race combina- 
tion of enemies deliberately thrusting an 
unjust quarrel upon her the American people 
would enter the arena, inspired by what Mr. 
Olney has finely called “ patriotism fpr the 
race,” just as I am perfectly certain that ita 
European combination were formed to crush 
America there would not be a British sword 
left in. the scabbard. 

Recent events should have sufficiently 
shown this. But I may add that when sub- 
terranean sounds arose in Europe at the 
outbreak of the war with Spain I asked a 
statesman who, with one exception, was 
most responsible for the British policy, if 
this would not be our attitude. He replied: 
Yes, if I had anything todo withit.” This 
may be unwelcome to Mr. Carnegie’s notion 
of “triumphant democracy,” but I venture. 
to think that a majority of both the British 
and American people, hearing the dreadful 
tramp of the armed millions of the world, will 
be more moved by that ideal which Pliny, in 
his day, splendidly called “the immense 
majesty of Roman peace.”’ 

Regret for the Treaty. 

It ts in view of such considerations as 
these that the recent breakdown of the High 
Joint commission at Washington was so 
keenly felt here. The London Chronicle's 
Washington correspondent was the first to 
report it authoritatively in England, and 
a Chronicle editorial expressing “ the sense 
of deep disappointment and most painful 
feeling that problems of vast interest to 
mankind, bound up with the most cherished 
ideals of our race, are not so near solution 
as we had been led to hope” came as & 
thunderclap. 

Its immediate result was a telegram from 
Secretary Chamberlain to Lord Herschell 
urging afresh that no effort should be spared 
to reach an agreement. I am much mis 
taken, too, if Mr. Smalley’s long telegran# 
to the London Times the next day was not im 
response to an editorial communication. 
It fs devoutly to be hoped'that some agree- 
ment may yet be rescued from the wreck, 
or otherwise the effect upon public senti- 
ment here will be great. It is well known 
that the greatest pressure has been brought 
to bear upon Canada by the imperial gov- 
ernment to make every concession not ab- 
solutely inconsistent with her territorial 
and commercial welfare.

COUNTY PAY GRAB SUSTAINED. 


Judge Garver Dissolves Temporary In- 
junction Restraining Commission- 
ers from Voting an Increase. 


By a decision of Judge Garver yesterday 
the Cook County commissioners were sus- 
tained in their action raising their salaries 
on Jan. 23. The court dissolved the tem- 
porary injunction issued at the instance of 
the Civie federation restraining the commis- 
sioners from receiving pay in excess of the 
$3,000 per year which they formerly were 


paid, 
The injunction was issued by Judge Tuley 


In his decision Judge Garver said in part: 
‘“‘The sole question raised by the plead-

Many Believers in Bimetallism as 
Ever, He Declares~@hargces Repub- 
Hican Leaders with Dishonesty in 
Matter of an International Agree- 
ment—Chicago Platform to Be Re- 
affirmed Without Equivocation— 
Explanation of Business Conditions. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—Senator 
James K. Jones, chairman of the Democratic 
National committee, is not in accord with 
Mr. Croker of New York and Mr. Wall of 
Wisconsin regarding the paramount issue in 
the next Presidential campaign. He said 
today: 

“To say that the next Democratic Na- 
tional convertion will reaffirm the position 

' taken by the convention in 1896 is to assert 
what every candid man, even slightly famil- 
jar with existing facts, knows to.betrue. It 
is as certain as anything human can be that 
the question of bimetallism will be the lhead- 
ing issue in the campaign next year. Andit 
is reasonable to expect that the majority of 
the peoplé will next time declare for the 
party which means what it says and will re- 
deem its pledges, and that they will not again 
be tricked into casting their votes in favor 
of the enemies of the principles in which they 
believe.”’ 

* On what grounds do you base your hopes 
for success next year?’ he was asked, 

“In tha campaign of 1896 both parties de- 
glared for bimetallism; the Democrats for 
“= §ndependent action by the United States, the 
Republicans for an international agreement, 
which they pledged themselves ‘ to promote.’ 
True, this declaration on the part of the 
Republicans was only made to catch votes 
and because the party leaders did not dareto 
go to the polls without it. I thinK now no 
one any longer doubts that the fixed purpose 
of those who controlled these leaders was to 
maintain the gold standard, and to prevent— 
not promote—an international agreement. 
Thedeclaration, however, served its purpose, 
and vast numbers of sincere bimetaHists 
were persuaded to vote the Republican 
ticket in the belief that they were voting 
for an honest effort to secure international 
bimetallism. The leaders who were _ re- 
sponsible for this trick have already com- 
mitted their party to the single gold stand- 
3 ard, so far as they can, and if they dare 
— sepak out honestly in their next national 
_@ platform it will declare for the single gold 
4 standard.”

* “ There has been necessarily an increased 
mand for labor within the last few 
months, as the result of the withdrawal of 
large numbers of American citizens from 
the ordinary walks of life to be employed in 
the army, whose places had to be filled.

Sentiment for Chicago Platform. 
“Then you think the Chicago platform is 
gaining ground? ’’ 
“I most certainly do. In the elections of 
last year the principles of that piatform 
were not the leading and exclusive issues in 
= all sections of the country. These were 
obscured in many States and dis- 
tricts. The question of. bimetallism, the Re- 
publican effort to retire the greenbacks and 
to confer on the national banks the absoluie 
control of the volume of.paper money, and 
to surrender the country to the trusts, were, 
in many sections, for .the time being, lost 
sight of in the excitement of the war and its 
resulting questions, and in others they were 
sidetracked by efforts to substitute local 
issues in their stead. The result was a 
great loss of interest and a large falling off 
in the vote, with apparently unfavorable re- 
sults to the Democratic party. In Colorado, 
where national issues were at the front and 
dominant, the intercst in the election was 
‘gntense, the vote large, and our majority 
overwhelming. In States where it was 
étated, whether truly or not, that there was 
an interition on the part of the Democratic 
managers to sidetrack the great issue, with 
the purpose of ultimately bringing the party 
in mational convention back to the practice 
of shuffling and evasion, so long persisted 
in. by the Republicans, the interest was not 
great, the vote was not full, and the results 
were not conclusive. 

“There was, however, one great and valu- 
able result—all reasonable men are now 
satisfied that straddling and dodging are nut 
popular.

BURLINGTON BREAKS RECORD. 


Fast Mail from Chicago to Omaha in 
Nine Hours and Fourteen 
Minutes. 


Omaha, Neb., Feb. 18.—The west-bound 
Burlington fast mall train, which arrived 
this morning, beat all previous records be- 
tween the two cities. 

The train left Chicago last evening at 
10:47, being detained by Eastern connec- 
tions. The train was an unusually heavy 
one, carrying the accumulated mail delayed 
in the East. _The weight of the mailin the 
cars is estimated at 250 tons. The best time 
was made between Chicago and Burlington, 
when it exceeded 100 miles per hour for sey- 
eral spurts. The train reached its destina- 
tion at 8:01 this morning. 

The actual elapsed time was 9 hours and 14 
minutes; actual running time, taking out 
stops, 8 hours and 44 minutes for the 502 
miles. 

The best preylous runs were the east 
bound mail on the Burlington Jan. 2,9 hours 
and 23 minutes, and a Northwestern special 
last summer, 9 hours and 29 minutes.

CULLOM’S EFFORT FAILS. 


UNABLE TO GET PNEUMATIO TUBE 
SERVICE FOR OHTOAGO, 


Presents Business-Men’s Petition and 
Offers an Amendment to the Post- 
office Appropriation Bill—Wolcott 
Gives Warning ae to the Cost of the 


Undertaking—Paseage of Various 
Measures — Little Progress in the 


House. 


spent most of the day on the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill, but failed to complete it. 

After animated discussion of the pneu- 
matic tube system Mr. Cullom’s amendment 
increasing the appropriation for this pur- 
pose, and designed to extend the system to 
Chicago, was tabled. 

An echo of the.old star route develop- 
ments was heard when several Senators 
criticised the methods by which a com- 
bination of speculators secured the star 
route contracjs. 


Cullom’s Work for Chicago. 


Mr. Cullom began the fight when he offered 
an amendment appropriating $500,000 in- 
. Stead of $225,000, as provided by the bill, for 
the extension the pneumatic tube mail 
service, either by purchase or otherwise. 
He presented a long petition from _ busi- 
ness-men of Chicago urging that the city be 
given the ben of the pneumatic tube serv- 
ice, and the idea of his amendment was that 
it should be extended to Chicago. 

Mr. Quay, in charge of the bill, favored 
the use of pneumatic mail tubes, but was 
inclined not to admit the propriety of put- 
ting the amendment in the bill. 


against the amendment that it was new 
legislation. The point of order was dis- 
cussed at length by several Senators. 

Mr. Chandler [N. strongly controvert- 
ed the point of order, holding that the propo- 
sition of Mr. Cullom was simply one to in- 
crease an appropriation carried by the bill. 

After some parliamentary sparring the 
point of order was withdrawn temporarily in 
order that Senators might express their 
views on the merits of the proposition. 


Expense of Twenty-five Million Dollars 


Mr. Wolcott [Colo], chairman of the 
Postal commission appointed by Congress, 
in opposing the amendment, declared that 
it would cost $25,000,000 a year properly to 
maintain a pneumatic tube service in the. 
principal cities of the country. 

Mr. Wolcott said the pneumatic tube serv- 
ice had come to stay, but there should bea 
well considered plan devised by the govern- 
ment for the introduction of the service, lest 
it become involved in serious difficulties. 

Mr. Pettigrew vigorously opposed the 
adoption of the service unless it could be 
operated under government ownership. 

Mr. Mason and Mr. Cullom advocated the 
amendment. 

The amendment was tabled, 29 to 23. 

The bill was amended by extending the 
franking privilege to the Hawaiian Islands. 


Passage of Bills. 


Bills were passed as follows: Extending 
the time for the Arkansas and Northwestern 
Raiiway company to construct a ratiroad 
through the Indian Territory; granting an 
extension of time for the construction ofa 
railroad through the Indian Territory to the 
Gainesville, McAllister and St. Louis Rail- 
Way cumpany; giving a preference right of 
entry tv persons procuring a cancellation of 
fraudulent or double allotments to Indians; 
providing for the acquiring of rights of way 
by railroad companies through Indian reser- 
vations, Indian lands, and Indian allot- 
ments; amending section 4,606 of the revised 
Statutes so that when an applicant fora 
patent becomes insane, pending the granting 
of a patent, the guardian, conservator, or 
representative of the inventor shall proceed 
and obtain the patent and hold it in trust for 
his estate; authorizing the Commissfoner of 
the General Land office to cause public lands 
to be surveyed tn ceriain cases; providing for 
the construction of a telephone line from 
Table Biuff to Salmon Creek, in Humboldt 
County, Cal., at a cost not exceeding $1,500; 
providing for the sale of the surplus lands on 
the Pottawatomie and Kickapoo Indian res- 
ervations in Kansas, 


Little Progress in House. 


The House today spent two hours on the 
naval appropriation bill without making 
any progress, and devoted the remainder of 
the session to eulogies on the life and public 
services of Representative Northway of 
Ohio, 

The paragraph in the bill relating to the 
Naval Academy, against which Mr. Mudd 
{Rep., Md.] raised a point of order yester- 
day, was stricken out, the point of order 
being sustained. Mr. Mudd then moved an 
additional appropriation of $720,000 for the 
completion of the buildings at the academy 
authorized in the last naval bill. 


PLAN A FERTILIZER TRUST. 


Eastern Capitalists Trying to Consoli- 
date the Twenty-five Large Com- 
panies of the North. 


Chicago fertilizer manufacturers appear to 
think favorably of the proposed consolida- 
tion of the twenty-five leading companies 
in the North. As far as can be ascertained, 
none of them have received tangible offers 
from the Eastern capitalists who are carry- 
ing on the negotiations. 

The Chicago product is, however, small in 
comparison with the output of New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, and Baltimore com- 
panies, which have the advantage of a sea 
route to the source of supply of the chief in- 
gredients around Savannah, Ga, ; 

‘*I think Chicago manufacturers would be 
willing to consider a reasonable business 
proposition for a merger of interests,” said 
one of those engaged in the business here 
yesterday. ‘‘ Freight rates are such a large 
factor in the cost of fertilizers to the con- 
sumers it would be desirable to minimize 
them as far as possible. A fertilizer trust 
would not raise prices. 

‘The Eastern companies do so much more 
business than we do out here it is probable 
they will complete arrangements among 
themselves before approaching us with def- 
{nite offers. The matter has been actively 
discussed durfng the last few months.”

The report shows that ninety-six grade 
crossings were eliminated during 1898 and 
that ordinances exist providing for the 
elimination of eighty-eight more. The cost 
of track elevation during the year is esti- 
mated at $6,650,000 The cost of all the 
elevation in the city is put at $12,700,000. 
In all 184 grade crossings have been elim- 
inated. 

In part the report is as follows: 


The number of grade crossings eliminated has 
been greater than in all former years, and the 
cost of the work has been more: the local engineers 
in charge of track elevation of the several rail- 
reads stated that there were employed directly 
and indirectly 40,000 men in the elevation of tracks 
during the year. | 

The most dangerous grade crossing in the United 
States, if not in the world, has been removed by 
the elevation of the St. Charles Air line. Eight 
grade crossings have™been eliminated at Indiana, 
Michigan, and Wabash avenues, State, Dearborn 
and South Clark streets, and on the Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fé and on the CHicago and West- 
ern Indiana railways at South Clark street, and on 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern and the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific at Sixteenth 
street. The roadbed and tracks of these com- 
panies formerly crossed and recrossed each other 
at different angles at this point, intersecting each 
other near the center of Clark street, in which are 
located two street car tracks carrying more pas- 
sengers than the State street and Wabash avenue 
lines combined. This deadly grade crossing, after 
a persistent fignt between the city and railroad 
companies of more than five years, is now a thing 
of the past. 


_ Appeal for Children’s Dormitory. 

The Finance committee will meet. on 
Tuesday to begin work on the annual ap- 
propriation bill. It hopes to be able to re- 
port it out in two weeks by working every 
day.‘ To this committee wil! be referred 
tomorrow evening an appeal which is to 
be made to the City Council by the women 
interested in the completion of the.dormi- 
tory for children in connection with the 
John Worthy School at the bridewell. The 
committee doubtless will act on it favor- 
ably. The appeal,which explains the neces- 
sity of the appropriation asked for, is as 


follows: 

Chicago, Feb. 13, 1899—To his Honorable Mayor 
and the Mentbers of the Common Council: We, the 
unuersigned, most respectfully petition your 
honorable body to take such action as will ef- 
fectually separate the children confined in the 
city bridewell, for offenses against city laws, from 
the adult prisoners there confined. To this end yit 
ia not only necessary that these children should 
have a separate dormitory, but that they should 
also have an entirely different method of treat-. 
ment ad@pted to secure their ultimate reformation. 
Children eannot be considered morally responsi- 
ble for their acts unless they have arrived at 
years of discretion and have, up to that period, had 
the mental and religious training adapted to 
devélop their moral consciousness, and enable 
them to realize the difference between right and 
wrong, and the effect of their conduct on their 
faturé lives. Most of the children committed to 
the bridewell have had little, if any, such teach- 
ing. They «are, many of them, waifs destitute 
of any parental care, many more children of 
dissipated and worthless parents, others of honest 
but poor and hard working parents who have 
not the time to give them the teaching and 
the strength needed to develop right character. 
Added to this, nearly all are children whose 
homes are in the crowded districts where the 
active boy cannot live the life natural to all 
boys without running the risk of offending against 
somé city ordinance, and as a result being landed 
in the bridewell. Though as far as his moral re- 
sponsibility is concerned, he is no more a criminal 
than are our boys who are saved from offending 
by their different environment and their careful 
training. 

It should be the duty of the city to see that 
these bows have the teaching and the. influences 
thrown around them, while in the city’s care, which 
will tend to their betterment, instead of, as now, to 
their ruin. For this end we ask that these 
children be handled as children and not as men, 
and that they be placed under eleyating and not 
demoralizing influences. This can only be done 
by a complete separation from adult offenders, by 
classification, and time sentences [indeterminate 
if found to be legal], In place of a money penalty, 
as the latter tends only to teach them that all 
offerises of which: they are judged guilty can be 
condoned if only they have money. 

For’ the inception of this work we ask that 
you appropriate $10,000 for building and fur- 
nishing a stnall Administration Building in con- 
nection with the John Worthy School for the 
accommodation of the necessary officials, and that 
you add $5,000 to the regular appropriation for the 
bridewell for the additional expense of an as- 
sistant superintendent and teachers needed for 
the introduction of reformatory methods in ac- 
cord with such work in other cities. Also that 
you pass: an ordinance doing away with money 
penalties for offenses committed by children and 
substituting time penalties, with power of parole 
for good behavior, if possible.

The “ riot case ’’ was for but a small sum, 
but there are a number of similar claims 
pending, in which the damages sought run 
into the millions. The question at issue is 
whether the city is liable for damage to prop- 
erty in railroad cars and of other character 
destroyed by rioters during the Debs insur- 
rection as a result of the city’s neglect to 
properly protect property. The decision of 
‘the Illinois Supréme Court was that such 
liability exists. On the other hand, the city 
has claims against the railroad companies 
amounting to several million dollars, grow- 
ing out of money it had to pay for land dam- 
ages in viaduct cases. The lower court de- 
cided the companies would have to pay half 
of these claims. If that is sustained by the 
Supreme Court, where it is now pending, 
the proposition is to make the viaduct 
claims offset the riot claims and call the 
matter square.

| FOR A NEW SCHOOL BILL. 


GRADE TEACHERS TAKE STEPS TO 
HAVE MEASURD PREPARED. 


Designed to Be Offered as a Substitute 
for One Presented by the Educa- 
tional Commission—Many Changes 
Are Suggested at a Yass-Meeting of 
Instructors — Permanent Positions 
Recommended for All Who Hold 
Full Certificates. . 


A new educational bill is to be the out- 
come of the mass-meetings which the 
school-teachers have been holding in pro- 
test against the bill of the Educational com- 
mission, if arrangements which the grade 
teachers made yesterday at the Masonic 
Temple reach the desired result. 

The grade teachers resolved to do so 
many things that at the close of the long 
session Miss Catherine Goggin, who pre- 
sided, frankly said she did not know what 
they had done. Mrs. Julia B. Hargrave, 
however, declared her propositions had car- 
ried the day. On her motion all the teach- 
organizations were requested to ap- 
point five delegates for. a conference upon 
the provisions which the teachers desire 
to have incorporated in an educational bill. 
The members of this conference, as soon 
as they have decided upon the features 
desirable, are to request Mayor Harrison, 
Superintendent of Schools Andrews, Mrs. 
Ella F. Young, and Trustee Thomas Brenan 
to. join them in discussion of the provisions 
as proposed, and out of the second confer- 
ence is to céme a new bill, which will be 
offered in place of the one prepared by the 
Educational eommission. 

Several hundred teachers attended the 
meeting, which was opened with the report 
from the committee of ten which had inter- 
viewed Superintendent Andrews. Miss Gog- 
gin appointed a committee, representing 
each Senatorial district, which was instruct- 
ed to interview the members of the Legisla- 
ture in the interest of the amendments 
which the teachers desire. ? 

Condemns the Entire Bill. 

Several amendments to the Educational 
commission hjil were offered and adopted, 
and then John O'Neil entered a protest 
against the entire bill. 

Its framers had no thought of the teach- 
er when they drew it up,”’ he said. ‘*‘ What 
is needed is an entirely new bill.’’ 

The eligibility of college graduates to 
teach was discussed, and Mrs. Hargrave re- 
marked: 

‘* Dr. Andrews said the standard of eligibil- 
ity should be eminent fitness. That satisfies 
us. That is just what we want.’’ 

‘The relation between a college graduate 
and an experienced teacher,” said Miss Eliz- 
abeth Root, “ is just about the relation be- 
tween a woman who has cooked and one who 
has studied a cook book.”’ 

A resolution offered by John O'Neil and 
Miss Root provided that permanent appoint- 
ments should be given to all teachers hold- 
ing full certificates. 

A joint meeting of the Teachers’ club and 
the Ella F. Young club will be held on 
Tuesday afternoon at 4:15 o’elock in room 
412 Masonic Temple to discuss the educa- 
tional bill. The bill was discussed at the 
meeting of the Every Day club yesterday 
at the Union League Hotel. 

The special committee of seventeen ap- 
pointed by the teachers of the public schools 
to agitate. the forces at work against the 
Rogers bill met in the Great Northern Hotel 
yesterday. Mrs. R. Bratten presided. 
The result of the deliberations of the com- 
mittee will be reported to the main organiza- 
tion at the next regular meeting. 

At a meeting of the Chicago branch of the 
Coltegiate Alumne held at the Grand Pacific 


/ Hotel Mrs. Alice Bradford Wiles described 
‘the parental school bill, Miss Zabriskie of 


the Doolittle School gave practical demon-~ 
strations of how the science of household 
economics is taught to children, and Miss 
Marion Talbot, dean of women, Chicago 
University, read a paper on the results of 
manual training in the schools: It was de- 
cided to petition the City Cotunecil to set 
aside a fund to secure a separation of the 
John Worthy School from the bridewell. 

Members of the Grade Teachers’ federa- 
tion are trying to coax back the white dove 
which was driven away by the stormy ses- 
sions of the federation held before the edu- 
cational bill came to the fore and demanded 
consideration. A peace party, now being or- 
ganized, will hold its first session next Sat- 
urday. In the language of one of the mem- 
bers of the new association its mission is 
‘to uplift the federation and assist In put- 
ting a stop to the bickerings which threat- 
ened its value as an organization.’’ The 
peace party will not be prevented from join- 
ing in the fight against the Harper and 
Woeers bills at Springfield. Among the or- 
ganizers are Miss Judith Putnam of the 
Oakland School and Miss Blanche Loveridge 
of the Madison Avenue School. 


Talks of Vacation Schools. 

Orrin J. Milliken,. principal of the Charles 
Kozminski School, who had charge of the 
vacation schools last summer, addressed the 
members of the Institute of Education yes- 
terday on “‘ Vacation School Work ” at the 
Board of Education rooms. The meeting 
opened with the singing of two songs by 
Miss Anne H. Stewart, soprana, accompanied 
on the piano by Miss Margaret Fallow. J. 
T. Edwards, Superintendent of Schools of 
Marinette, Wis., talked to the teachers on 
the advantages of the neighborhood of his 
city for a home for the Chicago Teachers’ 
Country club. 

After devoting a month to the study of 
the poems of Robert Browning, the Catholic 
Women’s National! league yesterday listened 
to a lecture on the poet by Judge Marcus 
Kavanagh. The program was given by the 
Art and Literature department of the league 
and wasin charge of the chairman, Margaret 
L. McAuley. Mrs. Professor Colles gave a 
reading and music was furnished by Miss 
Kathryn Day Harrold, pianist, and Miss 
Frances Stuart-McCaffrey, contralto. 

A reception will be given on Tuesday after- 
noon to the parents of the children of the 
Oak Ridge School at the schoolhouse. Miss 
Anna T. McGinley, the head assistant, will 
give am fllustrated talk on Greece, showing 
the collection of views she gathered during 
her seven months’ stay in that country. 


MAY DRINK AFTER THE BATHS. 


Members of Woman’s Athletic Club to 
Be Allowed Alcoholic Stimulants 
if Physicians Advise It. 


The Chicago Woman's Athletic club has 
yielded a point on the temperance question. 
In consideration of the fact that many 
women have protested against the barring of 
liquors upon any and all occasions, the club 
has announced that women whocannot take 
Turkish baths without something to warm 
them up afterwards shal! not be deprived of 
the warming beverages. But some of the 
members favor requiring the woman in such 
acase to say her doctor has told her it 
would be unwise for her to take Turkish 
baths without a sip or two of some spirituous 
preparation. This bit of red tape, it its 
thought, will be taken to kindly. There are 
no signs of yielding, however, on the subject 
of wine at the luncheons. 

“ The trouble over this Turkish bath ques- 
tion,’’ said Mrs. R. 8, Lyon, one of the offi- 
cers of the club, “* seems to be chiefly over on 
the North Side. That's funny. They are so 
near the lake and sodry. Now, Ishouldtike 
to know what a ‘ high ball’ is. I supposed 
it was something to kick. Whisky and 
seltzer? Goodness, and this is a club to im- 
prove the physical condition of women. 
Think of taking whisky into one of those 
dreams of bathrooms, ugly, red whisky into 
a bathroom of heavenly blue.

Young girls are to be admitted to the club- 
rooms, and no temptations will be placed in 
their way. What mothers would send their 
daughters to a club that would permit it?

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Each Day and at the Close Bouyancy 
is Apparent Throughoat the List. 


{BY H. ALLAWAY.] 

New York, Feb. 18.—[{Special.]—Security 
market conditions have throughout the week 
shown encouraging tendencies. An extend- 
- ed short interest had accumulated during 
the previous two or three weeks, and after 
the Stock Exchange holiday of two business 
days trading was resumed under not alto- 
gether, favorable auspices, for among the 
most important interests on the short side 
were representatives of Wall street's adroit- 
est manipulators. 

Throughout the street pointers were in 
free circulation prophesying all manner of 
destruction for market yalues. Many bad 
things were to come to pass. Especially 
was there to be disturbance dating from 
Washington, and incidentally German com- 
plications were forecast as threatening ease 


here. 


Under circumstances of this sort the open- 
ing of the market on Tuesday was attended 
by a show of weakness, conspicuous stocks 
dipping substantially downward; but assoon 
as reaction developed there was dullness. 

Less than 400,000 shares made up the total 
of. the first business day of the week, but 


vie the day following substantial increase was 


shown in the volume of transactions, and 
along with extended activity there was im- 
provement in valués, while throughout the 
days following the aggregate of business 
grew yet larger, and strength was still fur- 
ther assertive. And at the end of the week 
buoyancy was in evidence in almost every 


part of the list. 


Features of the Week. 

Two stocks have contributed sensational 
features during the week, one of them—Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy—sold above 
149, with 131 during the week 
preceding; the other—Tobacco trust—was 
yesterday at 158, after having been down to 
182 on the day before. 

Touching this rise of eighteen points for 
Birlington and twenty-six points for Tobac- 
co trust, Wall street indulges in interesting 
theories. In both stocks it is believed that 
one important Stock Exchange operator has 
figured consequentially. The advance in 
Burlington is popularly attributed almost 
wholly to his skillful work, and the advance 
in Tobacco trust is similarly set down as 
unfortunate for him—a disclosure of the 
ability of opponents who have been setting 
traps for him. 

Attending the rise in Burlington quota- 
tions, there have been crowding reports of 
undérwriting plans, contemplating the re- 
tirement of high rateinterest bearing bonds, 
for which there can be substituted 3% per 
cent: and on this theory followers of Mr. 
Keene have been persistent buyers of the 
stock. 

Such interests have had opportunities to 
make large profits, for Mr. Keene’s bullish- 
ness on Burlington dates back to the time 
when the property was chief of bear favor- 
ites around par, Mr. Keene at that time 
being almost the only outspoken Wall street 
champion that the property could boast. 
Ever since he has consistently maintained 
his bull position, and with Burlington selling 
yesterday within a fraction of 150, Mr.

It is probably conservative to estimate 
that 90 per cent of the outstanding stock of 
the Tobacco trust is owned by a group of 
half a dozen Wall street men, who therefore 
are able to make quotations at their own will. 
It is not, however, their chief desire to make 
quotations; their aim is to make a market 
for: the stock with which they are over- 
loaded, and they are not having success. 
The public is shy. Elven reckless specula- 
tors are shy, and well regulated banks are 


@ shy. In Wall street no property hasa worse 


record, and it is altogether a matter of 
passing consequence whether figures osten- 
aibly representing value are big or little. 
Nothing probably would prove a greater 
eurprise to Wall street Tobacco trust man- 
ipulators than that a legitimate order could 
f/come from an outsider.to buy as much as 
@ whole hundred shares of their stock. Still, 
ot is no reason why the stock tomorrow 
6 a@ not be 260, just as yesterday it was 
close to 160 after being round 130 on the day 
‘before. Whether one or the other, no well 
balanced investor cam be troubled; any per- 
formance in that quarter must be altogether 
a matter of the concern of gamblers. 
Manhattan Elevated stock was given con- 
spicuousness im yesterday’s market because 
Tammany Hall, in a sudden rage of virtue, 
had proclaimed its purpose to bring the 
corporation to a strict account. But cynical 
Wali street insisted on attributing other than 
high-minded motives to the mem who control 
municipal affairs, and on the Stock Ex- 
change it was the fashion to jest as who 
gnight be short of Manhattan, at what price, 
and to what extent. 


Short on Manhattan. 


Certain it is that a substantial short in- 
terest has existed for some time in the Man-

Iron and steel trade conditions are not only 
continuing satisfactorily, but improvement 
shows. Further advices in pig iron are to be 
made, and in steel rails and plates higher 
prices are also likely to be soon announced.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Last week the fire loss in the United States 
was heavier than for a long time. The prospect 
is that the loss for February will be greater 
than for many years before. Losses over $100,000 
reached a total of $3,950,000, while smaller losses 
aggregated $4,566,061, the aggregate of the two 
being’ $8,516,061. Fire losses over $100,000 for 
the week ending Feb. 17 were as follows: siidhieie

Companies have suffered heavily from these 
fires. The small fires throughout the country 
have been more numerous than usual, and the 
comnpanies have sustained severe losses in the 
aggregate. The fires are attributed to the cold 
weather, which led to overheating of houses, and 
in this city partially to the handicaps under 

which the Fire department _— many water 
plugs being frozen. 


A bill has been introduced in the Legislature 
at Albany providing for rules and regulations 
for the construction and inspection of buildings 
and for the preservation from fire by the applica- 
tion of the New York and Buffalo building depart- 
ment rules to all other cities. Three classes of 
law are established for different sized cities and 
a department of buildings is created for each. 
Fire proof buildings are required.+ Rules and 
restrictions are provided for almost every style 
of building and the construction of the various 
parts. The bill contains many of the provisions 
of a bill introduced several years ago, and is 
said to be favored by labor organizations. 


A’ bill has been introduced in the Michigan 
Legislature to nullify all provisions in insur- 
ance policies to limit to less than two years 
the time in which legal action may be brought 
under them. 


Another mutual fire insurance company is being 
organized at Indianapolis. It will be known as 
the State Mutual Fire Insurance company. Its 
operations will be confined to Indiana for the 
present. 


Rate troubles are reported at Grafton, W. Va. 
It is said there is considerable demoralization. 
This is attributed partly to Clarksburg and West 
Union agents. 


The insurance business at Lansing, Mich., is 
undergoing a time of trouble, owing to underhand 
rate cutting and other bad practices. 


New York, Feb. 18.—[Special.J—If a tariff is 
put in force in New York next week it is 
“safe to say it will bring relief to many an 
anxious underwriter. The year has opened up 
badiy in fire insurance, particularly in Phila- 
delphia and New York. Many of the losses in 
New York have been on absurdly low premiums, 
and conservative underwriters are anxious to 
see an increase in the volume of premiums for 
the Metropolitan district. 

It has been suggested the course to be adopted 
in dealing with outside competition might cost 
the tariff companies a good deal for a time, 
but as matters now stand the outside competi- 
tion will not be of any consequence. 

Notwithstanding some complaints and grumb- 
ling, the Philadelphia board holds together well, 
and the spectacle presented by New York during 
nine months has doubtless strengthened the 
hagpds of the managers of the tariff in Phila- 
delphia. 

At next week's meeting in New York the 
making of certain concessions to the Eagle Fire 
and to George A. Stanton’s companies wil! prob- 
ably be advocated by infipential underwriters. 

P. B. Armstrong has declared in an interview 
that he will never engage in insurance again in any 
way.

HAT the Congo Free State is about to 
pass from the control of Belgium into 
the hands of France is the general be- 

_. Mef of those who have watched Euro- 
pean and African politics. It is well 
known that the Belgian government is un- 
able to stand the drain on its resources 
which the administration of the Congo State 
has been. 

King Leopold himself has spent his for- 
tune in a vain endeavor to develop his Afri- 
can empire, which is seventy times as great 
as his European kingdom and contains more 
than six times as many people. The invita- 
tion issued by the King to several French 
statesmen to visit the central African region 
is significant and in diplomatic circles the 
story is that Great Britain will consent to 
the aequisition of the vast territory by 


France on condition that the republic agrees | 


to relinquish all claim to the Bahr-el-Ghazal 
region, which France still insists is hers by 
- wirtue of the Marchand expedition. 
The Congo Free State is a magnificent em- 
pire. .There are few white people, not more 
than 2,000, in the region, and the natives 
are being killed off so rapidly that reports 
have it t the population of 33,000,000 has 
dwindled to less than 8,000,000 during the 
last ten years. The rule of the company, 
of which King Leopold is the head, has been 
unprofitable and has resulted in nothing 
but scandal. Travelers say that the slave 
trade ‘s encouraged and that the natives 
are shamefully treated by the white men, 
who, knowing that they are unable to live 
more than a couple of years in the equatorial 
climate, endeavor to make as much as pos- 
sible out of the natives during the period of 
their stay in the region. 
The natives resent this and there'are con- 
ttnual insurrections, which the Belgians have 
been unable to put down. Only a few weeks 
@go a party of Belgian soldiers were over- 
by natives and eaten on the battle 


STANLEY’S REPORT. 


There has been little progress since the 
Gays when the explorations df Stanley, who 
had been sent in search of Livingstone by 
the New York Herald, discovered the mighty 
river from which the State takes its name.

Although open to the trade of the world, it 
has beer really a dependency of Belgium, as 
the King of that country is its sovereign. 

The status of the State as a sovereign 
power was defined by the congress of Ber- 
lin in 1885, and its boundaries were deter- 
mined, although these have since been fur- 
ther limited by renunciations of territory 
made by the Free State in May, 1804, to Great 
Britain, and later in the same year to 
France. 

By a convention made in 1890 it was agreed 
that Belgium should have the right of an- 
nexing the State in ten years. This period 
will expire next year, and it is this right 
which there is talk of Belgium selling. It 
is doubtful if France, as purchaser, will 
have to pay a large sum in exchange, as the 
expenditures of the State have been about 
$500,000 a year greatgr than the revenue, and 
there are such heavy liabilities that it is 
now declared that unless a loan of $15,000,- 
000 can be at once obtained the State will 
become insolvent.

EXPERT TESTIMONY. 

Not long ago a number of searching in- 
quiries on the subject of misrule in the 
Congo were put by a London Timessorre- 
spondent to Mr. Parminter, a former Congo 
state official. When asked to what degree 
the Congo had been opened up, he said that 
stations had been built and plantations made 
in the Upper Congo, but only on the river 
banks. The country a little way from the 
river is as yet untrodden by Belgian foot. 
He confessed that the reports of barbarities 
committed by the natives were “ too true 
asa whole.” 

Since 1884, according to Mr. Parminter, the 
condition of the natives has gone from bad 
to worse, and he declared that the causes 
were, first, the inexperience of most of the 
officers, and, secondly, the impossibility of 
exercising control over them from headquar- 
‘ters. Their one dominant desire is to grow 
rich and return home. Particular instances 
of brutality were cited by Mr. Parminter. 
For instance, once, while in company with @ 
military officer on board a steamer, he saw 
a sergeant of his command, just returned 
from@one expedition, hold up triumphantly @ 
string of human ears. | 

No word of reproof was uttered by the offl- 
cer, but, on the contrary, the sergeant was 
praised for his good conduct. Anaged chief 
showed to Mr. Parminter the mutilated body 
of his daughter, whose feet had been hacked 
off by the soldiers that they might obtain 
the brass anklets that she wore. At another 
station a native sergeant exhibited to Mr. 
Parminter a bag containing half a dozéfi 
hands of negroes. 

The white officers wink at these barbarities. 
By order of a Belgian officer, a mother and 
her daughter got 200 lashes with dried hip- 
popotamus hide; he then ordered his men to 
mutilate the women and left them to die. 
Their offense was that they could not or 
would not reveal the hiding place of thie chief> 
Slave trade is carried on with the con- 
nivance of the Belgian officials. “I have 
often seen,” said Mr. Parminter, “a slave 
steamer coming down the river packed with 
slaves. The Captains used to get five francs 
per head for slaves delivered at Kinshassa. 
A contribution of slaves, so many each 
month, is exacted from the native chiefs in 
certain districts.” 


IN HUMANITY’S NAME. 
Such chatges as these, frequently 
have been denied by the Belgian officials, | 
but, nevertheless, the growing opinion of 
even the Belgians themselves is that since 
the withdrawal of Stanley from control con- 
ditions have tended to become worse daily, 
and the evils attending the absence of firm 
govermment are rife. there. Oppression, 
bloodshed, confusion, insecurity, and terrt- 
ble outrages are without doubt practiced. 
The Belgian military authorities are incapa- 
ble of checking the outbreaks, and they 
merely slaughter al) the natives who resist 
til nn. Matters are fast returning to a com- 
dition much worse than that which preceded 

Stanley's advent to the country. 

The most striking feature of the history 
of the Congo Free State in connection with 
these outrages is that the government of 
the Congo Free State was ostensibly estab- 
lishee from humanitarian motives. Theidea 
was the establishment in Africa of a free 
state under the guardianship of all, which 
was to be a model of rile of Africans. But 
the effort failed with the domination of the 
Belgians, and now, as the government has 
steadily grown weaker, Leopold is forced 
for want of cash to barter the territory ac- 
quired by him in the name humanity. .

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Few Successes Are Recorded in the Literary World 


Since the Holidays—Swinburne Graciously Indorses 
Browning’s “Aurora Leigh,” of Which a New — 


Edition Has Been Issued: 


HE book business has suffered severely 
from the blizzard of the last week, for 
people prefer to stay at home and read 
the books they have rather than brave 
the snow for the sake of new ones. 

Indeed, such weather as we have been en- 
joying (!), while it may be bad for the book 
trade, has its uses in making us better ac- 


quainted with the books on our shelves. 


While the spring season is not yet upon 
vs, and while the two months immediately 
following the holidays are supposed to be 
bad for the book business—so bad that pub- 


lishers spend their time in “ taking stock ”’ 


rather than spend ‘their money in making 
books—the last few weeks have not been 


without their successes. 

“The Open Question,’’ by Miss Elizabeth 
Robins, is one of them, and ‘*‘ The Cruise 
of the Catchelot’”’ the other. 
has praised the latter in the highest terms, 
and his praise has been published to the 
world. That of itself is enough to make 
the success of a book, but then I think that 
Mr. Bullen’s salty volume would have suc- 
ceeded on the praise of the “ average read- 
er.” * It is the sort of book of which one 
person will tell another, and the first thing 
‘you know it is famous. 


‘Speaking of Mr. Kipling, who is stiil in 

this city, reminds me that he must have 

“made a pot of money out of his “ Day's 
Work.” In this country alone it has sold 
60,000 copies. In England as many more, I 
suppose; that is 120,000 in all. Twenty per 
cent on that, and there is $48,000, besides 
what he has made by the stories when pub- 
lished in the magazines. As he is paid on an 
average 183 cents a word, there are several 
thousand more. Mr. Kipling’s earnings 
seem to be the subject for legitimate spec- 
ulation, otherwise I would hesitate to touch 
upon a matter so decidedly none of my busi- 
ness. 

I can imagine nothing more delightful 
than to be a successful author. Mr. Quiller 
Couch and Mr. Robert Barr seem to think 
that even if one can only make one's living 
at authorship it is a pleasant trade, and I 
don’t know but that they are right. How 


many writers are there, though, who can ‘ 


make a living by authorship alone? Not 
many, I imagine. Both Mr. Barr and Mr. 
Couch discant upon the pleasures of living 
in the country, where they can do their 
work undisturbed. It must be remembered 
that both of these writers live in England, 
where Nving in the country is not made 
virtually impossible by the caprices of the 
leading classes. Let any one try living in 
the country in America and see how he likes 


it. I am afraid.that between the changes | 


of cooks and housemaids his mind would 
be in too disturbed a condition for successful 
composition. 


I find a number of interesting books this 
week in the importing department of Messrs. 
Scribner's Sons. There are, among others,a 
new edition of Mrs. Browning’s ‘ Aurora 
Leigh," with an introduction by Mr. Swin- 
burne in which the latter says some hand- 
some things of that now-a-days little read 
poem. One would hardiy expect Swinburne 
to praise a poem of this character, but he 
does, and in a manner to make us believe 
that he really likes it. 
Another importation is ‘‘ The Memoirs of 
D’Artagnan.” We are to have two repre- 
sentations shortly of “‘ The Three Musket« 
eers.”" There was a real D’Artagnan, just 
as there was a real Cyrano de Bergerac. 
Dumas toned him down for’ the tastes of 
modern readers, but in this book we have 
him in all his prestine wickedness. : 
Lying cheek by jow!l with this rollicking 
story, so strangefre the companionships of 
books, is a.memoir of Miss Susan ‘Ferrier, 
injudicious ha 
,* ane Austen. There is nothing alike 
the work of thes® twWo ladies... They were 
contemporaries, noyelists, and maidens, but 
there the likeness ends. Miss Ferrier had 
a@ most unexciting life. The thrilling inci- 
dents in it were her three visits to Sir Waltcr 
Scott. “My chief happiness,’ she writes

of seeing a good deal of the great unknown, 
Sir. Walter Scdtt. He is so kind and con- 
descending that he deigns to let me and my 
trash take shelter under the protection of 
his mighty branches, and I have the gratifi- 
cation of being often in that great and good 
man's society. .. The great simplicity 
of character and unaffected affability of 
this astonishing man's manner add in- 


delightful as a private individual in society 
as he is supremely so in his works."’ There 
gre those who think that Miss Ferrier was 
incapable of appreciating the greatness of 
Scott’s character, but they probably do her 
an injustice. 


Among these importations is one of tho 
most important biographies of the year, the 
second and third volumes in Mr. C. 8. 
Parker's “Sir Robert Peel.’’ Sir Robert 
will go down to fame as the inventor of the 
London police, or ‘* peelers,’’ and as the re- 
pealer of the corn laws—either one sufficient 
to make his name revered in every civilized 
cou itry. 

There are other letters in these volumes 
than those of Sir Robert. One, for instance, 

from the Duke of Wellington, written after 
a visit to George IV.: 

I have just now returned from Windsor. The 
King ts unwell, but I saw him, and I don't think 
that he ie so unwell as he is represented to be’ by 
the residents of the patace. 

He complained, when I saw him, of pain, and 
said he thought he was going to have a serious fit 
ef gout and rheumatism. He did not look ill, nor 
was he out of spirits. He was in good humor, 
notwithstanding that he had taken above 250 
drops of laudanum in the last thirty-six hours. 

Then there is. a letter Sir Walter 
Scott defending’ Peel, who at times needed 
all the backing of his friends: 

The patriotism of Mr. Peel, who laid aside a 
thousand personal considerations of the most in- 
teresting nature, and exposed himeelf to the 
calumny of so many enyenomed tongues and pens, 
must be valued by every man who can appreciate 
duiy the remonstrance of Themistce:es: Strike, 
but hear.’" And no man in his senses would sup- 
pose the Duke of Wellington a party to counsels 
by which netional honer was to be hurt or en- 
d@angered. And so I and a great number more: 
worthy cast our plaids, and stood up to show face, 
which I am glad to see has been of some use. 


There are letters from the Queen, couched 
in formal terms, and an anecdote of her that 
has no formality about it: 
The Queen saw the Duchess of Gloucester the 
day before she notified her intention to the Privy 
Council. The Duchess asked whether she did not 
feel nervous. ‘* Not at all,”’ replied her Majesty. 
‘** But,’’ added she, ‘‘ it had been a nervous thing 
to propose to Prince Albert.”"’ ‘**‘ What! did you 
propose to him?’’ asked the Duchess. ‘ To be 
sure I did,’” sald the Queen. He would never 
have presumed to take such a liberty as to pro- 
pose to the Queen of England.”’ ' 
Thus we see, as would say the Duke, we have 
a haughty little lady for our sovereign. 
Another person who wrote letters to Peel 
was Disraeli, who wrote for recognition and 
didn’t get it: 
I confess, to be unrecognized at this moment by 
you appears to me to be overwhelming, and I 
appeal to your awn heart—to that justice and that 
magnanimity’ which I feel are your characteristics 
—to'savé me from an into!erable humiliation. 
Mrs. Disrdeli wrote even more strongly.

After the skin is removed 
it is stretched over a shingle to dry or cure. 
This process requires about four days. The 
outside of a rat trapper’s cabin is always 
hung with bunches of skins and on the in-. 
side they are frequently hung from the raft- 
ers. The meat of the rats is washed and 
prepared for buyers who visit the marshes 
almost daily and they find a ready market 
for. the meat in nearby towns and in New 
York and other cities. The muskrat lives 
principally on roots. These he gathers from 
the marshes, and mounting a tussick washes 
them as clean as bleached celery. The musk- 
rats will eat ducks’ or any fowl! they can 
eapture and kill, but nothing they find dead. 

The skin of the muskrat now brings about 
15 cents. Last year the market price was 24 
cents for blacks d 12 cents for reds. The 
black is a richer @nd more desirable color, 
But the black rats are not so plentiful as the 
red. Now and then a white muskrat is 
caught. Buyers from New York and Balti- 
more are now visiting the marshes, but the 
hunters are holding off for higher prices, 
at present disposing of only enough in trade 
with merchants to meet their immediate 
wants. A good hunter generally makes 
about $400 in a season, and then in the 
soap turns to fishing.—Baltimore Amer- 
can.

Here we have a small but promising 
scheol of authors, who are, with one or two 
exceptions, drawn from the South and the 
West, but who are all young. Literature is 
fashionable in Chicago. Not so fashionable 
as music, but literature comes in as a hand- 
some second. We patronize authors’ read- 
ings. We lionize foreign authors who visit 
us as they are.lionized nowhere else inh 
America, nowhere else on earth. Chicago is 
enthusiastic and young and eager to learn 
and she pays liberally for her entertainment 
and her instruction. Since the World's Fair 
we have been more keenly alive to all 
beauty, and the arts were given an impetus 
which will carry them through another 
century of moncy getting until we have time 
to rest and cultivate them for themselves. 
In cultured circles there is perhaps no 
subject of conversation we are so keen over 
as the subject of the great American novel— 
that novel which we all declare with fervid 
passion must be written some time. Some- 
where, somehow an author will arise who 
shall write a novel distinctively American, 
distinctively great, and which shall of its 
own greatness shake two hemispheres.

FACTS ABOUT DAY AND NIGHT. 


Twilight at Various Degrees of Lati- 
tude on the Surface of the 
Globe. 


The belief that there is little or no twilight 
within the great tropical belt encircling our 
planet is a widespreadone. History, how- 
ever, warns us that beliefs need not neces- 
sarily accord with facts. It might, indeed, 
almost be said that they usyally do not. The 
telling and moiling millions, the humble 
units that, taken in the bulk, constitute 
what is called a “‘ great power,’ have neither 
the time nor the inclination to overhaul 
their opinions. They are not assailed by 
doubts as to whether the intellectual coffee 
which they have at odd moments imbibed 
May not have been mostly chicory. Sucha 
State of mind unquestionably makes more 
happiness; and although such happiness 
may bear rather too much resemblance to 
that of, say, the cow, it is none theless real 
for all that. . 

Twilight is at its shortest at the equator 

and increases with the latitude—at the 
equinoxes—at about the same rate as that 
at which the meridians decrease their dis- 
tance from one another. The increase is, 
therefore, slow in low latitudes and rapid 
near the poles. 
Practical or civil twilight is the time which 
elapses between the moment of the sun’s set- 
ting and the moment when he is seven de- 
grees of a great circle below the horizon. At 
the equator this time cannot of course be 
less than twenty-eight minutes. At the 
edges of the tropic zone it is about thirty-one 
minutes. A person with good eyesight will, 
should he care to make the experiment, find 
that when at sea and on or near the equator 
he is able to read average type on deck for 
at least twenty-eight minutes after the sun 
has set without the aid of artificial ight, and 
when there Is no moonlight. This is the 
common sense experiment by which the du- 
ration of practical twilight has been deter- 
mined. The actual duration is considerably 
longer than the practical, and, even at the 
equator, something like seventy minutes 
will elapse before night holds undisputed 
sway. This is the length of the true, the 
astronomical twilight. 

It is at or near the equinoxes that the 
phenomenon under consideration is at its 
shortest all over the globe. At those per- 
tods it lasts at Honolulu 30 minutes; at San 
Francisco, 35; at London, 45; at St. Peters- 
burg, 57; at the arctic and antarctic circles, 
72; and at the poles, 18 days. When, then, 
we say that the poles have six months’ 
light and six months’ darkness, it is little 
more than a facon de parler. The north 
pole has no less than 222 days of practical 
daylight each year, the south polé 215 days, 
and the equator 197 days. Nansen, when 
in high Northern latitudes, was able to 
read the “ Verdensgang’’ many days be- 
fore the longed-for sunrise following the 
long winter night. The great length of the 
twilight in polar regions is a boon indeed 
to explorers. The popular imagination 
usually attaches itself to the great cold 
they have to endure, but the real enemy 
is the long darkness, which is trying to the 
enthusiasm of even a Nansen, a Peary, or 
a Jackson. 

There is practically no difference in the 
length of the twilight at the equator at 
the equinoxes and solstices. Even at Hono- 
lulu it will not Vary by more than a couple 
of minutes. But in the higher latitudes the 
varying duration is marked. In latitude 
59% degrees, for instance, it lasts fifty-six 
minutes at the equinoxes, but at the sum- 
mer solstice it lasts from sunset to sunrise 
—that is to say, from 9:10 o'clock till 2:50, 
or for five hours and forty minutes. 

North or south of 83 degrees practical 
twilight lasts all “ night’ at the equinoxes. 
The sun is, it is true, only twelve hours 
above the horizon, but as he cannot get 
more than seven degrees below it there is 
continual daylight for the twenty-four 
hours. In such cities as Stockholm and 8t. 
Petersburg there are close on to fourteen 
hours of daylight at those seasons when 
day and night are said to be equal, and at 
the equator itself the day all the year round 
is made up of thirteen hours daylight and 
éleven hours darkness. It must also be 
not forgotten that in those latitudes where 
the sun remains for months be!ow the hor- 
izon there is during that period a good deal 
of daylight, so that along.the eightieth par- 
allel north (a little north of which the Jack- 
son-Harmsworth expedition spent three 
consecutive years in the Franz Joseph Is!l- 
ands), although the sun does not rise be- 
tween Oct. 19 and Feb. 22, there is a period 
of three weeks following the final sunset and 
another of the same length preceding the 
first sunrise of the year, on each day of 
which good type can be read for a few 
minutes up to some hours without artificial 
light.—San Francisco Chronicle.

JEWISH WOMAN'S CLUB RUNS CHAR- 
ITY LOAN ASSOCIATION. 


Seventh Ward Organization Gives 
‘Temporary Assistance Without 
Charging Interest—Miss Minnie L. 
Low Evolves Scheme After Experi- 
ence with People—W. C. T. U. Leader 
Tells of Her Experience in Lobby 
for Temperance Legislation. 


A Jewish woman’s organization in the 

Beventh Ward has toa large extent obviated 
the necessity of organized charity among 
the Jewish people of that portion of the city. 
A littte club of Jewish women financiers 
has successfully conducted a loan as- 
which has been abie to 
afford relief in cases of , necessity 
without the beneficiaries feeling the stigma 
of charity recipients and without their be- 
ing subjected to the burden of chattel mort- 
gages. 
, This Jewish woman’s loan association is 
one of the most novel among the woman's 
organizations of the country. It had its 
beginning in a charity organization and is. 
a development from the sentiment that char- 
ity, as commonly understood and adminis- 
tered, is not the most adequate or effective 
method of giving relief. The charity asso- 
ciation was formed three years ago, and its 
outgrowth—the loan association—has been 
in operation during the present winter. 

The Jewish women have placed over $1,000 
in small loans, and they have yet to suffer 
a loss. The loan association itself is com- 
posed of fifty women of the Seventh War, 
with a large number of passive members 
or contributors, who give the association 
sums ranging from five cents upwards 
weekly. The association has over forty 
men and women on its books at present. 
Ten dollars is the largest sum which the 
association will place at ome time. It has 
never had to close its doors, even in the 
event of unusually large demands upon its 
cash. In such cases the directors borrow 
smail sums from the business-men of the 
neighborhood and continue its loans. 


Miss Low Evolves Scheme. 


The development from the charity organi- 

zation to the loan association was accom- 
plished largely through the efforts of Miss 
Minnie L. Low, Superintendent of the Sev- 
enth Ward district of the Bureau of Asso- 
ciated Charities, assisted by Miss Jennie H. 
Norden, who is now chairman of the Loan 
committee of the association. Miss Low 
had discovered that the charity organization 
could not make loans without loss. The ex- 
periments tried resulted in the loss of the 
money let out. At the same time she con- 
sidered charity itself was not, the best meth- 
od of affording relief. 
- The Jewish women -had their organiza~- 
tion, which was caring for a number of pen- 
sioners in the ordinary methods of charity, 
and Miss Low breught before them the 
proposition to change their plan to another, 
which should achieve the end without taking 
from the recipients the sense of independ- 
ence.. The proposal was not received favor- 
ably at first. The Jewish women were not 
predisposed to a form of giving which ex- 
pected a return. Some argument and dis- 
cussion convinced them the plan proposed 
was a change in favor of those who might 
be the beneficiaries, and the loan associa- 
tion was formed. 

“The association,” said Miss Low, ‘‘ en- 
ables the small peddler to increase his stock 
when an increase means more profits and he 
has not the money to invest. He can take 
out $5 and make the additions to his stock 
that he cares to. Payment is on the in- 
stallment plan and commences tmmediately, 
25 cents a week for $5 and 50 cents a week for 
$10. When he has paid up the loan he can 
take out anether and make more additions 
to his stock in trade. Security is required 
and the guarantors are carefully tnvestigat- 
ed. No interest is charged. . 

‘* The women who were not in favor of this 
méthod of directing their giving are now 
thoroughly interested, and the experiment 
has developed several financiers of ability 
among the officers of the assec y

The office hours of the association are on 
Monday evening, at 548 Jefferson street, 
where the installments on the loans are 
received and applications for new loans 
received and passed upon. The methods 
of the association necessitate a volume of 
business and the volunteer financiers have 
to take in and enter the interest on forty or 
more separaie loans.. 

Results of the Work. 

** The results which have been obtained by 
the association,’’ said Miss Low, “‘ can best 
be given by a few illustrations. There area 
number of people who would rather suffer 
almost any privation than receive charity 
or be known as the recipients of alms. There 
was a woman of the Jewish colony in the 
Seventh Ward who had been left $1,000 upon 
the death of her husband. She had a son 
and a family of small children. For some 
reason, which I do not understand, she took 
her family out to British Columbia and in- 
vested her money inasmallshop. Ina year 
she was back in Chicago with her family, 
but without a cent. Her son had remained 
in British Columbia, where he had secured 
a good position and he was able to send his 
mother §7 a week, upon which she kept her 
children and small household. Then the 
son lost his position and for several weeks 
there was no remittance. The mother had 
used every cent in paying daily expenses, 
and the failure to receive the son's allow- 
ance left her destitute. 

‘“‘Im her despair she applied to a chattel 
mortgage loan association, which let her 
have $25 on the furniture in her house for 
six months, with interest and charges of 
$12. That enabled her to pay her rent.and 
grocery bill, and left her worse off than ever. 
She was in despair when the association 
heard of her case and came with its offer to 
loan her the money without interest enough 
to enable her to meet her obligations until 
her son secured work again and was in a 
position to renew his remittances. She was 
a woman who would not have accepted help 
from a charity organization which would 
have insisted upon an investigation of her 
character before it lent its aid. As soon as 


I entered the room, stating my object to let | 


her have the money she needed, she at once 
pulled down the curtains to the windows for 
fear some of her neighbors would see me 
and suspect my mission. Shesaid she would 
rather die than have an officer of the asso- 
ciated charities come investigating her char- 


acter by inquiries among her neighbors, 


*‘I am opposed to the investigation system 
of the associated charities which is con- 
ducted by such inquiries. It is not conclu- 
sive. If the neighborhood women should be 
spiteful against the family which is to be 
investigated, their testimony will be biased 
accordingly, and if they should be friendly 
their evidence is equally worthless. The 
best and only satisfactory method is to ex- 
amine the surroundings of the home and its 
inmates and form a judgment based upon 
one’s own opinion. 

“The loan association appeals to these 
sensitive people. It enables them to get the 
needed help and to get it in a way which 
does not rob them of their independence and 
self-respect. So far as I know, there is no 
parallel of the society among woman's or- 
ganizations. Its purposes are being achieved 
with success, and it has suffered no losses, 
even in cases where a return of the money: 
was despaired of.’’

Domestic Servants inaugurated by the 
Home department of the Woman’s club was 
held last Thursday. Miss Mary Clark pre- 
sided and read sclections from the “ Auto- 
crat of the Breakfast Table’ and made a 
brief talk on the cultivation of pride in 
domestic service and a realization of its iin- 
portance. The club of domestic servants 
has been formed under the direction of Mrs. 
Lyndon Evans and Mrs. J. B. Sherwood and 
other members of the home department, 

The purposes of the club are to overcome 
the prejuidce against entering domestic 
service and to induce intelligent young 
women to enter such occupation. 

lt has developed from the conditions which 
render it difficult to obtain servants for the 
household, while applicants for office posl- 
tions exceed the demand for such service. 
lt represents an attempt to equalize the 
labor conditions with regard to women. 

The isvlation of the domestic servant and 
her lack of socigl life have been regarded as 
a bar against taking such a position. The 
new club, as-yet in the formative period, 
hopes ta overcome these prejudices and 
sulve the probleme to-the relief of the house-. 
wife and the servant. At present the mem-. 
bership of the club is composed of young 
women who have been placed in situations.

“MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LETTER. |

Emperor William loves nothing better than 
to startle people both at home and abroad 
by altogether unexpected and sensational 
moves—moves. which. are often ch ter- 
ized by, much brilMancy. And it Wo be 
impossible to describe as anythihg else than 
an extremely shrewd step the appointment 
of Prince Bismarck as German Ambassador 
to the United States—a nomination which, 
according to the dispatches, has been deter- 
mined upon by the Kaiser. 

William, it is stated, has been greatly im- 
pressed Aot only by the display of American 
resentment, but likewise by the sentiments 
manifested by millions of Germans on this 
side of the Atlantic in connection. with his 
attitude in the recent confilet between this 
country and Spain, notably in relation to the 
Philippines. 

The Germans in the United States have 
shown a disposition to side with the land 
of their adoption rather than with the land 
of their origin in the event of any trouble 
arising between the two nations, and the 
Kaiser considers it neceseary to make some 
powerful effort to revive, if posaible, feel- 
ings of affection and loyalty for “ Kaiser 
und Vaterland among his fellow-country- 
men in America, 

Prince Herbert could accomplish more 
towards the furtherance of this object than 
any other Teuton diplomat, no matter how 
clevér, who might be stationed at Washing- 
ton. There is no doubt that the name of 
Bismarck, as that of one of the most power- 
ful and impressive figures of the nineteenth 
century, is one with which to conjure wher- 
ever the German tongue is.spoken. 

And here in the United States the name 
is held in particularly high regard, pre- 
cisely because both the old Chancellor and 
his eldest son have all along displayed 
towards the crown a certain amount of in- 
dependence and a complete absence of sub- 
serviency. 


nernans,, after they have been in this 
country for any length of time, become im- 
bued by. the American atmosphere and sur- 
rdunding® with a keen sense of their own 
independence, with the conviction that one 
man is as good as another, and with the 
idea that excessive deference to the great, 
and, above all, to royalty, implies an ab- 
sence of self-respect. The attitude of the 
Bismarck family during the last eight years 
or more towards the Emperor, far, there- 
fore, from exciting criticism on thé part of 
the Germans in the United States, has, on 
‘the contrary,.called forth both private and 
public approval In fact, it has vastly in- 
creased the sympathy of the Teuton element 
in the United States for the Bismarcks, and. 
it is precisely of this sympathy that the 
Kaiser would like to take advantage with 
a view to the revival in German-American 
breaste of sentiments of loyalty and af- 
— for his dynasty and for the father- 


This being the case, there is no doubt that 
Prince Herbert could render great service 
to his country by accepting the post of Am- 
bassador at Washington, and his ‘remark- 
able speech in favor of the, United. States 
reported in the cable dispatches of last 
Sunday confirm the impressi6én that he is. 
willing to accept the appointment which the. 
Eimnperor is pressing upon him.. 

By reason of Prince Herbert’s former po- 
sition as Minister of Foreign Affairs of the 
German empire, of his present rank as a. 
Minister of State and of General in the 
army, likewise on account of his great name 
and big fortune, he would at once assume a 
predominant position among the diplomatic 
corps at Washington, and thereby increase 
the prestige of Germany in the national 


As every one knows, he is married to the 
singularly charming and lovely Austrian 
Ceuntess Hoyos, whose mother was an Eng- 
lishwoman, daughter of Whitehead of tor- 
pedo fame, and who was brought up more 
as an English girl than asa German. They 
have three children! the eldest being a little 
girl of 6 and the youngest a boy of 2. Prince 
Herbert himself speaks English like an Eng- 
lishman, and there is no doubt that under 
his régime the German embassy at Wash- 
ington would become a great social center. 

->- 

With regard to Prince Herbert's personal 
character the most diverse opinions prevail. 
He has many warm and intimate friends who 
are devoted to him, among the number 
being Lord Rosebery, Sir Charles Dilke, the 
Marquis of Londonderry, and Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain. By others he is abused as 
brusque, arrogant, and as utterly lacking 
in that forbearance, delicate consideration 
for others, and.politesse de cceur which are 
so indispensable to agreeable social inter- 


} course. The fact of the matter is that he is 


charming to his friends, but that he seldom 
takes the trouble to be so to others unless he 
has a purpose in view. 

His character is a strong one, although 
during the lifetime of his father it was nat- 
urally overshadowed by the latter’s gran- 
deur, and naturally he possesses a knowl- 
edge of statecraft that is well-nigh unri- 
valed, since he was his father’s favorite 
pupil, and, in fact, the only person to whom 
that master in the science of statesmanship 
consented to confide’ both his secrets and 
the results of his vast experience. 

Like his father,;he is irascible and short- 
tempered. But this is tolerated, for no one 
looks for suavity and gentleness from any 
one bearing the name of Bismarck. 


He has held a number of diplomatic posi- 
tions, especially in England, where he dis- 
tinguished himself while acting as Chargé 
d’Affaires by shooting and slightly wound- 
ing the Prince of Wales. This mishap oc- 
curred at Sandringham, where Herbert Bis- 
marck was staying at the time as a guest, 
and during the course of a battue he mistook 
the nether garments and gaiters of the 
future King of England for some ground 
game. The Prince took it good-naturedly, 
although it is not a pleasant experience to be 
thus peppered with bird shot, and Herbert 
subsequentiy came in for a good deal of chaff 
as being the first envoy on record to pepper 
the heir apparent of the nation to the court 
of which he was accredited. 

Prince Herbert himself was seriously 
wounded during the war of 1870 against the 
French, in which he took part as an officer 
of the Dragoons of the Guards, and there 
aro doubtless many who may recall the 
familiar picture of the hate Chancellor visit- 
ing his wounded eldest som in the field hos- 
pital. 

A dark spot in the career of Prince Herbert 
is his treatment of Princess Carolath, whom 
he persuaded to abandon husband and chil- 
dren for his sake, and with whom he eloped 
to Venice, where, in obedience to mingled 
entreaty and peremptory commands of his 
father, he deserted her without making any 
provision for her future. 

Her husband divorced her shortly after- 
wards, and the Princess, who had been one 
of the most brilliant beauties of the court 
of Berlin, became thereupon a dependent 
upon the charity of her own family, the 
Hatzfeldts. She is a sister of Prince Her- 
man of Hatgfeldt, the head of the family, 
and a cousin, therefore, of that other Count- 
ess Hatzfeldt who was divorced from Baron 
Saurma, the first Ambassador at 
Washington. . 

It was expected for a time that Herbert 
would marry the Princess after her divorce, 
but his father refused for one moment to 
hear of any such an alliance, and it was 
only many years later that he wedded the 
Countess Hoyos, his present wife. 

In considering the behavior of Prince Her- 
bert in connection with this episode, which 
has frequently been cited ae a demonstra- 
tion of his heartlessness, the great intimacy 
between his father and himself must be 
borne in mind. Seldom have a father and 
son been more closely united by ties of pro- 
found affection and friendship, and thus it 
happened that when called upon to choose 
between his, love for his father and his in- 
fatuation for Princess Carolath he sacri- 
ficed the latter to the former. 

FF compre Herbert has not inherited his fa- 

eee of Duke of Lawenberg, a dignity 
whaen old Chancellor always declined 
to use, and on which he refused to pay the 
obligatory taxes and dues of registration. 
His rank in the nobility, therefore, is that of 
Prince—that is to say, the grade in the Ger- 
man aristocracy which intervenes between 
Count and Duke. The German word for 
the dignity, in fact, is that of “ Fuerst.’’ 
It ig shared, of course, by his wife. while 
his children, lke his brother and the lat- 
ter’s offspring, have to be content with the 
title of *‘ Count,” the style of “ Prince ” 
being restricted to the head of the house.

EORGE M. MILLARD, the oracle and 
custodian of the whilom ‘“‘ Saints and 
Sinners’ corner” of Chicago, has re- 
ceived enough telegraphic and epis- 
tolary condolence from bibliophiles 

and bibliomaniacs to complete a graphic 
book of bereavement. Although not a “ lit- 
erary den,’’ in the sense of must and dust, 
the cozy corner of the uniques and antiques 
of the McClurg book store, which was de- 
stroyed by fire last Sunday, enjoyed a fame 
among book lovers in Europe as well as 
throughout this country. It came into ex- 
istence in 1883 as an unpartitioned depart- 
ment of the concern to be reserved for the 
show and sale of old books, and, providen- 
tially for the firm, was placed under the 
direction and care of Mr. Millard, who 

eenses a bibliomaniac as intuitively as a 

setter scents its prey. 

The beginning, sixteen years ago, was 
modest. It should be borne in ming that the 
** corner,” while not designed.as a trap to 
lure the unwary into making expensive pur- 
chases, was intended to gratify and to en- 
tice the bibliomaniac rather than the bibli- 
phile. The business of the “‘ corner”’ grew 
rapidly with the years, and some idea of the 
point it had attained may be derived from 
the fact that the value of the books lost in 
this little space approximated $50,000. Every 
year Mr. Millard, who has grown to be a 
gort of MagiabecchPin the matter of book 
lore memory, spent three months abroad 
drawing upon the most valuable stocks to be 
found in London and Paris, in replenish- 
ment of the corner. Upon returning from 
one of these expeditions Eugene Field wel- 
comed him in the following lines: 

GEORGE MILLARD I8 HOME! 

Come ye maniacs as of yore, 

From your musty, dusty hidings, 
And in answer to the tidings 

Crowd the corner full once more. 

Lo, from distant England’s shore, 

Laden with spoils galore, 

Such as bibliophiles adore— 

Books and prints in endless store, 

Treasures singly or in set 
(Labeled jkt’’ and net ’’)— 
George returne to gratify ; 
All who have the means to buy 
Things thet glad the heart and eye. 
Ye who scek some rare old tome— 
Maniacs shrewd or imbecilic. 
Urban, pastoral, or idyllic, 
Richly clad or dishabillic— 
the summons biblicphillic 
** George Millard is home!’’ 

In truth it was Field who christened the 
corner and gave it the fame in verse, satire, 
and essay which has spread so far and wide. 


Five Distinguished Faddists. 

Among the first notable patrons before 
Field’s day was John A. Rice, who collect- 
ed before his death the most valuable and 
most attractive library in the city. Robert 
Collyer, always silent and ruminating, and 
Henry Ward Beecher, always smiling and 
bubbling over with good stories, were oc- 
casiona} visitors and certain buyers. 

Then there was Dr. E. 8. Lane, whose 
fad was books of travel, and who accumu- 
lated the largest personal library in Chi- 
cago. He gathered 10,500 volumes, or half 
the. number Walter Scott piled up in his 
massive balconied cases at Abbotsford. Dr. 
Lane’s books took up the first floor of his 
house on Michigan avenue, and the two 
fioors of his barn, with an overflow stored 
in the space between the house and barn, 
ever which he built a roof. ~ 

Judge Sibley of Quincy, who would look 
at nothing save books in quarto shape, 
written by travelers further back than 200 
years, and Professor Swing, were conspic- 
wous among the earlier habitués of the 
“corner.” The latter liked the atmosphere, 
but could scarcely be rated bibliomaniac. 
He once in a great while bought a transla-/ 
tion of a Greek classic, @ persistently 
maintained in the “co ” discussions 
that the world. did not contain to exceed 
twenty books that were worth reading. A. 
J. ‘Cox, the literary bookbinder, went in 
early for everything he could get relating 
to the drama, and dressed the old volumes 
he secured in the finest of modern fashions. 

James McArthur was another of the orig- 
inals. Everything on the subject of polit- 

_4eal economy, good, bad, or indifferent, he 
purchased, until he had formed a library 
that occupied the entire second story of his 
house. 

Eugene Field’s first appearance in the 

corner was in 1884, about the time he took 
up, methodically, the study of Anglo-Saxon 
verse—a departure that fructified in the 

“ Wer-Wolf,” and later in “ Yoetet. His 

staid and sober Millard

which he never had an equal, took to folk- 
lore, and in doing so largely extended his 
acquaintance in the corner. He was quick 
to see and to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity thus presented him, of déveloping 
the resources upon which he could draw 
for his daily stint of newspaper work. In- 
troduced to one after another of the classi- 
fled blibliomaniacs, with his unerring fac- 
ulty of finding the gaps and crevices in hu- 
man character, he soon had learned the 
frailties of the coterie so well that, as Mr. 
Millard wittily remarks, ‘‘ he was able to 
report their meetings when he was not 
there, and his reports were more truthful 
than if the meetings happened.’’ 


Christening the Corner. 

Conspicuous among the book enthusiasts 
who rarely missed a daily visit to the cor- 
ner were the Rev. Frank W. Gunsaulus, the 
Rev. Frank M. Bristol, the Rev. Melancthon 
Woolsey Stryker, and the Rev. Father 
Hogan. This quadrilateral of the cloth, 
covering so many different creeds, was a 
new and engaging study to the satirist. 
As in previous years out West, when the 
characters of the stage and the acquaint- 
ances of the green room were made to fur- 
nish him with so much material for story, 
witticism, and caricature, the literary,divines 
that fell in his way now became Field's 
habit. He dubbed their rendezvous “ Saints 
and Sinners’ Corner,” holding himself the 
exemplar of the “‘sinner.”” The corner he 
coddled and nursed as he had coddled and 
nursed the beautiful baby Emma Abbott 
never had, and of whom he wrote reams of 
stories that were copied throughout this 
country. Imaginary meetings of the biblio- 
maniac cult and versified satire localized 
in the corner of the old books came from 
Field's pen in a stream that trickled through 
all the literary channels of all the cities 
having any, until the “Saints and Sin- 
ners’ corner” came to be regarded as a 
sort of shrine, if not a curio among world- 
amed corners.

Two Recalcitrant Sinners. 

The lights renewed and Field almost riot- 
ously congratulated, illuminated menus 
were passed among the assembled biblio- 
maniacs seated and disposed about in all 
conceivable positions among the books, and 
on the old book boxes brought up from the 
cellar to serve as seats. A pail of punch 
and something much more potent in quick- 
ening the blood were provided for the irre- 
claimable sinners. Oysters, deviled crabs, 
salad, cheese, coffee, and cigars were served 
in plenty, and the session was prolonged 
far into the morning. Paul du Chaillu, the 
traveler, who was 
present, dec e never enjoyed eart- 
ily the birth of.a year. Aigirecatshen 

Field had poked around the Wabash front 
of the store until he found a cheap auto- 
graph album, which he dedicated with im- 
promptu verse as the future secret repos- 
itory of a thought each member should 
inscribe. This album, full of Hterary be- 
quests to the “corner,” burned with the 
other treasures: lost in the fise. 

Among the sinners who followed in the 
wicked ways of their self-assumed champion 
were Dr. W. F. Poole, then librarian at the 
Newberry. Dr. Poole was one of two ele- 
ments, such as oil and water, that Field with 
all his jocular ingenuity could never mix. 
The other was William Henry Smith, then 
at the head of the Associated Press. Dr. 
Poole and Mr. Smith were given to historical 
criticism in the Dial, and one had gone so 
far in intellectual depravity some years pre- 
vious as to remorselessly criticise th 
learned historical criticism of the other” 
whereat a cataclysm befell the friendship 
of the two worthy gentlemen. For years 
they passed each other by in scorn and 
loathing, and in the “ Saints’ and Sinners’ 
corner” the appearance of one meant the 
disappearance of the other. 

Charles A. Barnes, the owner of the cele- 
brated collection of Americana; Slason 
Thompson, the author, playwright, and gen- 
eral all-round athlete with the editorial pen; 
and Frank M. Morris were also members of 
the set. 

Then there was Melville E. Stone, whom 
Fielé continually tried to plague by pointing 
him out as a bibliomaniac on the subject of 
crime and detective fiction, though in fact 
he was engaged in making a collection of 
Napoleon literature that is now said to be 
one of the most complete in the country. 

Frank Larned was the only one of the 
saints and sinners who had the hardihood 
to cross swords with Field. It seems that 
some ill-disposed Chicago woman had face- 
tiously remarked that Field’s face always 
reminded her of a convict, and, the quotation, 
reaching Larned’s ears, he ever afterwards 
pestered Field with it. Larned, talented and 
unassuming, wrote that delightful bit of 
versification, *‘I Love You, Field, for Dib- 
din’s Ghost,” with the refrain, “ Many a 
hearty laugh beside,” which has perished 
with the “ Saints and Sinners ”’ album, un- 
less Francis Wilson copied it when gathering 


material for his little book on Field. - 


Tricks of the Corner. , 
“Perhaps Ben T. Cable was the object of 
most envy in the corner, for, by a rare

alluring within reach, while he would be 


‘Poblat Convent, who turned bookseller at 


stroke of enterprise, made possible by the 
want of foresight and courage in rivals, he 
secured the greatest treasure ever bartered 
there. This was George Washington's copy 
of Robert Burns’ poems, in the first Ameri- 
can edition. Washington’s library was sold 
to Henry Stevens of London, by him cata- 
logued, and sold for the most part in detail 
to Boston collectors. The Burns volume had 
drifted to Canada, where Mr. Millard se- 
cured it. When it made its appearance in 
the corner Frank Gunsaulus got the first op- 
tion, Bristol the second, Stryker the third, 
and Cable the fourth. The price, $150, was 
a little high for the saints, who made no 
pretense as to bank accounts, and to Cable’s 
great delight he was one day informed that 
he stood first in line of succession of those 
who had asked the privilege of buying the 
book. Many times since then Mr. Millard 
has offered him $300 for the volume. It is 
easily worth $500, and it is doubtful whether 
Mr. Cable would part with it for $600. 

Field was essentially a bibliophrydasiac, 
or, in other words, an inspirer of bibliomania. 
His most notable proselytes to the noble 
craze were Francis Wilson, the comedian, 
and Harry B. Smith, the librettist. Although 
they had never collected any books until 
Field introduced them to the seductive cor- 
ner of the most worshiped saints and most 
hopeless sinners, they took so kindly to the 
disease that they are now known in the book 
markets of Europe as well as at home for 
their enthusiasm, knowledge, and lavishness. 

Wilson relates in his book that he found 
it impossible to get a volume of the first edi- 
tion of the ‘“‘ Denver Tribune Primer” be- 
cause of the obstacles Field himself put in 
his way to bother andtease him. One day 
about two weeks before he djed Field showed 
Millard a copy of what Wilson coveted, and 
said: “‘I intend that he shan’t have it, just 
to worry him. I’m going over and will sell 
it to Cleveland,’’ meaning Mr. C. B. Cleve- 
land, who was one of the liberal plungers 
of the corner. Cleveland paid $50 for the 
book, and glad to get it. 

Two weeks ago a Denver bookseller walked 
into the corner, and, addressing Mr. Millard, 
said: “I believe I have something here that 
will interest you.’’ He then showed a letter 
from Field in the years agone, in which he 
had inclosed $10 as the sufficient price for 
the volume, given to him at that figure, be- 
cause he “ intended to present it to his dear 
friend Francis Wilson.’’ The two book ex- 
perts had a good laugh over Field's Yankee 
trick and the Denver man satisfied himself 
with the reflection, “‘ Well, I did well, after 
all, for I got the book foy a dollar.” 


Tale of a Bookworm. 


Field’s bibliomania dialogues, in which the 
séveral characters of the corner are made 
to air their hobbies and entangle each other 
im satirical controversy, would fill volumes. 
They are gemmed with bibliomanic verse 
and epigram. A fair sample of the latter 
has the bookworm for its subject. 

King,’’ writes Field, insisted that 
it was not a bookworm; the veritable book- 
worm, as he had always supposed and would 
still maintain, must be a foot long, and have 
a bill or snout like a gimiet—otherwise how 
under the sun could he bore through leather 
and paper? ‘This specimen, said he, ‘is 
simply an appleworm. I can duplicate it 
at any corner in Chicago where Indiana ap- 
ples are for sale. I have seen thousands of 
these vermicular objects, and so has every 
one of you who has lived in the country.’ 

“Dr. Poole suspected the worm was an 
impostor because of its size. Then, again, 
what worm would attack * Hogarth Moral- 
ized: 

Dr. Bristol—Dr. Poole ts in error. The worm 
was found in a volume of ‘** Monk and Knight,’’ 
discovered cheerfully resigned itself to 

The Rev. Dr. Stryker—That was what Mr. Mil- 
‘tard told me, and in commemoration of the event 
I dashed this epigram impromptu: 

“ This kworm once attacked a book 
With ponderous ‘earning stored; 
The book survived the worm’s assault— 
The worm it was, was bored.”’ 

Guy Magee was one of the saddest of the 
sinner cases. He had at first what seemed 
a rational attack, but in course of time it 
developed into a serious and not too happy 
case of obsession. Guy ran to dramatic 
novelties, and soon accumulated such a 
passion for them that he decided to go into 
the busin of buying and selling, so that 
hé’ might always have something new and 


enabled to rid himself of the stale and tire- 
some. But, like Don Vincente, the friar of 


Barcelona that he might live in 
the midst of fresh old books, 
such a fondness for those treasures in de- 
mand by patrons that he could not bring 
himself to that calculating state of mind 
which would suffer him to part with then. 
So Guy closed shop and voted himself a 
clever collector but a poor jobber in books. 
E. G. Asay, the veteran collector, whose

TO CUT EL PASO OUT OF TEXAS. 


| Proposition to Form a New Territory 


with Parts of New Mexico 
and Arizona. 


El Paso, Tex., Feb. 9.—The City of El Paso 


is growing ambitious. Destined to be the 
greatest city on the Mexican border, it has 
become tired of its isolation in the far west- 
ern corner of Texas. For many years the 
question of annexation of the city to the 
Territory of New Mexico has been agitated 
El Paso is more remote from the rest of 
Texas, so far as business is concerned, than 
Chicago or St. Louis. It has nothing in com- 
mon with Galveston or Fort Worth or Aus- 
tin. Between these cities and Paso are 
several hundred miles of plain country given 
over to sage brush and cactus. Along the 
Valley of the Pecos and down the Valley of 
the Rio Grande where irrigation is possible 
agriculture may flourish and cattlemen pros- 
per, but aside from these sections all the 
country tributary to E) Paso is north, west, 
and south 

The latest proposition is greater than that 
of annexation to New Mexico; it involves the 
annexation of half of New Mexico, a big 
slice of Texas, and two counties of Arizona 
to El Paso and the formation of a new Ter- 
ritory and eventually a new State out of the 
sections thus brought together. The plan is 
to form a Territory out of the Counties of 
Cochise and Graham in Arizona; Grant, 
Sierra, Socorro, Dona Ana, Lincoln, Eddy, 
and Chavez in New Mexico, and that portion 
of Texas west of a line drawn from the east 
line of New Mexico to the Rio Grande River. 
Of this new is to be the 
metropolis and capi city.

twenty teachers. It hastwo national banks 
and two private banks, three daily news- 
papers, twelve hotels, and one of the best 
equipped and lafgest hospitals in the coun- 
try.

It may be, however, ,now that he Is 
apprised of a y to history and its prized 
axiom, that he may at the first opportunity 


rise in his wrath and rage and riot. 


reason, possibly, that he has re- 
mained in bounds,’ says De Wolf Hopper, 
‘is that his supposititious rights have not 
been infringed or trod upon by the tyrant 
manager. For over a century, as above re- 
lated, he has had things his own way; he 
has been coddled and petted; he has been 
‘given free admission on the slightest pre- 
text; he has had front seats regardiess of 
the fact that actors do not work without 
wage and theaters cost money to run, and 
the further fact that he has never been 
known, when inside a theater, to make eny- 
thing else than a white-eyed nuisance of 
himself. 


* But this discourse is not about historic 
axioms but an historie fact: that the dead- 
head did once rise in his might and rebeb 
when a courageous manager excluded him 
from his temple of Thespis. , 

‘This’ interesting event occurred just161 
years ago, or in London in 1787, during the 
great days of Swift and Pope. Addison and 
Steele Gid not live to witness this historical 
event. It is an odd coincidence, too, that 
the ‘first rise and fall of the deadhead oc- 
curred the year that the famous Medici 
dynasty in Tuscany became extinct. The 
same year also that the puissant manager' 


_of Drury Lane made war on the unspeak-, 
‘able deadhead, Charles VI. madé War on the 


unspeakable Turk. It was this same year 


{in merry England that petitions complain- 


ing of Spanish outrages on British trade. 
were daily presented to the Commons, and 
Captains and seamen were brought to the 
bar to relate grievous stories of Spanish 
cruelty. Drake was turned loose, with the 
result that history was made to repeat itself 
150° years later’ by the destruction of Cer- 
vera’s fleet at Santiago. 

‘Strange as it may seem, all the great 


‘dramatic historians have ignobly slighted 


the important rising of the deadhead. Even 
Colley Cibber, chief stage: scribbler, who 
was joint manager of the theater, along with 
Wilkes and Booth, passes by this extraordi- 
nary event with: slight mention. The par- 
ticulars of the ‘ rising ' are found in a dingy 
periodical of the time, 1787. — 

“It would appear that it had been the 


custom to allow the footmen and chair- | 


carriers of great people who came to see the 
play free access to the upper part of the 
house. But it would appear that these dead- 
heads had proved a nuisance, disturbing the 
players with their ‘gabble and catcalls.’ 
The management determined to put a stop 
to the abuse by excluding these gentlemen 


from the playhouse unless they paid the 


regular-entranice fee. 
“What followed this Gourageous action 
I leave to the aforesaid dingy news-sheet 
to relate: ‘This night a great number of 
footmen assembled together with sticks, 


Staves, and other offensive weapons, in a 


tumultuous and riotous manner, and broke 
open the doors of Drury Lane playhouse for 
not being, let into what they cali ‘ their.gal- 
lery,’ and fought their way in so desperate 
a& manner to the stage door (which they 
forced open) that twenty-five or twenty- 
six were wounded in a dangerous manner in 


‘the fray. Colonel de Veil, who was in the 


house, being thereupon applied to, and re- 
quired to read the proclamation, did ac- 
cordingly attempt to do it, having a small 
guard to support him, but such was the 
violence and number of footmen in this 
riotous assembly, notwithstandir their 
Roydl Highnesses the Prince and Princess 
of Wales and others of the royal family 
were there, it was impossible to appease 
going to suéh extréemi- 

es that he thought improper. B thus 
obstructed and hindered trom the’ 
proclamation in the execution of his duty, 
and, not knowing where this dangerous at- 


tempt would end, he caused several of the 
‘ringleaders of this disturbance and riot to 


be taken into custody, the audience having 


‘been put into the utmost confusion, and 


several ladies greatly frightened. The 
prisoners that were taken were under exam- 
ination before Colonel de Veil, in an adija- 
cent room to the playhouse, till 2 o’clock in 
the morning, and’ several of them (after long 
examination) were committed to Newgate; 
a great number of persons wounded had, 
during that time, their wounds dressed by 
@ surgeon in the said room.’ 


“If Colley Cibber considered such an im- 
portant occurrenee unworthy of special at- 
‘tention it would appear that his ‘ apology ’ 
‘was one in more ways than one. What other 
multitudinous events, the question will 
naturally be raised, did he also slight? I 
had alwaye supposed that we had a dra- 


matic history of the last century that wae 
‘complete and relfatile, but this one fact 


proves that I was mistaken. 

“It would be q matter of considerable 
interest to know what play was presented 
on that night; who the actors were; how 
they read their lines, and the extent of the 
production; who was in the house other 
than the Prince of Wales, later George III. 
We have plenty of old prints of Drury Lane, 
so that, in the absence of facts,. we can 
draw a more or less indistinct picture of 
the playhouse, audience, and players on the

CONFER WITH NEW ASSESSORS. 


Property-Owners and Agents Invited 


to Express Their Views. 
Real estate men are much interested in the 


conferences which the members of the Board 
of Assessors are holding with property-own- 
érs and agents for the purpose of fixing a 
method of arriving at a fair basis of valuing 


property for assessment. Last week the 


board devoted the conferences to the con- 


sideration of down-town real estate, but this 
week the greater problem of valuing out- 
lying property is to be taken up. 

The Assessors took up certain down-town 
buildings and asked the agents for their esti- 
mates of their value. The estimates were 
compared with each other, and in several in- 
stances were found to be nearly the same. 
The Assessors had before them-the list of 
valuations made by the Tax commission, but 
the general consensus of opinion was that. 
be: were too high. In some cases it was 

ed that the commission’s valuations are 


= per cent higher than present conditions 


warrant, in view of the depreciation in the 


‘last few years. The Board of Assessors also 
‘will be guided to some extent in different lo- 


calities by amounts shown in the transfers 
fecorded in the County Recorder’s office. 

The scheme of asking real estate owners 
and agents to place their own valuations on 
property and submit lists to the assessors 
seems to be favored for down-town property. 
No time was given to the best method of 
assessing outlying property at the confer- 
ences last week, that being reserved for this 
week's meetings.

FIRST MAN WITH RED BEARD. 


He Appeared in New York in 1700, and 
me Police Didn’t Catch Him 
Then, Either. 


One individual in the early police history of 
New xork who for a time was in great de- 
mand was Thomas Greatbatch, the origina] 
of the *“‘ man with the red beard,’’ who ap- 
pears at irregular intervals in modern police 
news with the same sensational uncertainty 
that formerly characterized abroad the man 
with the iron mask. Greatbatch was the 
original man with the red beard, and In view 
of the subsequent celebrity of his successors 
considerable interest attaches to the aulhen- 
lic hue and cry notice which was published 
in March, 1700, concerning him. It was as 
follows: 

* One Thomas Greatbatch, a lusty, well 
set man, between 30 and 40 years of age, he 
has a red full face and a thick red beard; he 
commonly wears a FPerriwigg, his right leg 
is crooked. He is a Sailer, having been late 
Mate tv Captain Bonker in a Briganteen 
from Curracva to Philadelphia, has absented 
himself at New York the 17th Instant, hav- 
ing several considerable sums of money in 
his hands, for which he has signed Bilis of 
Lading. Therefore, whoever shall meet with 
said Person, are desired to secure him, and 
give notice to Mr. Moses Levy, Merchant in 
New York, or to Captain Andrew Graven- 
rate of said City, who will pay as a Reward 
20 pieces of Eight with reasonable Charges, 


and indemnity and save harmless said Per- |- 


ee Pag taking up and securing said Great- 
atch,”’ 

About this time an official proclamation 
was made, calling on all persons to do duty 
on the constables’ watch, under penalty of 
six shillings’ fine for every instance of negli- 
gence. ‘* The man with the red beard ’’ had 
certainly fewer ubstacles to his escape from 
the clutches of the law than he would have 
today in New York, as the following publi- 
cation shows: 

** Pursuant to an order of the Common 
Council we have agreed with Robert Drum- 
mond, Richard Yearsley, Edmund Thomas, 
and John Vanderbeeck, four able-bodied 
Citizens of this City, to be the Watch and 
Bellmen of this City from the 1st of Novem- 
ber nekt ensuing until the 1st day of April 
then next following, which service they are 
duly and diligently to attend by going every 
hour in the night through the several] streets 
of this city and publishing the time of night, 
and also to apprehend all disturbers of the 
peace, felons, etc., also to take care that no 
damage be done to the Citty by fire or any 
other casualties as much as in them lies; 
for which service they are to have the sum 
of forty-four pounds, current money of New 
York, six pounds whereof to be paid them in 
six weeks and the remainder at the expira- 
tion of the time; — that a Lanthorn, Bell, 
and hour-glass be provided them at the 
Citty’s charge.” 

Notwithstanding these precautions, it ap- 
pears that Thomas Greatbatch, the first 
man with the red beard in the police history 
of New York, evaded capture, disarmed sus- 
picion, kept his identity secret, and prevent- 
ed any covetous person from securing the 
reward of twenty pieces of eight, together 


with reasonable charges. He continued in 


New York. He walked upon the public 
promenade at what is now the Battery Park, 
scrutinizing the beautiful bay at sunset, and 
occasionally took a trip up to the City Hall, 
‘In Wall street, and even put his liberty in 
the peril of proximity: to the watch and bell 
men by taking a seat on the porch of that 
building and there stroking his red beard 
and the south winds to blow 
through his whiskers. He escaped detectidn. 
He was a mystery of early New York. The 
hue and cry in his case was unavailing, and 
after he had returned to England he wrote

GRAIN MARKETS DRAG 


SPECULATIVE INFLUENCES PROVE 
TOO MUCH FOR PRIOWS. 


Clearances Are Still Light—Liquida- 
tion of Gorn Holdings by Discour- 
aged Bulls Continues—Receipts of 
Corn Increase — Patten Credited 
with Covering Short Lines—Stop- 
Leas Orders Demoralize Provisions 
—Estimate of Hog Receipts. 


All the speculative produce markets were 
decidedly weak. In wheat St. Louis houses 
were sellers, while New York houses bought 
moderately, and New York reported a little 
better export demand. The heavy North- 
western receipts, the-light clearances, and 
the easy tone of foreign markets were all 
against prices. The trade was of the usual 
Saturday character, with the short session 
still further cut down by the reception to 
Lord Beresford. Northwestern receipts 
were 680 cars, against 811 a week ago, and 
242 a year ago. Liverpool was unchanged 
on spot wheat, but off %d on futures. The 
advance on the fair rally during the latter 
part of the session was nearly all lost before 
the close. The last quotations for May 
wheat showed a net decline of %c. Paris 
was up 20 centimes on the near-by delivery 
as compared with the quotation of Thurs- 
day, but was unchanged on the deferred de- 
liveries, and there was 1.0 change at Ant- 
werp. The clearances. were 175,000 bu, and 
the explanation offered by some of the ex- 
porting houses that clearunces had been 
restricted on account of the weather is not 
entirely satisfactory. The charter for 75,000 
bu of wheat to load and hold for spring ship- 
ment at a rate of 3%c to Buffalo was re- 
ported. 

In corn there was further liquidation by 
the people who have been the most persist- 
ent bulls for a number of months. May 
corn sold down to 35%c bid, and the close 
showed practically no recovery and a 
further net loss of \c as a result of the day’s 
business.

HE thousands on thouSands of theater- 
goers of Chicago and elsewhere, who

Few of the saddened listeners ever plumbed 
the deeper meaning of this delirious epitaph

Indeed, not everybody realizes that De 
Bergerac was an entity, a thing of body, 
brains, and heart—not to mention the quality 
of soul and a quantity of nose. So adroitly 
and artistically does Rostand introduce the 
spirit of D’Artagnan in the first act of the 
play that one is made unsentiently to 
imagine De Bergerac a fiction moving and 
breathing in that chivalric atmosphere 
which seemed. to have been invented ex- 
clusively for Dumas’ musketeers. 


Frank Morris, the Chicago bookseller and 
mouser for literary antiquities, knew better. 
He knew that De Bergerac was an active 
though somewhat obscured man of letters 
of the period in which the metaphysics of 
Descartes and Campanella were at war. 
Beyond that knowledge he had neither the 
time nor inclination to investigate, until one 
day last week he noticed in a literary period- 
ical a paragraph to the effect that there was 
in existence in the United States one, and 
perhaps two, authentic English translations 
of Cyrano de Bergerac’s “‘ Histoire Comique 
des Etats et Empire de la Lune” and “ Les. 


Etats et Empire du Soliel,”’ which are the. 


rarest of rarities in the French. |

Before presenting his opinions and senti- 
ments concerning the human nose, and his 
Philosophic qualities, it should be explained 
that his work is not comical] in the nine- 
teenth century sense. It is as serious as one 


could wish, with satirical phases geomet} 


rically planned. 

De Bergerac lived in reactionary times— 
that is to Say: . intellect without the swift 
sword arm were better in the closets of 
the King or the cloister of the church. Des- 
cartes chose to assert the emancipation of 
the human soul, though affirming his faith 
in the moral usefulness of the church by 
confessing and dying anointed. All of the 
philosophers of the time waited in back 
rooms for the results of his studies in mathe- 
matics and natural philosophy; but when 
he entered upon the discussion of the human 
soul he had few friends and no strong sup- 
porters. 


It was an age not Catholic in thought, in 


| the fullest sense, but Catholic in faith, and, 


what was more to the point, Catholic in 
punctilios and exactions. 

Campanella in Italy, as the cbunterpoise 
of Bruno, was preaching the book of nature 
as the language of God. The method of in- 
ference was rejected by him. Truth was 
only found by intuition. Existence was uni- 
versally diffused life and sensibility... 

It is no task to imagine, after having seen 
Mansfield portray De Bergerac, that the 
literary knight of the mailed hand and the 
immeasurable wit, sided with the imagina- 
tive Campanella spiritually, and with the 
luminously practical Descartes scientifical- 
ly. Between these similarities of sentiment 
and poles of argument he balanced with 
that nicety of effort which is supposed to be 
imparted by nature solely to simians and 
prehensile things. 

Motion and extension, Descartes’ doctrine 
of existence, the gay De Bergerac has util- 
ized as far as he could in a work supposed to 
be imaginative. Divination, which Cam- 
panella maintained totheend was essential- 
ly truth, De Bergerac glorifies. 

Dean Swift came a little after these meta- 
physical musketeers. Campanella was born 
in 1568; Descartes, 1596; De Bergerac, 1620; 
Swift, 1667. Campanella was dead and gone 
into his divination before De Bergerac had 
fairly launched himself in the suburbs of 
Paris as a student in the city. 

De Bergerac, therefore, arose on the hori- 
zon of the Cartesian contention as a wit— 
and in the American breadth of appreciation 
he will be recognized, in his own writings, 
as a humorist. In one of his flights of fancy, 
far from earth, he animadverts to the Tale 
of the Tub, and after having read in the fol- 
lowing century, sixty years later, a pamph- 
let written by himself under this title, 
Dean Swift is quoted as having exclaimed, 
““Good God! What a genius I had when I 
wrote that book!’’ 


While Christian in the play attacks the 
citadel of Roxane’s affections and Cyrano 
defends the outworks 


Inspired by approaches, he 
De Bergerac De Guiche, 
Himself. the rival lover, with 


@ seeming mad col- 
loquy, the key to 
which is found in De Bergerac’s book, for 
the jest and interest is made to depend on 
the author’s eccentric accounts of flights 
between the earth, moon, and sun. 

“Pardon my appearance,” exclaims 
Cyrano. “I arrived by the east whiriwind. 
I am rather unpresentable. My eyes are 
still full of star dust. My spurs are clogged 
with bristles off a planet. See, on my sleeve 
acomet’shair! ... Imbedded in my calf 
} have brought back one of the Great Bear’s 
teeth; and as falling too near the Trident I 
Strained aside to clear one of its prongs I 
landed sitting in Libra—yes, one of the 
scales!—and now my weight is registered up 
there. .°. . Will you believe—I discovered 
in passing it—that Sirlus at night puts on a 
night cap. But I intend setting all this down 
in a book, and the golden stars I have 
brought back caught in my shaggy mantle, 
when the book is printed, will be seen sery- 
ing as asterisks.”

Your experiences 
would have beguiled a saint on the threshold 
of Paradise! Make a note of them. They 
can be used again with profit ina book.”’ 

Such is the key in Rostand’s play to the 
whimsicalities of ‘‘ The Comical History of 
the States and Empires of the Worlds of the 
Moon and Sun.’ The absurd ideas of aerial 
navigation elaborately described by De Ber- 
gerac, though they serve as grotesque ve- 
hicles for his philosophical humors, are 
really intended as satirical reflections on 
the contemporaneous advocacy by Cardan 
of aeriad navigation by means of skyrockets. 


The most comical of the seven unique 
flights into space detailed in the history is 
the following, sup-

“I took a piece of loadstone about two feet 
square, which I put into a furnace, and then 
after it was well purged, precipitated, and 
Gissolved I drew the calcined attractive of 
it and reduced it into the size of about an 
ordinary bowl. 

“After these preparations I got a light 
machine of iron made, into which I went, 
and when I was well seated in my place I 
threw this magnetic bowl as high as I could 
up into the air. Now, the iron machine, 
which I had purposely made more massive 
in the middie than at the ends, was presently 
elevated and in a just poise, because the 
middle received the greatest force of attrac- 
tion. So then, as I arrived at the place,

“ But,” said I, interrupting him, “ how 
came you to heave up your bow!) so straight 
over your chariot that it never happened to 
be on one side of it?’’ 

“That seems to me to be no wonder at 
all,” said he; “for the loadstone being 
once thrown up in the air drew the iron 
straight towards it, and soit was impossible 
that ever I shouM mount sideways. 

“ Nay, more, I can tell you, that when I 
held the bowl in my hand I was still mount- 
ing upward, because the chariot flew always 
to the loadstone, which I held over it. But 


‘the effort of the iron to be united to my bow! 


was so violent that it made by body bend 
double, so that I durst but once essay that 
new experiment. The truth is, it was a sur- 
prising spectacle to behold, for the steel of 
that flying house, which I had carefully pol- 
ished, reflected on all sides the light of the 
sun with so great life and luster that I 
thought myself to be all on fire. 

“In fine, after often bowling and follow- 
ing of my cast, I came, as you did, to an 
elevation, from which I descenfled towards 
this world; and because at that instant I 


held my bowl fast between my hands my 
machine, whereof the seat p me hard, 
that it might approach its attractive, did 
not forsake me; all that now I feared was 
that I should break my neck. But to save 
me from that every now and then I tossed 
up my bowl, that by its attractive virtue it 
might prevent the violent descent of my 
machine and render my fall more easy, as 
indeed it happened; for when I saw myself 
within two or three fathoms of the earth I 
threw out my bowl on all hands, level with 
the ‘chariot, sometimes on this side and 
sometimes on that, until I came to a certain 


distance, and immediately then I tossed it up 
above me, so that my machine following it 


I left it and let myself fall on the other side, 
as gently as I could, upon the sand; inso- 
much that my fall was no greater than if it 
had been but my own height.”’ 

Neither plot nor startling situation is in- 
tended to be developed. The merry author 
simply lfts himself by the bootstraps to 
the spheres, and then on the moon and sun 
invents a few grotesque characters and 
such inverse conditions as enable him to 
caricature methods of metaphysical discus- 
sion, while satirizing mildly the social and 
political life of France. 

It is particularly noticeable that the drift 
of the work is towards serious philosophic 
refinements, although it was evidently con- 
ceived in a spirit of ridicule. The Cartesian 
theory of non-reasoning animal creation is 
opposed earnestly in the dialogues and dis- 
courses which terminate the tame adven- 
tures on the sun, and after bringing the solar 
shades of the two great teachers together 
Descartes is permitted to smile while Cam- 
panella is persuaded to define the doctrine 
of divination to his admiring disciple in the 
following terms: 

**Out of all bodies species exhale; that is 
to say, corporeal images, which dance in 
the air. Now, these images still retain, 
notwithstanding their agitation, the figure, 
color, and all the other proportions of the 
object from which they proceed. But seeing 
they are pure and. subtile they pass through 
our organs without causing the least sensa- 
tion in them. They penetrate into the soul, 
where, because of the delicateness of its 
substance, they imprint themselves, and so 
represent to it objects remote which the 
senses cannot perceive.” 

Of a different nature, and decidedly amus- 
ing, are his earlier examples of sophistic 
reasoning during the sojourn on the moon, 
especially his insectivorous demonstration 
of the importance of man to the earth, and 
his Pythagorean defense of the entity of the 
cabbage. 


Evidently Rostand for politic or polite 
reasons is not of the same mind as his hero 
respecting the Span- 
ish character. When

and wonderment is 
expressed that she successfully contrived to 
get through the lines of the enemy, she ex- 
plains: “I simply drove through them in 
my coach at a trot. If a hidalgo with ar- 
rogant front showed likely to stop us I put 
my face at the window, wearing my sweet- 
est smile, and, those geritlemen being—let 
the French not grudge my saying so—the 
most gallant in the world, I passed.” 

De Bergerac in his satire, contrary to Ros- 
tand’s opinion, holds the Spanish in low 
esteem, as witness his description of “ that 
little animal of the Queen,” which had 
puzzled all moondom, and of which De 
Bergerac, after his capture by the four- 
legged inhabitants, was supposed to be the 
female mate. “ My guide,” he says, “ was 
my interpreter; and yet he himself under- 
stood not the riddle, and knew not what to 
make of that little animal of the Queen. But 
we were soon satisfied as to that, for the 
King, having some time considered me, 
ordered it to be brought, and about half an 
hour after I saw a company of apes wearing 
ruffs and breeches come in, and among them 
a little man almost of my own build, for he 
went on two legs. So soon as he perceived 
me he accosted me with a criado de vuestra 
merced. I answered his greeting in much 
the game terms, but, alas, no sooner had 
they seen us talk together than they be- 
Heved their conjecture to be true. |

To speak properly, it is not the fire itself that burns, but 
a grosser matter, tossed to and fro by the dartings out of its movable natute, and 
that powder of little sparks, which I call fire, movable of itself, owes possibly all its 
action to the roundness of these atoms; for they tickle, warm, or burn, accordingto - 
the figure of the bodies which they draw wooinr as them. So straw sends not 
forth so burning a flame as wood does, and wood burns with less violence than iron; . 
and the reason of this is because the fire of iron and of wood and of wrey ar

. BRIDGE ACROSS THE SEINE. 


~ 


NE of the wonders of the coming | 
Paris exposition, and one which when 
the great international is over will 
remain one of the beauties and 
: curiosities of the French capital, is 
the new Alexander the Third bridge, the 
first stone of which was laid by Czar Nich- 
olas II., in October, 1896. 1t will form part 
of the avenue named after the present ruler 
of Russia. 

The total length of the bridge is estimated 
at 110 meters, and its breadth 40 meters, and, 
says the Petit Bleu, if the metallic part of 
the work is progressing satisfactorily the 
decorative being pushed forward 
even more rapidly. 

Every part of the bridge will be of the 
best material. The upper part of the con- 
struction, the arches, balustrades, lamps, 
etc., will be of steel or bronze. The rest will 
be built of stone and marble of different 
kinds. All the decorative work was confided 
to MM. Cassien-Bernard and Cousin, two of 
the most brilliant competitors in the exposi- 
tion competition. 

The bridge will be entered by passing be- 
tween two pylons formed of four columns 
of white marble, with bases of Finland gran- 
ite, ornamented with prows. On the top of

On entering the bridge from either shore 
will be seen two statues, each ornamenting 
the face of the base of the pylon. These 
statues, which will consequently be four in 
number, two on each shore, will represent 
four epochs in French history—the France of 
Charlemagne, by Lewin; modern France, by 
Michel; the France of’ Louis XIV., by Mar- 
questi; and the France of the Renaissance, 
by Coutant. It will be remarked that one im- 
portant epoch of French history has been 
forgotten—that of Napoleon,]. and the revo- 
lution—but it was omitted intentionally, as it 
was hardly possible to glorify on a bridge 
dedicated to the memory of a Russian sov- 
ereign a France that had gone to Moscow. 

Béfore entering upon the bridge between 
the two pylons one turns to the right or to 
the left and descends to the river bank by 
wide granite staircases. The entrance to 
each staircase will be guarded by an enor- 
mous lion, executed by Gardet and Dalon, 
symbolizing peace and glory.

Thatseems 
to me altogether ridiculous.’ ‘ And, for my 
part,’ answered my spirit, ‘I find a great 
deal of perspicuity in its action, for, tell me, 
is not that cabbage you speak of a being 
existing in nature as well as you?

“* To massacre a man is not so greata sin 
as to cut and kill a cabbage, because one 
day the man will rise again, but the cabbage 
has no other life to hope for. By putting to 
death a cabbage you annihilate it, but in 
killing a man you make him only change 
his habitation. Since Goddoth equally cher- 
ish all of his works, and hath equally divided 
his benefits Detwixt us and plants, it is but 
just we should have an equal estimate for 
them as for ours. It is true we were born 


birthright. If then the cabbage share not 
with us in the inheritance of immortality, 
without doubt that want was made up by 
some other ad'vantage that may make mis- 
sions for the assurance of its being.

| DEATH PUNISHMENT OF CHINESE 


Executions Performed with Neatness 
and Dispatch—Story of an Eye 
Witness. 


To say to a Chinaman who is about to 
journey to another district, “‘ I will see you 
off by the West Gate,” is nothing less than 
& gross insult, for the reason that all execu- 
tions in China, no matter what provinae, 
take place directly outside the walls of the 
West Gate. This has been the custom in 
China for centuries. Why it is so is that the 


, Chinese believe that life enters by the East 


Gate and departs by the West. 

While in the City of Moukden, Manchuria, 
I expressed a wish to witness an execution. 
Such an occurrence taking place almost 
daily on account of that part of China being 
infested with robbers and brigands, I did 
not have long to wait before curiosity was 
satisfiedk 

At 4 o'clock one July afternoon a native 
and the writer hired carts and 
to the executiom™ ground, having heard 
y ca three robbers were to be beheaded that 

ay. 

Arrived there and waiting about ten min- 
utes, the solemn procession was seen emerg- 
Ing from the West Gate of the outer city; 
first four soldiers, with immense banners, 
then twenty more soldfers with modern rifles 
and fixed bayonets, followed by an open cart, 
wherein sat the three culprits, stripped to 
the waist, with hande securely pinioned 
behind them, and the legs inserted in heavy 
wooden portable sto¢éks, which were kept 
In position by heavy iron chains girding 
the loins. Their faces were begrimed with 
dirt and their hair unkempt, but tied up in 
a knot to leave the neck clear, for they were 
not permitted to do any toilet during the time 
of

thrusting forward a long wooden skewer 
whereon were strung some ten or more 
spongy rolls made of flour, he passed it 
through the body until the rolls were 
thoroughly saturated and then returned it 
to the onlooker, who originally handed 
it to him, a representative of some large 
medicine shop, for the Chinese believe 
that the only cure for consumption is to 
eat the blood of those who have been de- 
capitated. 

It is needless to say that to obtain this 
the executioner has to be well bribed. 
The same process as above described was 
gone through with the second and third 
men, and directly all three heads were off 
they were held up for the magistrate 
to see, as he is the party responsible for 
the proper carrying out of the performance, 
whereupon he and the soldiers returned, the 
whole occupying not more than seven min- 
utes.—Pearson’s Magazine.

mon to find tenement hg@uses where the dark, 
damp holes under shabby sidewalks are used 
for bunkrooms and where there are low dives 
in basements, but the idea of transforming 
the basements of big business blocks into 
handsome saloons and restaurants, barber 
shops and salesrooms, and extending these 
halfway out to the middle of the street, is 
quite unknown. It doesn’t seem to be a bad 
idea, either.’’ 

When and how the custom began in Chicago 
no one seems able to tell with exactness. It 
is remembered by old-timers that there were 
years in the earlier days of the city when 
it was not customary to dive into a basement 
to dine or for an after-theater luncheon at 
night. Then nearly every business house had 
its coal delivered through holes in the front 
sidewalk.. Now the coal comes in through 
the alley. The front sidewalk space is alto- 
gether too valuable for any such use. But 
the custom of using this space has grown 
till it has become general in the business 
center and has spread even to the outskirts 
of the city, though to a smaller extent. But 


_it is not unusual to find even in the suburbs 


that the builders of new business, blocks 
have followed the example set by the city and 
made the value of their real estate greater 
by using a portion of the street. 


Handsome Places for Dining. 


In the area already defined, north of Har- 
rison street and east of the South Branch, 
there are no less than @ 
restaurants that have rows of supper-rooms 
extending along their sides and under the 
sidewalks of some of the busiest streets of 
the city. In many cases the walls are 
formed of mirrors and reflect in vanishing 
vistas long rews of incandescent lights, giv- 
ing the effect of indefinite dimensions and 
infinite glitter. Once seated in one of these 
supper-rooms, the diner forgets that outside 
it is daylight and that hundreds are tramp- 
ing back and forth over his head as he eats. 
The ceilings are always separated from the 
sidewalks by an air space that defies sound, 
while the secluded nocks are out of the path 
of drafts created by opening and shutting 
doors. In fact they are model places for a 
téte-a-téte luncheon with a companion se 
lected for pleasure or business reasons. 

These are the most attractive enterprises 
that use the catacombs. Buying and sell- 
ing of merchandise leads, however, in the 
extent of space used. Nearly all the large 
department stores utilize all the sidewalk 
space contiguous to their premises, and on

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SHE WAS AT THE ALAMO. 


Death of the kast Witness of the Historic Battle at 


the Age of 118—James Bowie, One of 
the Texas kiberators, Died 
in Her Arms, 


_ MADAM CANDELARIA, SURVIVOR ALAMO, AGED 113 YEARS 4 MONTHS. 


1836, died at San Antonio on Feb. 10. 
That witness was Mme. Candelaria 
Villaneuva. James Bowie, the fron- 
tiersman, he who fashioned the first Bowie 
knife, died in her arms. Davy Crockett and 
Colonel John Travis fell but a few yards 
from where she stood. Mme. Candelaria 
herself was wounded and carried the marks 
of the bayonet stab in her chin to her grave. 

In many respects the life of this woman 
‘was remarkable. At the time of her death 
she was perhaps the oldest person in the 
country, being 113 years and 4 months old. 
She was a charity nurse in many smallpox 
epidemics, and the foster mother of twenty- 
two orphans. 

In November, 1785, there was born to An- 
tonio Castanon and Francisca Ramirez, in 
the Village of Presidio de Rio Grande, a 
daughter. This infant was named Andrea 
Castanon. When she was 3 years old her 
parents moved to Laredo, and there she 
grew into womanhood. At the age of 25 she 
came to San. Antonio and married a man 
named Flores, by whom she had a daugh- 
ter, who still survives, and with whom 
she spent the last years of her life. Later 
he married a Mexican named Candelaria 

illanueva. This Villanueva was a Texas 
patriot, and through him Mme. Candelaria 

acquainted with the band of Amer- 
fcans who gave up their lives for Texan in- 
dependence. She was then past 50 years, 
but there was something remarkable in her 
constitution, for she looked to the eye as 
ust approaching the average middle-age. 
is was all the more remarkable, as Mex- 
ican women at 30 show signs of age far be- 
yond their years. 

James Bowie met Mme. Candelaria at a

E last witness to the massacre of the 
defenders of the Alamo, March 6, 


mansion on Soledad street. An attachment 
sprang up between the two, and when, at 
the end of February, 1836, Colonel Travis 
and his band of Texans retired into the 
Alamo to hold that place against the army 
of Santa Ana, Mme. Candelaria followed 
him into that citadel. 

The story of Mme. Candelaria thenceforth 
until the massacre on March 6 is that ofa 
spy and a nurse, brave and unselfish. She 
crossed the Mexican picket lines time and 
again for drugs and supplies, and tenderly 
nursed the sick and the wounded during 
the seven days’ siege. 

Mme. Candelaria had been frequently in- 
terviewed by historians on her connection 
with the fall of the Alamo. 

->- 

After the fall of the Alamo she lived hap- 
pily with her husband, Candelaria Villa- 
nueva, and a son was born to the couple 
when she was 53 years of age. After the 
death of her husband she devoted her life 
to charity. The State of Texas granted 
her a pension of $12 per month. Her in- 
come in late years was considerably aug- 
mented by money given to her by the large 
number, of tourists who visited her ever¥ 
winter. 

At the time of her death she was totally 
blind, could not stand without a cane to sup- 
port her, was toothless, and had little hair. 
She had never been seriously ill in her life 
and was an incessant smoker of cigarets. 

Her life was active and full of historic 
interest. Even her interment was marked 
by an historic coincident. In the cathedral 
in which Santa Ana made his headquar- 
ters during the siege of the Alamo requiem 
mass was sung for the last survivor of the 
massacre, and the body was laid away in 
the cemetery which now occupies the site 
where the main body of Santa Ana’s troops 
were encamped. 


LARGEST RANCH IN THE WORLD. 


Its Area Greater than That of Rhode 
Island and Delaware Com- 
bined. 


“It seems natural that the largest ranch 


in the world should be found in the largest 


State in the union—Texas,”’ writes William 
Clinton in the February Ledies’ Home 
Journal. ‘“‘ Indeed, this ranch is se exten- 
sive that some States could not contain it. 
Connecticut, for example, could not hold it 
by several thousand acres. The two States 
of Rhode Island and Delaware combined 
could not contain this immense ranch, 
which consists of 3,000,000 acres, or about 
5,000 square miles. 

“About a dozen years ago when Texas 
needed a new State Capitol, the Legislature 
adopted a novel plan to get it. A promise 
was held forth that a vast tract of unap- 


propriated land would be givenin exchange 


for a suitable granite building at Austin. 
Among those tempted by this offer were 
ex-Senator Charles B. Farwell and his 
brother John, who ultimately formed’ a 
syndicate in Chicago and took upon them- 
selves the responsibility of erecting the 
proposed Capitol. Their part of the agree- 
ment appears to have been carried out to 
the satisfaction of the State, and in due 
time they came into the possession of the 
immense domain now known as the X. L T. 
ranch.”’ 


To Float Stranded Vessels. 
Vessels can be easily removed from sand- 
bars by a new apparatus consisting of an 
endless chain of buckets to be attached to 
the sides of the vessel and driven by engines 
to excavate the sand from around the hull

Repast Was the First of Expensive 


Entertainments in New 
York. 


A dinner given in 1884 by a man of wealth 
cost $10,000, and it astonished his most 
extravagant associates, as it was the most 
expensive feast given up to that time 

Delmonico, the helpful resource of 
those who know and those who do not know 
how to spend their money, was at a loss to 
know how to dispose of this then fabulous 
amount upon a single meal. There were 
seventy-two guests, and they were enter- 
tained in the large ballroom, which in Del- 
monico’s Fourteenth street establishment 
saw sO many social triumphs. The house 
had been Mr. Moses Grinnell’s, and ever 
bore the imprint of a gentleman’s residence, 
even when transformed into a public place 
of entertainment. The table occupied the 
whole length and breadth of the room; the 


waiters had barely space to move about it. 


It was a long, oval table, round which a 
massive wreath of exquisite flowers was laid 
guarding a miniature lake thirty feet long. 
The water, by mechanical contrivance, un- 
dulated gently, and on its breast floated 
four living swans, a golden network keeping 
them in place.—Ladies’ Home Journal.

Northern Nations Hold the 
Colonies of the World. 


UNCLE SAM IS STUDYING. 


Peoples of the Torrid Belt Can- 
not Rule Themselves. 


ENGLAND’S MODEL SYSTEM. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 16.—Uncle 

Sam has just completed an interest- 

ing investigation into the expansion 

business of every colony-holding 

nation of the world. He has dis- 
covered that upon Mother Earth’s great 
cranium her bump of expansion is located 
solely within the north temperate zone, in 
which we proudly flourish. 

All nations holding colonies lie in this belt 
with us, and three-fourths of their colonial 
subjects dwell, with the Filipinos, the Cu- 
bans, and the Porto Ricans, within the tor- 
rid zone. In other words, destiny seems 
to demand that tropical colonies should 
look to the climatic belt north of them for 
government. 

Nations find that no two of their colonies 
deserve, exactly the same treatment. There 

‘are 128 colonies in the world, and quite as 
many ‘distinct forms of colonial govern- 
ment, 

It is interesting to note the extent to 
which the same mother country will trust 
one colony with its own government, and 
the little influence it will grant another in 
making and administering laws for itself. 
‘Tropical colonies appear, as a rule, to have 
little to do with their own legislation. All 
colonies, of course, are under the veto power 
of their sovereigns. Although we are not 
likely to imitate European methods of col- 
onization, it is to our interest to note how 
races similar to those who lately became 
American subjects appear to rank in the 
relative estimations of parent countries. 
The Dyaks, Malays, Negritos, Bugis, and | 
Chinese of British North Borneo—imme- 

4 diate southern neighbors of the Filipinos— 
are allowed no hand intheirownrule. The 
| English governor holds full sway, and is 
aided by a court of directors in London, a 
machine gun, a mountain gun, and 350 
3 armed natives under British officers. 


3 Chinése and Malays form the bulk of the 
a 500,000 people in the neighboring British 


Straits eettlements, on the west coast of 
the Malay peninsula, and including Singa- 
pore, Penang, Wellesley, and Malacca. Of 
these not only the Governor and his Cabinet, 
but the colonial legislature, with the ex- 
ception of two members, is appointed by 
Queen Victoria. The garrison consists of 
q one battalion of infantry, two of European 
a artillery, and a company of interesting 
sg Malay divers, with extraordinary ability 
q to remain long under water, trained to plant 
submerine mines in the Straits of Malacca 

in case of confilct with any foreign power. 
The Singhalese, Kandyans, Tamils, Moor- 
and Veddahs constituting the greater 
part of the three and a third millions of 
British colonists in the Island of Ceylon, 
further west, in the Indian Ocean, fare 
better. But the Governor’s Cabinet have 
4 seats in their Legislature, and, with other 
a. office-holders, form an official majority of 
= ne over the unofficial members and repre- 
' sentatives of the different tribes and native 
classes. Two thousand British troops and 
q 1,000 local volunteers constitute the garri- 

son, 


= Chinese, Filipinos, East Indians, and Goan- 
ese—especially Chinese—together with a few 
Europeans and Americans, compose the 
_— quarter of a million residents of Hongkong, 


Englands little island territory of twenty- 

Tene square miles, ceded to her by China in

Z- rectly through a Governor without a Legis- 
a lature. In neighboring Gambia the Queen’s 
4 representative is assisted by a Legislative 
Council nominated also by her. Sixty differ- 
4 ent languages are spoken in Sierra Lione, 
a England's other colony on the west coast of 
— 4 the dark continent, which is about half the 
size of New Jersey. The majority of the 
population are liberated negro slaves and 
thélr descendants, brought from all parts of 
the interior. In spite of this confusion of 
tongues, the mother country is able to rule 
them peacefully through a Governor and 
Chief Justice, the Queen having entire con- 
trol of lawmaking and the appointment of 

Officials, as in,the Gold Coast colony. 
Passing the southern boundary of the tor- 
rid Sone and therefore into the south tem- 
perate, we cume to the only British colony 
of either Asia or Africa trusted with a re- 
sponsible government. This, of course, is 
due to*white man’s influente, but in the 
island colony of Cyprus, off the coast of Asia 
Minor and in the north temperate zone, we 
’ find the only Asiatic colony government of 
England which is permitted to have even 
representative inegtitutions. The British 
High Commissionér of Cyprus is appointed 

Queen. 

lish officials are appointed to six of the 
@ighteen seats of the Legislature, Christian 
wesidents are elected to nine, and Mohamme- 
. . Gan residents to the remaining. three. In 
other words, there are three legislative dis- 
tricts upom the island, each of which can 
elect three Christian lawmakers, but only 
one Mohammedan. Each court of law is 
presided over by an English barrister, as- 
sisted by two native Judges, one of these a 
Christian and the other a Mohammedan.

The Bahamas, Barbadoes, 
Leeward Islands, Windward Islands, and 
British Guiana are allowed representative 
institutions over which the Queen has only 
@ veto upon legislation, but the nome gov- 
ernment retains control over public officials. 
in British Honduras, Jamaica, Trinidad, 
and the Falkiand Isiands the home govern- 
ment controls all the making of lawsand the 
public officers who administer them. 
‘Although we were not sending John Bull 
‘edifying valentines about his colonial system 
@ century ago, he nevertheless has devel- 
®ped into‘the most generous of the world's 
oo. colonizers. He gives his colonial subjects 
— more fingers In thelr own government, when 
he thinks he cah trust them, thanany power 
On earth. Moreover, it is of particular joy 
40 us, in view of all this Anglo-Saxon bou- 
guet flinging, that the old block from which 
we chipped ourselves has been able, when 
wiling, to €xpand until including half of al! 
the colonial territory of the world and more 
than half of its colonia! population.

California’s pair of shepherd- 
esses are entitled to quite as much and 
more distinction, but they wear blue over- 
alls and jumpers, and carry guns instead of 
gclf crooks. These two Dianas are the 
daughters of the hardy German class of 
farmers, and, with the natural thrift which 
is so characteristic of the Germans, the two 
sisters. were reared to be more useful than 
and from childhood up were 
accustomed to regard nature as their friend.

He was one of the pioneer settlers 
in Mendocino County, taking up 10,000 acres 
of virgin wild forest land along the mountain 
range for a cattle and sheep ranch. But on 
these densely wooded acres were other 
things than gigantic redwoods, firs, and 
pines.

The Lahms own a numberof royal blooded 
shepherd dogs, and these always accompany 
their mistresses in search of the stray sheep, 
though their journey take them to a far- 
off snowcapped peak or to the depths of a 
canyada, where the frightened animals have 
sought shelter from the fury of the storm. 

Frequently the skulking and hungry en- 
emy steals to the Lahm ranges and makes 
a meal of lamb or mutton, and it is then 
that the shepherdesses of the flock prove 
their admirable courage. If the enemy be 
a bear—which they can determine by its 
tracks—théy take a day and night for it 
with their hounds, and hunt him to the 
death. The home of the Lahm girls is un- 
pretentious, of plain-surfaced’ lumber, is 
neatly carpeted and ‘bric-A-bracked with 
innumerable trophies of their valorous ad- 
ventures from early childhood up; cirna- 
mon and biack bear, panther, and lynx 
skins are some of the features of the dwell- 
po Se interior. One of the largest panthers 
killed in Mendocino County was brought to 
town by Miss Gussie recently. His measure- 
ments were eleven feet from tip to tip, 
weighing 232 pounds. The ferocious beast 
had dined so frequently at the girls’ ex- 
pense that the young Dianas set forth to 
slay him. The hounds tracked him to a can- 
yon, where he was treed and quickly dis- 
patched by Miss Gussie. The girls load big 
game upon their horses’ backs after the 
manner of rolling a barrel of flour up a stair- 
way. 

They first cut two stout poles, place them 
in the ground on an incline to the horse’s 
back, drag the game to the stakes, and roll 
him upward until the top is reached, then 
swing half of him around squarely across 
the saddle. The coyote is the enemy they 
dread, and when he becomes too numerous 
and daring the sisters set out to silence

FAMINE HORRORS 


IN THE RUSSIAS. 


Vast‘ Districts Are Rapidly Be- 
coming Depopulated. 


PEOPLE DIE LIKE SHEEP. 


Crude Methods of Farming Cause 
of Crop Failures. 


EMANCIPATION IS A FAILURE. 


AMINE in Russia, concerning which 
but few facts are permitted by the 
censor to pass beyond the confines of 
the gigantic empire, is no mere 
phrase, no exaggeration—it is cruel 

reality, which in its abject misery and inde- 
scribable sufferings passes even beyond the 
imagination. 

It ravages the ranks of the muschiks, the 
farm laborers, who form in their best years 
the bulk of the Russian army, a fact which 
probably explains the expressed peace policy 
of the Caar. The farming population in Ku- 
ropean Russia for hundreds of miles in area 
has no bread. Millions of families have net 
even the commonest food. 

According to travelers who have just i® 
turned from the interior of Russia, and who 
now relate their experiences in continental 
newspapers—a true description of actual 
conditions being out of the question in the 
Russian press—most of the small rural hold- 
ers have already used their wretched frame 
buildings for heating material. Their last 
cow, hog, or sheep has either been sol¢ or 
has died for want of feed, and every bit of 
clothing that is of any value at all has been 
taken to the government pawnshops. All 
administrative offices, which distribute the 
means of relief furnished by the government 
or collected by private means, are literally 
in a state of siege by the crowds coming 
from all directions and crying for bread, and 
yet this is but the vanguard of the starving 
host. Wherever one looks there is the pic- 
ture of misery and despair. 

The terrible visitation extends even to the 
usually fertile plains of the Tatars in the 
region of the Don River. The unfortungte 
people there live in damp and dark dugouts, 
shivering with cold. In most of these hovels 
the visitors had to use lanterns to discover 
the inmates. Besides these starving and 
dying wretches there was nothing, absolute- 
ly nothing, reminding one of human habita- 
tions. Dying men, women, and children were 
huddled together on the damp earth consti- 
tuting the fioor. From five to fifteen of 
these sufferers in a space scarcely twelve 
feet square in area. Not only is there lack 
of food, but even of drinking water. The 
water furnished in every hamlet of any size 
for drinking and@ cooking purposes comes 
from primitive water-works owned by the 
large landed proprietors, and it costs money. 
But the Tatars have not even the few pen- 
nies to pay for this water, and even the men 
of entire communities are too weak to carry 
water from the river, a mile or two distant. 

Famine in Russia means more than can be 
expressed in the mere word. Even oe’ 
Russian statistics admit thatin fifty out o 
sixty-seven governments there died prior Jw 
the famine of 1890, in six years, pang oye 
people. During the famine of 1890 there ~ 
in the same provinces in six months 3,327 we 
people. Hence in the six months of fam 
507,000 more people died than in the pre- 
ceding six years.

RESTING ON HER WEALTH. 


Among the immigrants to Arizona at about 
18:3 were a young couple and their three 
baby children. They came from Akron, O. 
The husband and father was George B. 
Camp. He had been a butcher in Ohio for 
ten years, and had moved to Prescott when 
his physicians had told him that the only 
chance of life for him was living in a ary 
elear climate. 

Possessed of several thousand dollars, a 
sturdy heart, and a cheerful wife, he fol- 
lowed the physician's advice, but not until 
his consumption had progressed into the 
second stage. Mrs. Camp was a jolly, pretty 
German woman, not yet 24, and the way 
= took hold to help her sick husband won 

er golden opinions among the residents 
of the little city among the mountains of 
northern Arizona. . 

The Camps opened a meat market and a 
slaughter-house in Prescott. Over half their 
capital was invested in the new business. 
Trade was good for a few weeks, and the 
business proposition seemed a good one. 
But it was the year of the bank failures and 
the period of the cattle industry’s greatest 
distress. When summer came, and all the 
ranchmen in Arizona had cattleto giveaway, 
the Camp meat business flattened out sud- 
denly. 

During this business depression Mr. Camp 
dropped dead with hemorrhage. 

Many women similarly situated would 
have drawn the few hundred dollars re- 
maining in the bank, gathered together the 
babies and the household éffects, and started 
back at once to the old Ohio home to rela- 
tives and friends. But the young widow was 
of different mettle. 

The ranchmen from the ranges showed a 
desire to help the plucky little woman, and 
the creditors of her husband came forward 
and agreed to give the widow ample time to 
pay them back. That was the beginning of 
the business career of one of the most suc- 
cessful and ceaselessly industrious women 
in business in the southwest. 


She did not run a butcher shop and slaugh- 


ter-house from a pedestal or with kid gloves 
on her hands. She went to work to master 
the business. She hired a nurse girl for the 
children, and for three years she gave six- 
teen and eighteen hours out of almost every 
Gay to her meat industries. 

While she never actually took a hand in 
the slaughtering operations, she learned to 
know what was necessary in a careful and 
economicai management of such an institu- 
tion. She soon got to judge beeves, sheep, 
and swine for slaughtering purposes as well 
as any man in the locality, and she found 
that her success lay in skillful buying for 
her market. | 

In two years Mrs. Camp had not only paid 
off all the debts that she inherited at her 
husband's death, but had doubled the capac- 
ity of the market and slaughter-house. Be- 
sides, she had several thousand dollars put 
away as working capital. 

She established other markets in the little 
mining towns of that region, and got her 
young men brothers and cousins out from 
Ohio to manage them, under her supervision. 
The cattle industry improved in 1896, and 
that made her even more prosperous. 

Finding her greatest profit was ih buying 
cattle, she accepted an offer for her mar- 
kets, but reserved the right to sell the mar- 
ketmén their: stocks. 

When the Dingley bill was proposed she 
saw the possibilities of money-making in 
buying wool. Many a sagacious and rich 
ranchman in the Territories—some bankers, 
even—did not see the future for wool under 
the new tariff law. Wool had gone down to 
three and four cents a pound. Mrs. Camp 
mortgaged and sold every bit of her prop- 
erty to raise money. 

She went to Los Angeles and got money 
on her meat contract. Her own beautiful 
home was mortgaged. With cash in hand 
she set out three months before the Dingley 
bill was passed to buy wool. She went from 
Ash Fork to Gallup, N. M., and she bought 
for spot cash, on time, and part cash or part 
time, in any way, to get wool at the lowest 
figures. She knew, too, what wool she was 
buying. No one could palm an inferior qual- 
ity on her. 

Several business-men, knowing Mrs. 
Camp's sagacity and success, went into wool 
buying and storing when they saw her tac- 
tics. Wool went up every day during the 
summer of 1897. In September it doubled in 
value, and in October it touched 14 cents a 
pound. Mrs. Camp sold then, and when it 
is reckoned that she put some $21,000 in wool, 
at prices varying from three to six cents a 
pound, and sold at 14 cerfts, one may better

'S NEW YORK PARAC 


Montana’s New Millionaire Senator Has Allotted the Contracts for a Mansion 
on Fifth Avenue That Will Be One of the Finest Modern Residences 
in the World and Will Cost $2,000,000. 


HE white palace which Millionaire and | 
Senator-elect William A. Clark of 
Montana has ordered built for his 
New York residence at the northeast 
corner of Seventy-seventh street and 

Fifth avenue, will be one of the finest private 
houses in the world, says the New York 
World. It will be constructed in the purest 
style of the French renaissance. It will not 
be completed in less than a year. 

Mr. Clark chose a plat of land having a 
frontage of 51 feet on the avenue by 165 feet 
on Seventy-seventh street, with an “L” 
running north from the easterly end of the 
lot. This “‘L’’ is 65 feet by 100 feet. 

So impressed was the Montana millionaire 
with the lustrous white of the Grant mon- 
ument building stone, and with the general 
artistic results produced, that when he came 
to the point of choosing the style of granite | 


for the lower portion of the work and for 
trimmings, comes from the Redstone quarry. 

Messrs. Lord, Hewlett & Hull, the archi- 
tects, have carried out the ideas of Mr.

ELECTRICITY DOES THE WORK. 


Barber Establishment in Paris Where 
Scissors Are Unknown and Light- 
ning Takes Their Place. 


An electrical barber shop is one of thé 
latest attractions at Paris. This does not 


-2Inean simply that motors are used for driv- 


ing fans, that the place is lighted by the cur- 
rent, but that hair is curled, cut, and dried 
by electricity, and many other things done 
through its ency. It is a hairdressing 
parlor in which a pair of scissors is never 
used. The tonsorial art advanced some 
years ago from the scissors stage to the 
clipping stage; now it has failen like many 
other things under the spell of the electric 
current. 

Haircuiting in the Parisian establishment 
‘is done with an electric cutting comb, which, | 
because of its simplicity and the dexterily 
with which it may be used, must soon be- 
come widely employed. This comb looks like 
any ordinary comb, except that a thir: wire 
is stretched above the upper portion of the 
teeth along the handle. This wire is con- 
nected electrically with a storage battery. 
When the battery is turned on the wire be- 
comes redhot. Therefore when this comb is 
passed through the hair the latter is burned 
off by the red-hot wire. Of course, the wire 


can be regulated to stand at any distance |

The 
whole operation is so rapid that a heavy 
head of hair may be clipped in a few minutes. 
Not oniy this, but the ends of the hair can- 
not bleed so that the benefit of singeing is" 
part of the operation. 

The water with which hair is washed in 
this place comes cold from the spigot, is 
heated as it passes from the nozzle of the 
hand hose. This nozzle has in it a coiled 
wire, which can be made white or red hot by 
a storage battery. The advantage of this 
mode of heating is that any exact temper- 
ature may be obtained in an instant, at the 
pleasure of the customer. Either scalding 
hot or tepid water may be had merely by 
pressing a button. A somewhat similar ar- 
rangement is employed for the curling tongs. 
The tongs themselves are slipped into a coil 
of wire, which may be kept at any temper- 
ature. There is no danger of burning the 
hair with this arrangement. Hair which has 
been shampooed is dried quickly by means 
of electric fans, facial imperfections are re- 
moved with electric needles, and it is under- | 
stood that the owner of the shop is patent- 
ing an electric motor-like device which will 
be used in place of the hands for shampooing. 
Altogether this is a scientific and fin de siécie 
barber shop.—Portland Oregonian.

HARVEST FOR THE THIEVES. 


The third witch of the night had just been 
announced from headquarters by the firing 
of three large squibs, and the watchmen, 
who are not so sleepy in these times as they 
used to be, had started once more on their 
rounds with the cry: “ Take care of fires 
and candies! Use no foreign oil!’ when, 
hard by the city walla sudden roar anda 
glare; the pale moonlight warmed into 
orange everywhere, and a great pillar of 
smoke expanding over a hundred houses. 
Shouts of “ Fire!’ Screams of waking mo- 
thers; seizing and rousing of sleeping chil- 
dren. Every one slipping into theisz clothes. 
Every one at the door, with “ Hai ya!” or 
“Hai yo!” or “* Hai yé!"" according to the

protect!’ in the case of the women. Then 
a general gathering-up of belongings, chil- 
dren knocked over, sworn at, picked up, 
dragged to the street; them boxes, bundles, 
everything portable dragged there, too. 

Triple gong beats sounding in all *direc- 
tions, from the various depots of the little 
water dragons.’ A babel of voices every- 
where. Fire more distant than was imag- 
ined, or ‘*‘ Hai-y@!"’ as near as can be. Lan- 
tern bearers rushing along the streets, ask- 
ing or answering hurried questions as to 
the precise spot. Bearers of burdens hur- 
rying about, colliding, a spill here. a broken 
rope there, a lantern bearer upset, a child 
trampled on yonder. Boxes missing from 
doorways. Thieves. by the score on the 
alert—small fortunes to be made tonight! 

Clear the way! Here comes the “ water 
dragon’’ with its uncouth band of firemen 
in gray. ‘Clear the way! A mandagsin in 
his chair. Crowds jammed against shop 
shutters, into houses, anywhere. Room for 
the water carriers! Soldiers with halberds 
enforce that cry, as the scene of the fire is 
neared. 

The river is too far off. The long closed 
** perfect peace tank ”’ is officially opened. A 
torch is lit within. It is barely half full! 
No other water at hand! Who has a weil? 
The foreigner, perhaps. And so a rush is 
made to his gate. His men have already 
been carrying buckets to the front in case 
the fire leaps over the few houses between 
or the big sparks fall there. “A touch of 
natuge such as this common danger, and 
there is no foreigner. Water is carried out; 
babies, bundles, boxes are carried in. The 
man with a compound is everybody's 
brother now. 

Happy thought! Carry the engines on to 
the city hall! They cannot get near other- 
wise. And so they are carried up from in- 
side the gate. The mén behind are drenched, 
but never mind. Only swear a little that 
so much water has been spilt. The wall is 
a masse of lanterns. And now, the little jeis 
spirt forth. To what purpose, upon flames 
fifty feet high? Only brick walls can stop 
the flamcs in this crowded mass of wouden 
structures, dried by drought. 

The wind is fairly high, but the house has 
sidewalls of thin tile, and there is a brick 
wall to the west. And engines have forced 
their way below as well as above the fire. 
A bit nearer, and the hose will play into the 
house itself. Gut, horrors! The water 
cracks the tile-wall! It comes down with a 
crash, and fuvur men under it—bruised, burnt, 
one of them never to recover. 

The bodies are dragged out, the hose turn- 
ed on to them. They are carried away; 
three regain consciousness. And through 
the gap the engines have an opportunity 
now. 

Half an hour passes, and the flames begin 
to abate. 

‘* Whose house?”’ is the question next day, 
and the answer is, ‘‘ An empty house where 
no one has lived for months.’ And the whole

Tea Culture in the South. 


It has long been a subject for somewhat 
academic discussion whether or not the cul- 
ture of the tea plant on a commercial scale 
was practicable in the Southern States, It 
is a fact that in some localities where it 
has been tried the plant grows and flour- 
ishes, and this has led to the belief that it 
may be made to become a marketable crop. 

This question is now in a fair way to be 
decided. Senator Tillman of South Carolina, 
while the Senate was discussing the appro- 
priation for vegetable pathological investi- 
gations, offered the following amendment, 
which was adopted: 

“To enable the Secretary of Agriculture 
to investigate and report on the cost of mak- 
ing tea and the best methods of cultivating 
and preparing the same for market, so ae 
to demonstrate whether it is practicable to 
introduce its culture in the Southern States 
as a profitable industry, $5,000." 

It is to be hoped that the Agricultural de- 
partment wiil take up this investigation as 
promptly as possible and that it will result 
in demonstrating the practicability of tea 
growing for the marketintheSouth. Every 
profitable crop which is added to the Mst 
means money in the pocket of the farmer 
and increased prosperity of all.—_Macon (Ga.)

ONDON, Feb. 9.—Home rule, which 
went into a decline the day Parnell 
met Kitty O’Shea, and which went 
down into the grave with that cold 
politician, is going to be resurrected 
at the session of Parliament just opened, 
and is going to be kept alive hereafter, un- 
less the present good intentions of the Irish 
Nationalists fail. 

One of the most interesting and hroad- 
minded of those Nationalists is Thomas 
Power O’Connor, M. P., and likewise ‘‘ M. 
A. P.,” journalist, biographer of Parnell and 
Beaconsfield, and founder of newspapers. 
Mr. O’Connor is one of the most approach- 
able men in Parliament, and it is not ex- 
cessively difficult to get into his inner 
sanctum at the office of his latest journal- 
istic enterprise, *M. A. P.,’’ which, being 
interpreted, means ‘“‘ Mainly About People.’”’ 
The offices are a stone’s throw from Tra- 
falgar Square, and are guarded by a pre~ 
ternaturally small boy, whose dignity is 
even greater than that of his employer. 

Mr. O'Connor is universally known as 
“Tay Pay,” but that hardly does justice to 
his brogue, of which you can catch an in- 
flection only now and then, and which is 
marked just strongly enough to lend charm 
to his conversation. Yet it is related that 
after talking into a phonograph for the 
first time, and upon hearing his voice re- 
produced, he exclaimed with some alarm: 
** Good gracious, have I a brogue likethat!”’ 


“7. P.” in Person. 
He usually dresses in the soberest black, 
even to his satin four-in-hand, but there is 
fun enough in his brown eye to prevent any 
suggestion of somberness about him. He is 
tall and.well built, and would give a good 
account of himself if the occasion arose.

day like that of a seaside boarding-house in 
the summer; he is forever frank on the {lls 
and achievements of himself and humanity 
through the whole expansive gamut from 
dietary to doom; but T. P. O’Connor is a 
shrinking and uncommunicative individual- 
ity. ‘T. P.’ is an acting drama, coherent, 
simple, and preserving all the unities; T. P. 
O’Connor ifs a fortuitous concourse of con- 
tradictions; an Irishman with an aversion 
to potatoes, an M. A. who despises the 
classics, a skeptic who is superstitious, a 
wistful Pagan, a polished political Pepys 
with a dash of Launcelot, a realist who ad- 
mits that he has got his guiding notions of 
life from the pages of fiction; finally a 
humanitarian who has subtly turned Om 
into Ego. 

“Trained in the Queen's College, Galway, 
he began his London journalistic career on 
the Daily Telegraph, resigned early, and 
was sorry for it; because he starved, and 
studied wistfully, as he says, the windows 
of sausage shops through a melancholy pro- 
cession of unbefriended days. He scribbled 
his slashing study of Disraeli upon odd 
scraps of wrapping paper, got it published, 
and made a leap into the light. Drifting

Prodigious Amount of Work. 


Mr. O'Connor is generally credited with 
getting through with more work in the 
course of the day than any other man in 
Parliament, and I asked him how he did it. 

“Ah,” said Mr. O’Connor, smiling joyous- 
ly, “I’ve no method, no system, no regu- 
larity, no punctuality. Im all the writing 
I’ve done in all these years I’ve never been 
ahead of time with a line. I’ve never been 
late, either, but I’m a true journalist. I've 
put everything off till the last moment. Be- 
sides conducting M. A. P. I write steadily 
for the Daily Telegraph. and have some 
magazine articles on hand. Haven't writ- 
ten a word on ’em yet either. But I haven't 
any books on hand now, although the story 
of Parmell’s dowrfall, now running in M. 
A. P., will doubtless be published in book 
form. I wouldn’t write another line for a 
newspaper if I could help it.

Mr. O'Connor avows himself a chronic 
dyspeptic, although he doesn’t look it, and 
has by no means the sour dyspeptic face with 
deep furrows in it like Carlyle’s.

He says a 
typewriter saves his time enormously and 
makes his work just about one-fourth as 
difficult. 

**Every journalist,” he observed, “is a 
lunatic if he doesn’t learn typewriting, unless 
he can dictate; but dictation is a matter of 
temperament. Could you believe it, I have 
heard lately that Henry James has taken to 
dictating his stories. You would think it im- 
ee with that difficult, delicate style of 

“T. P.” himself is so firm a believer in 
typewriting machines that he has one in the 
House of Commons on which he writes his 
nightly article on the day’s proceedings for 
the Telegraph, another in his house in Chel- 
sea, and still another in his editorial sanctum. 
It was while seated at this latter machine 
that I took the accompanying snapshot of 
him.

Two New Papers. 

It may be a matter of news that Mr. 
O'Connor is getting ready to start a six- 
penny illustrated weekly paper, and also 
at the end of the year another paper, for 
which the pians are not yet formulated 
definitely. It will not, however, be a daily. 
“I'm about done with daily journalism,”’ 
he said. These two papers will make six 
that this ambitious Irishman has founded, 
the other four being the Star, the Sun, the 
Weekly Sun, and M. A. P. ‘ 

Perhaps one of the new papers will con- 
cern women especially, for Mr. O’Connor 
has been conspicuous in the advocacy of 
“ women’s rights,” even in the days when to 
speak up in behalf of “‘ advanced woman- 
hood ” was to be reviled. “‘ Women in Eng- 
land.” he said, “ ought to come up to the 
standing of women in America. I’m not talk- 
ing about political rights, in which English 
women do not begin to approach the equality 


with men that American women have. 


indeed, can it be; it is a separate and new 
religion. It is this by its constitution, by the 
intellectual faith of all its believers, and by 
the unvarying declarations of all its proph- 
ets and preachers. Other words may be 
used; it may be called a new dispensation, 
a@ more complete or supplementary revela- 
tion, but the fact remains the same that 
there can be no compromise between what 
is generally called Christianity and Mor- 
monism in the long run. 

Today there is much confusion of thought 
upon this question among Mormons and 
great ignorance of the facts among out- 
siders. Unquestionably most Mormons count 
themselves as a kind of ChrisNans, the best 
kind, receivers of the completed revelation; 
what they call the fullness of the gospel. 
And it is also true that in their common 
thought and daily life they would be con- 
sidered exemplary Christians by any one 
who knew them intimately if he failed to 
apply the creedal test. There are doubtless 
many people in the world who will say 
polygamy, once dead, we care little for the 
rest of their creed; we care little whether 
they are a Christian sect or votaries of a 
new religion if they are a good people; that 
is Sufficient; we will judge them hy» their 
deeds and thcir lives, and not by their ability 
or inability to make good their claim to the 
Christian name. ‘ 


But when this has been said, not all has 
been said. For unless Mormonism shall sur- 
vive’ as a form of Christianity it will not 
survive. As a rival, or substitute, or succes- 
sor of the ‘Christian religion its doom is 
sealed. It is only a question of how many 
years till its course be run. This is not a 
conclusion based on prejudice or intolerance, 
but upon natural law and the teachings of 
history. For religions survive or decay ac- 
cording to the principle of natura] selection. 
A religion that will steadily or increasingly 
command the faith of any people must have 
a certain accord with all their thinking. Its 
sacred scriptures if not wholly of a moral 
and spiritual character must be in language 
that can be so interpreted as to seem in har- 
mony with present knowledge. Any religion 
that survives through centuries does so by 
constantly adapting itseif to all changes of 
condition, knowledge, and temper of its body 


of believers. An ancient religion hasa great 


‘fice as great, 


advantage in this respect over one that 
is new. 


Joseph Smith adapted his new revelations 
to his immediate needs, but he thereby 
made them inelastic and impossible of new 
interpretations in later times. He fitted 
them to his own times and surroundings, 
but thereby made them ephemeral. The 
Book of Mormon presents a solution of the 
question of the peopling of the Americas, 
making. our Indians of pure Jewish blood. 
It tells of countless wars with swords of 
finest steel, of great cities, of nations using 
money, coins of silver and gold. It is said 
that there were found here, by these first 
immigrants to America, “‘the horse and 
the ass, the ox and the goat, and the wild 
goat.”” Such revelations were doubtless 
interesting to the people who first received 
them, but !nasmuch as they are wholly 
irreconcilable with the knowledge of today’ 
they are a bar to the reception of Mormon- 
ism by educated people now and in the 
future.

TREASURE TROVE 
OF POVERTY. 


Public Administrator Stumbles 
Across Unexpected Fortunes. 


DEEDS AND GOLD CHESTS 


Two Seemingly Poor Peddlers Wi 
Left Big Estates. 


EXCEPTION TO THE RULE. 


WO years of odd and interesting ex- 

periences as the public administrator 

of Cook County have convinced Pat- 

rick H. O’Donnell that things are not 

always what they seem and that some 
of the apparently poor devils om the street 
may have a few chests full of gold at home 
under the floor or a few deeds to valuable 
houses and lots in Chicago. 

It is Mr. O’Donnell’s duty asa State offi- 
cial to act as an administrator and executor 
for the estates of all those who die in Cook 
County leaving no apparent heirs. He 
makes a long and vigorous effort to turn up 
heirs if the deceased leaves money, property, 
or anything of value. Sometimes he is suc- 
cessful, but often no heirs are to be found. 
Occasionally he has to turn down fraudulent 
heirs who put in claims for the estates. 
When no heirs are found the personal prop- 
erty is turned over to the county treasury. 

By some strange omission of the law the 
administrator is not allowed to sell real 
estate unless it is necessary to pay the debts 
of the deceased, nor does the law allow 
the real estate to be turned over to the 
county. 

‘* The real estate feature of the law should 
be amended by the Legislature,"’ said Mr. 
O’Donnell, speaking of this point. “ As it 
is now, only the tax grabbers are benefited 
by the real estate of a man who dies with- 
out heirs. The people, instead, should get 
the benefit of this ownerless property. As 
the law stands this real estate must be let 
alone until it is eaten up by taxes, ich 
must be paid by selling it. The nty 
treasury would be benefited materially by 
the selling of such property immediately and 
adding the sum realized to the public funds.” 

->- 


From personal property Mr. O’Donnell has 
turned into the county treasury many thou- 
sands of dollars since he has been in office. 
Nearly all of this comes into his hands in 
the most surprising ways. A few months 
ago Bill Furney, a well-known West Side 
character, died, leaving, it was supposed, 
nothing but the little bundle of songs he 
had been peddling the day before his death. 
For fifteen years Furney had continuously 
put in his days in a sturdy effort to sell war 
songs at the corner of Madison and Halsted 
streets. Madison and Halsted at their 
intersection make a strong combination 
on some things. but it’s pretty weak on 
buying war songs when there’s no war in 
sight. So the only little spurt in trade ty 
fifteen years was enjoyed by Bill some 
months ago. 

It amounted to so little, however, that 
Furney got but few pennies more than usual 
from it. When he died last spring every- 
body supposed that he passed away much 
poorer than the traditional church mouse. 
All the people who knew Bill would have 
jeered at any one who might have suggested 
that the old character left more than his 
old pipe and $1.65 in savings. However, the 
public administrator went over and delved 
around among Bill’s things, and in a few 
minutes discovered that William H. Furney 
had $1,600 in a safety deposit vault down- 
town. and owned an orange grove in Florida. 
No heirs have yet appeared to claim the 
Furney estate. 

George Mann, another odd character who 
died not long ago, was also a song seller. 
He had a fad for collecting newspapers 
containing articles which he had marked. 
At the side of his bed was a stack of news- 
papers reaching from the floor to the celil- 
ing. The pile weighed nearly 300 pounds. 
Mann was a great spiritualist, and had 
pictures of himself and what he said was 
the spirit of his wife at his side. Mann died 


posed he hadn't left a dollar in the world. 
When the public administrator. searched 
Mann’s poor, mean, little room in a South 
Dearborn street lodging house he found the 
deed to a good piece of property on the North 
Side and six deposit bank books on six differ- 
ent banks located in six different States. 
The books showed deposits ranging from $1 
up to several hundreds. No heirs of Mann 
have ever been found. 

About a year ago Charles Piercy died over 
on the West Side. He was an old man, well 
known in his neighborhood, and it was sup- 
posed he left about $500 worth of property. 
Mr. O'Donnell tunneled into the papers of 
the deceased and found he had left $31,000 
in bonds and $5,000 in good mortgages. 

It is unnecessary to state that before long 
several heirs appeared for this estate. Mr. 
O’Donnell always frustrates fraudulent 
claimants who turn up after the burial of 
the deceased from distant parts of the coun- 
try by asking them to send a personal de- 
scription of the deceased and give the maid- 
en name of his mother. 

Mr. O’Donmell says that swindlers gener- 
ally build their cases from the newspaper 
accounts of the life and death of their alleged 
relative. These accounts rarely mention the 
true points referred to, so that by quizzing 
along those lines he can frequently satisfy 
himself at once as to the honesty of claims. 
Some months ago Davis Davenport died 
on the South Side surrounded by all the 
evidences of the most abject poverty, but 
with fond remembrances of his dead chil- 
drem preserved here and there about his 
wretched room. On a shelf covered with 
dust was the tiny shoe of a baby boy who 
died twenty-seven years ago, ard near it 


nies. Written on the rocker of a Mttle chair 
was, ‘“‘ This was Mary’s chair.” Mr. O’Don- 


une of $12,000 or $14,000 in mortgages and 
real estate, with no known heirs. : 
Not long ago John J. Staub died in 
a squalid little room over on Rush 
street. At first all of the possessions of 
Staub that could be found were sold for 75 
cents. They consisted of a brass*watch 
chain and charm. Later the administrator 
found that Staub had mortgages and money 
in Eastern banks to the amownt of $5,000. 


In strong contrast to these cases in which 
unsuspected wealth has been discovered is 
the case of Orlando D. Hadsell, whose Ib- 
eral and generous bequests in his will at- 
tracted some attention last summer. By 
his will Hadsell directed that $50,000 be de- 
voted to dressing poor girls, giving them 
picnica, etc. Altogether the will 

of over $75,000. The inventory of this heir- 
less man’s estate has made it shrivel dread- 
fully. Six hundred notes that he left are 
practically worthless, and, altogether, his 
estate will not pan out over $10,000. 

In half a dozen different ways Mr. O’Don-: 
nell’s attention is attracted to the cases 
which require his services. The most im- 
portant channel and the one through which 
he learns of far more cases than any 

is through the newspapers. He has an af- 
sistant who scans every paper in the cit7 
for death notices which give evidence that 
the public administrator should take in hand 
the affairs of the deceased. The police, un- 
@ertakers, and the Coroner are also sources 
through which he is often quickly informed. 
A fifth source is through the Probate Court 
and the creditors of the deceased. Still @ 
sixth source is through attorneys who hear 
of men dying without heirs, and inform the 
ary to make t attorn ringing 
formation the tee the settlement 
of the estate. ;

ALIETOA TANUS, who has recently | 


been declared King of Samoa by 

Supreme Judge Chambers, is a liv- 
7 | ing example of the fact that un- 

civilized royalty has its genealog- 
ical tree as well as that royalty which ap- 
pears annually in the Almanac de Gotha. 

It is true that this genealogy is not found- 
ed upon written fcecords, but it is based 
upon a well-authenticated verbal tradition, 
Thus the young Samoan who has just been 
declared King is the twenty-third of a line 
of ancestry. 

Malietoa is the combination of two Sa- 

words—‘‘ malie,”’ good, and “ toa,”’ 
warrior. Hence the word signifies a ‘*‘ good 


warrior.”” And it was, in fact, a good war, a 
war of liberation, to which the word and 


the royal line of the Malietoas owe their 
origin. 

Nearly 800 years ago.the Tongas, a war- 
like and brave tribe, landed in Samog, and 
soon subjugated, under their soldier-king, 
‘Talafeil, the entire group of islands. Tala- 
feii was a stern ruler, who reigned over the 
Samoan people with an iron hand. As a 
sign of hig sovereignty over Samoa he 
caused to be erected a gigantic monument 
-at Safotu, upon the Toafa plain, to which 
each village had to furnish and deliver a 
huge rock, Lefutu. a Toga was the name 
of this monument, whose imposing ruins 
are still shown by the Samoans as the re- 
minder of their ancient royal! family. 

Besides his sternness Talafeii had an- 
other particularly disagreeable and horrible 
trait. He’ was a cannibal. His prisoners 


of war were his victims—his diet, so to say. | 


They were kept in a big cavern, Pu i Vai- 
-moa, and daily the “ rations’’ of the man- 
eating King were fetched from this place. 
‘This the principal cause of the upris- 
ing of the Samoans. Talafeii, who had 
grown fat, did not seem to have much ccn- 
fidence in another bout at arms, and he 
decided upon a‘ divine judgment.” A gi- 
gantic rock on the beach of the Village Sa- 
fotu, op the Island Savaii, was to be rolied 
into the sea by the Samoans, but all strength 
and dexterity were insufficiem to accom- 
“plish the task until two brothers, Tuna and 
Fata, known as wise counselors and great 
orators, appeared as saviors. . 
Legendary tradition has it that they 
caused to be prepared two great “ sleepers ” 
-from the iron wood of the isilele tree, upon 
which numberless fat eels, which had been 
caught for this purpose, were fastened. One 
end of these timbers was put to the base of 


ted 


the rock, the other reached into the sea. 
A renewed mighty effort finally caused the 
rock to tumble upon these timbers, and 
amid the enthusiasm of the Samoans the 
huge rock slid upon the slippery eels into 
the sea. 

“ Divine judgment ”’ had declared in favor 
of the Samoans, and the Tongas prepared 
to leave. But they should not depart unpun- 
ished. Savea, a brave warrior and brother 
of Tuna and Fata, gathered in haste all 
available Samoans and fell upon the enemy 
near Safotu and made such a carnage that 

the slain buried in one big grave formed 
a big mound covered with pieces of rock, 
which is shown to this day, 
Tongas fled to the Island of Upola and set- 
tled at its eastern extremity, near Aleipata. 
-There the departure from Samoa was to be 
celebrated according to Polynesian fashion 
with drinking and dancing. 

In the meantime the Samoans had also 
gathered near Alecipata, and in their camp 
they began their weird war songs just as the 
Tongas were ready: for their orgies. The 
Tongas took this song for an expression of 
joy and carelessly abandoned themselves to 
their feast, when, like a cyclone, the Samo- 
ans fell upon them again and drove them 
again to flight. Another stand was made 
by the Tongas at a point where the German 
settlement is today, and there another mur- 
derous fight took place which ended by the 
Tongas being driven into the sea, 

Tuna and Fata had not seen each other 
during this series of bloody fights, and when 
they suddenly met both were so much dis- 
figured that the brothers did not know each 
other each taking the other to be an enemy. 
A terrific single combat followed, in which 
both were felled to the ground. Savea had 
in the meantime made many prisoners, 
among them the daughter of Talafeii. These 
Savea did not give up to his warriors, but 
in noble spirit delivered them to their father. 
When he saw his apparently lifeless broth- 
ers he stepped upon their bodies, and in this 
position the King of the Tongas saw him.

‘‘Malie tau Malietoa!”’ that is, ‘‘ Thou hast 
fought bravely, good warrior.”’

nations. The Tongas returned to their coun- 
“try, and Savea wag declared ruler over all 
Samoa. He took the name Malietoa Savea, 
and his brothers Tuna and Fata, who were 
restored to life, became his first counselors.

The fence is one of the longést in the West, 
having a total length of nearly seventy 
miles. It is the direct outgrowth of cattle 
belonging to white stockmen in the ceded 
lands north of the Pine Ridge reservation 
drifting to the Indian lands during severe 
winter storms, notwithstanding that Indian 
policemen the border. 

Before the construction of the fence the 
reservation and the ceded lands were di- 
vided ouly by the White River, which when 
frozen in winter formed nc effective barrier 
ageinst the invasion of cattle belonging to 
white stockmen, which drifted with blis- 
gsards to the reservation. 


This resulted in considerable friction be- 
tween some of the Indians and the cattle 
mon. Only last year nearly 1,000 head of 
cattle belonging to members of the Western 
South Dakota Stock Growers’ association, 
having been found on the reservation, were 
seized by the Indians and held to enforce 
the payment of $1 per head for their care 
during the interval pending their voluntary 
rer.oval by the owners. 

‘he services of South Dakota’s delegation 
in Washington were required to secure the 
release of the cattle without the necessity 
of paying the excessive amount d 
by the Indians. 

Since then the friction between the cattle- 
men and the comparatively small handful 
of Sioux reached an acute stage, and the 
construction of the fence, which was first 
egitated several years ago, was finally de 
termined upon. 

At one time since this course was decided 
upon by the Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
it was seriously believed that an element 
of Sioux at Pine Ridge agency, led by Red 
Cloud, would resort to force to prevent its 


coastruction.
